Poisoning. — An  inquest  was  held  at  Longridge,  on 
July  6,  on  the  body  of  Mr.  John  Elias  Jones,  chemist 
and  druggist,  manager  to  Topping  Brothers,  chemists. 
Mr.  Edmund  Topping  stated  that  on  Saturday  evening 
he  was  informed  that  the  shop  had  been  closed  since 
noon.  On  an  entrance  being  effected,  Mr.  Jones  was 
discovered  lying  dead  in  the  dark-room.  A  police  officer 
said  he  had  noticed  that  the  deceased  had  been  very 
depressed  of  late.  There  were  notes  in  his  pocket.  The 
Coroner  :  Religious  mania,  I  should  think.  Medical 
evidence  was  given  to  the  effect  that  Mr.  Jones  had 
poisoned  himself  with  hydrocyanic  acid,  and  the  coroner 
recorded  a  verdict  of  "  Suicide  while  of  unsound  mind." 

In  the  courts. — At  Marlborough  Street  Police  Court, 
London,  on  July  7,  Harold  A.  Shaw  (28).  clerk,  living 
at  Wiithamstow,  was  sentenced  to  nine  months'  imprison- 
ment in  the  second  division  for  the  theft  of  sums  amount- 
ing to  £345,  the  moneys  of  his  employers,  the  Wilkinson 
Sword  Co.,  Ltd.,  Pall  Mall,  S.W.— At  North  London 
Police  Court,  on  July  8,  George  Wilde,  carman,  was  com- 
mitted for  trial  on  a  charge  of  breaking  into  the  shop 
of  Mr.  J.  S.  Trinick,  chemist  and  druggist,  High  Street, 
Homerton,  N.,  and  stealing  four  cameras. — At  Clerken- 
well  Police  Court,  on  July  8.  Lewis  Pinsky,  dental

From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent. 

Centenary  of  photography. — The  centenary  of  the  in- 
vention of  photography  was  officially  celebrated  at  the 
Sorbonne  by  the  International  Congress  of  Photographic 
Societies  on  July  3,  M.  Yvon  Delbos,  Under-Secretary  of 
State  for  Fine  Arts  and  Technical  Education,  taking 
the  chair.    M.  Louis  Lumiere  made  a  short  speech. 

The  Moissan  Museum  at  the  Paris  Faculty  of  Phar- 
macy is  now  open  to  students,  although  its  official 
inauguration  is  postponed  until  after  the  long  vacation. 
It  contains  the  first  electric  furnace  and  the  apparatus 
used  by  Professor  Henri  Moissan  when  working  on 
fluorine,  etc.  These  collections  were  bequeathed  by  his 
only  son,  killed  during  the  late  war. 

Chemical  defence. — The  Minister  of  Commerce  has 
decided  to  form  a  Committee  of  .  National  Defence  for 
Chemical  Industries.  The  chairman  is  to  be  Professor 
Moureu,  of  the  College  de  France,  and  formerly  of  the 
Paris  Faculty  of  Pharmacy.  Its  object  is  to  maintain 
the  chemical  industry  at  the  point  necessary  for  national 
defence,  adapting  this  to  manufacturing  conditions. 

MM.  Perrot  and  Goris  have  published  the  fifteenth 
volume  describing  the  researches  carried  out  in  the 
materia  medica  laboratory  of  the  Paris  Faculty  of  Phar- 
macy. Thymol-producing  plants,  Indian  hemp  in 
Northern  Africa,  the  culture  of  pyocyanic  bacilli  on 
chemicallv  defined  substances,  ureasis  and  urea  of  certain 
fungi,  alkaloidal  content  of  aconite  roots,  assay  of 
galenical  medicaments,  and  of  preparations  of  cinchona, 
and  several  other  subjects  are  treated. 

M.  Desire  Mathurin,  whose  death  is  announced,  was 
the  secretary  of  the  Paris  Association  of  Wholesale 
Druggists.  Born  at  Douai  in  1863,  he  studied  at  the 
Lille  Faculty  of  Medicine  and  Pharmacy,  where  he 
carried  off  the  gold  medal.  After  a  short  stay  at  Arras, 
he  came  to  Paris,  where  for  ten  years  he  was  staff 
manager  in  the  Pharmacie.  Centrale  de  France.  In  1900 
failing  health  compelled  him  to  resign  his  duties,  and 
he  started  a  pharmaceutical  factory  of  his  own  in  Paris. 
Since  the  Armistice  he  took  a  leading  part  in  founding 
the  evening  technical  classes  for  employees  in  drug  firms. 

A  curious  case  recently  came  before  the  Council  of 
State,  in  which  an  Alsatian  pharmacist,  expelled  as  an 
undesirable  during  the  Armistice  by  the  French  military 
authorities,  claimed  the  right  to  retain  his  pharmacy  in 
Mulhouse  when  he  was  re-admitted  into  this,  now  French, 
territory.  He  was  non-suited,  the  Council  holding  that 
the  military  authorities  not  only  had  the  right  to  expel 
him,  but  were  equally  justified,.  "  in  the  interests  of 
public  health,"  in  withdrawing  the  concession  of  his 
pharmacy,  "  in  accordance  with  Article  2  of  the  German 
law  of  July  14,  1903,  still  in  vigour  in  Alsace-Lorraine." 

Napoleon's  pharmacy. — Looking  in  recently  at  the 
"  Exhibition  of  History  and  Art  "  held  at  the  Malmaison, 
I  came  across  the  portable  pharmacy  of  Dr.  Antommarchi, 
Napoleon's  medical  attendant ;  during  the  last  nhase  at 
St.  Helena — a  box  about  eleven  inches  square,  which 
when  opened  by  -  sliding  the  two  lower  lids,  reveals  a 
dozen  small  drawers  for  dry  medicaments,  and  as  many 
"nests"  for  square  vials.  Two  of  these  are  marked 
"  Elixir  de  Stougton  "  (sic.)  and  "  Esp.  de  sp. 
Theraba."    A  small  drawer  contains  scales  and  weights. 

Sale  of  mixed  herbs.— The  question  of  the  sale  of 
packets  of  mixed  herbs  by  herbalists  was  submitted  to 
the  Dean  of  the  Paris  Faculty  of  Pharmacy  by  a  dele- 
gation of  the  Paris  Wholesale  Druggists'  Association. 
In  the  course  of  a  long  conversation,  M.  Radais  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  the  essential  point  was  the 
actual  object  for  which  the  mixture  of  herbs  was  to  be 
used.  They  might,  for  instance,  freely  sell  to  herbalists 
packets  of  mixed  drugs  suitable  for  the  preparation  of 
refreshing  beverages.  Apart  from  this,  mixed  indi- 
genous medicinal  plants  are  to  be  regarded  as  medica- 
ments, many  figuring  or  having  figured  in  the  Codex, 
and  herbalists  are  not  allowed  to  "sell  official  prepara- 
tions, even  wholesale;  therefore  the  sale  of  such  goods 
by  wholesale  druggists  to  herbalists  is  equally  illegal. 


Nanking  ginseng  crop. — Owing  to  long  drought  in  the 
summer,  the  harvest  of  Taitze  ginseng,  both  wild  and 
cultivated,  at  Chungshan,  Nanking,  showed  a  reduction 
in  1924.  The  total  production  amounted  to  about  80 
piculs.  The  market  opened  towards  the  end  of  August, 
the  collectors  paying  $1  a  catty.  The  wholesale  price 
charged  by  ginseng  dealers  is  now  $1.20  a  catty,  and 
the  retail  price  $0.10  an  ounce.  The  market  has  shown 
signs  of  revival  now  that  the  fighting  is  over. 

Chemical  factory  at  Tientsin. — A  factory  is  shortly 
to  be  erected  in  Tientsin  for  the  manufacture  of  sul- 
phuric acid  and  bleaching  powder,  the  raw  materials  for 
which  are  largely  produced  in  China.  It  is  expected 
that  the  output  of  sulphuric  acid  will  be  10  tons  per  day, 
and  present  plans  are  to  convert  part  of  this  output 
into  hydrochloric  acid,  nitric  acid  and  fertiliser.  The 
output  of  bleaching  powder  is  expected  to  be  8  tons 
daily,  with  3  tons  of  caustic  soda  daily  as  by-product. 
It  is  said  that  a  German  firm  has  obtained  the  order  for 
the  plant.  The  name  of  the  promoter  is  Y.  T.  Chang, 
1  Ta  Ching  Tang  Hutung,  Ho  Pai  Kwan  Shang, 
Tientsin 

Minerals  exported  from  Changsha.— In  his  annual 
report  for  1924  Mr.  J.  H.  W.  Houstoun,  Commissioner 
of  Customs  at  Changsha,  gives  the  following  account  of 
minerals  exported  from  that  port  :  "  Antimony  regulus 
was  shipped  to  the  extent  of  187, 2C0  piculs,  valued  at 
Hk.  tls.  1,963,500,  against  194,000  piculs,  valued  at 
Hk.  tls.  1,250,500,  in  1923.  Throughout  the  year  the 
principal  mines  produced  enough  antimony  ore  to  yield 
8,600  tons  antimony  regulus,  2,000  tons  crude  antimony, 
and  500  tons  antimony  oxide.  During  January, 
February,  and  March  the  demand  was  brisk  and  prices 
began  to  rise;  from  April  to  August  the  prices  fluctuated 
on  account  of  the  political  situation  in  Europe,  but 
steadily  increased  again  from  September  to  the  end  of 
the  year.  The  Customs  value  for  antimony  regulus, 
antimony  crude,  and  antimony  oxide  was  respectively 
on  an  average  59,  24,  and  30  per  cent,  higher  than  in 
1923.  It  is  reported  that  the  mine  and  factory  owners 
are  well  pleased  with  the  profits  accruing  to  them  from 
the  year's  working.  Arsenic  improved  from  5,480  piculs 
in  1*923  to  7,237  piculs  in  1924.  The  major  portion  of 
the  arsenic  produced  in  Hunan  in  1924  was  exported 
to  the  United  States. 

Mercury  in  Kweichow. — The  mercury  sold  on  the 
Hankow  market  comes  from  Kweichow  province.  It  is 
produced  at  Wanshansze,  about  60  li  from  Tungjen.  near 
the  Kweichow-Hunan  border.  The  miners,  mainly  farmers 
who  do  this  as  a  side-line,  still  rely  on  old  methods 
of  mining  and  refining,  a  few  hundred  dollars  being 
sufficient  to  start  operations.  The  product  is  of  superior 
quality,  99  per  cent,  pure  quicksilver.  The  annual  pro- 
duction in  this  region  is  said  to  be  around  7.0CO  piculs, 
which  is  distributed  from  Tungjen,  thence  to  Hankow, 
and  a  small  portion  to  Canton.  Hankow  and  Canton 
merchants  retain  purchasing  agents  at  Tungjen.  Cheng- 
kan,  Hunan  province,  is  also  a  distributing  centre  for 
production  in  the  vicinity  of  Tatung.  Shipments  to 
Hankow  are  carried  in  junks  along  the  Yuan  or  Siang 
river,  although  sometimes  the  cargo  is  transhipped  on 
to  steamers  to  Changteh  or  Siangtan.  There  are  two 
ways  of  shipping  mercury.  It  may  be  shipped  in  iron 
tins  of  5  by  10  Chinese  inches.  The  tin  is  screwed 
and  sealed  with  varnish,  and  finally  wrapped  in  paper 
to  prevent  leakage.  Each  holds  about  70  catties. 
Another  way  of  -  shipping  mercury  is  in  bladders.  The 
bladder  is  bound  tight  and  then  put  into  a  wooden 
barrel  which  is  sealed  with  varnish  and  then  wrapped 
in  paper.  Each  barrel  holds  about  50  catties.  Ship- 
ments abroad  or  to  Hongkong  are  made  in  tins  which 
are  usually  wrapped  in  hemp  bags.  The  Chinese  firms 
engaged  in  the  mercury  trade  are  Jin  Tai,  Feng  Fa 
Hsiang,  and  Wan  Tsien  Kih.  The  Japanese  firms  are 
"  Kao  Tien,"  "  Tai  Hin,"  "  Tung  Foo,"  etc.  All  of 
the  goods  destined  for  Japan  are  shipped  to  Osaka.  At 
present  (May  1924)  the  market  price  is  120  taels  per 
picul. 
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Colonial  and  Foreign  News 

Compulsory  pensioning  of  phaemacists. — Attempts  axe 
being  made  in  Sweden  to  secure  the  enforced  retirement 
of  pharmacists  who  through  addiction  to  drink,  morphine> 
or  other  vices  are  unfit  to  exercise  their  profession.  It  is 
proposed  to  pay  pharmacists  thus  excluded  from  the  pro- 
fession a  monthly  pension  of  125  kroner,  the  wife  to 
receive  50  kroner  and  each  child  20  kroner,  the  total 
amount  of  the  pension,  however,  is  not  to  exceed  250 
kroner  a  month. 

The  electuary  of  the  rowers. — One  of  the  oldest  and 
at  one  time  extensively  used  popular  remedies  in  Turkey 
was  a  sweetmeat  known  as  Kurakjiler  Majiounou,  ' 
or  the  "  electuary  of  the  rowers,"  which  used  to 
be  given  indiscriminately  to  infants  as  a  sedative,  its 
action  frequently  proving  so  effective  that  the  children 
failed  to  awaken  from  their  slumber.  The  preparation 
consisted  of  a  paste  made  from  honey  and  sugar  mixed 
with  poppy  leaves  and  capsules  ground  to  an  extremely 
fine  powder.-  Some  forty  years  ago  the  use  of  this 
miraculous  electuary  was  forbidden  by  the  Government, 
but  it  is  difficult  to  eradicate  the  deeply  rooted  faith 
placed  by  the  people  in  time-honoured  household  remedies. 

Drug  cultivation  in  Latvia. — The  cultivation  of  medi- 
cinal plants  in  Latvia  dates  back  to  the  eighteenth  cen- 
tury, as  an  Imperial  Edict  issued  in  1735  ordered  that 
gardens  should  be  laid  out  at  each  army  hospital  in 
Riga  in  which  medicinal  plants  were  to  be  grown  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  medical  service.  Further, 
individual  pharmacists  cultivated  certain  plants  on  a 
small  scale  for  their  own  use.  The  foundation  of  a 
systematic  cultivation  of  medicinal  plants  in  Latvia  was 
laid  in  1920,  and  in  1922  an  experimental  station  was 
established  in  Dreilingshof,  near  Riga,  the  director  of 
which  is  the  professor  of  pharmacognosy  in  the  Univer- 
sity. At  present  medicinal  plants  are  being  cultivated 
at  most  of  the  agricultural  schools,  and  the  Agricultural 
Department  is  taking  an  active  part  in  promoting  this 
branch  of  enterprise;  numerous  plants,  or  their  seeds, 
have  been  purchased  abroad  with  a  view  to  their  intro- 
duction in  Latvia.  The  following  plants  are  now  being 
cultivated  on  a  large  scale  :  Marshmallow,  peppermint, 
valerian,  chamomile,  mustard,  caraway,  wormwood,  and 
coriander.  Attempts  to  cultivate  the  poppy  were  not  so 
successful,  the  climate  being  unfavourable  to  its  growth 
and  the  cost  of  labour  too  high  to  make  its  production 
remunerative.  The  opium  extracted  from  locally  grown 
poppies  in  the  years  1922  and  1923  had  a  content  of 
10.9  to  14.7  per  cent,  of  morphine. 

Swedish  central  salary  fund. — Austria  was  the  first 
country  to  institute  a  central  fund  for  the  payment  of 
assistants'  salaries  on  a  uniform  basis,  whereby  each  owner 
of  a  pharmacy  pays  a  fixed  sum  according  to  a  scale  into 
this  fund,  out  of  which  salaries  are  paid  directly  to  all 
assistants,  the  amounts  being  fixed  according  to  seniority, 
length  of  service  and  the  relative  cost  of  living.  This  insti- 
tution is  gaining  in  favour  on  the  Continent,  and  in  quite 
a  number  of  countries  steps  are  being  taken  to  adopt  the 
Austrian  system.  Recently,  a  commission  was  appointed 
in  Sweden  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  introducing  a 
similar  central  fund  for  the  payment  of  assistants'  salaries 
in  that  country.  It  has  now  published  its  report,  in  which 
it  is  suggested  that  assistants'  salaries  should  be  stan- 
diardisied  on  the  following  basis  :  The  basic  salary  for 
qualified  pharmacists  to  be  6,000  kroner  per  annum, 
increasing  at  the  end  of  4,  7,  10,  14,  18  and 
22  years  of  service  by  500  kroner  annually.  Unqualified 
assistants  to  receive  3,000  to  4,200  kroner  as  commencing 
salary,  according  to  their  seniority  on  January  1,  1926, 
advancing  successively  by  409  or  500  kroner  respectively 
after  a  certain  number  of  years'  service.  Of  the  salary, 
250  kroner  will  be  paid  monthly  directly  by  the  owner  of 
the  pharmacy  to  his  assistant,  who  will  receive  the  residue 
from  the  central  salary  fund.  Remuneration  for  night 
duty,  extra  hours  and  other  special  work  will  be  paid  by 
the  owner  himself. 

New  Yugo-Slav  Customs  Tariff. — The  new  Yugo- 
slav Customs  tariff,  which  came  into  force  on  June  20, 
contains  maximum  and  minimum  rates  of  duty,  the  latter 
being  applicable  to  goods  imported  from  countries  with 
which  a  commercial  treaty  has  been  concluded.  Specific 


duties,  calculated  on  the  weight  of  the  goods,  are  pro- 
vided for  many  chemicals  and  pharmaceutical  products} 
the  following  are  the  maximum  and  minimum  rates,  in 
gold  dinars  (1  gold  dinar  =  12  paper  dinars),  charge- 
able per  100  kilos  for  some  goods  of  interest  to  our 
readers;  the  corresponding  Tariff  No.  is  given  in  -paren- 
theses : — (48)  Fruit  and  plant  juices,  also  concentrated, 
for  industrial  or  medicinal  uses,  25. — ;  20. — .

The  Union 

Export  of  drugs  in  1924. — Statistics  concerning  the 
export  of  drugs  from  the  Union  of  South  Africa  during 
last  year  give  the  total  of  aloes  shipped  as  770,772  lb., 
valued  at  £6,220,  compared  with  815,922  lb.,  valued  at 
£6,168  in  1923.  Argol  is  exported  from  the  Union  in 
much  smaller  quantities  than  formerly,  and  for  1924 
the  amount  was  162,642  lb.,  an  increase  of  104,707  lb., 
over  the  shipments  of  the  previous  year,  the  value  rising 
from  £1,100  to  £2,440.  Buchu  leaves  exports  last  year 
show  a  decrease  compared  with  1923,  the  total  being 
152,657  lb.,  valued  at  £17,965,  shipments  during  the 
preceding  year-  being  204,297  lb.,  valued  at  £26,587. 


Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape  Province 

A  general  meeting  was  held  at  Capetown  on  May  20. 
Mr.  Clancy  (President)  occupied  the  chair,  and  there  were 
also  present  Messrs.  Linley,  Lazarus,  Hill,  Hughes, 
Froembling,  Dale,  Rowtowski,  and  Buxton.  Messrs. 
Linley  and  Lazarus,  who  were  the  Society's  delegates  to 
the  third  annual  meeting  of  the  Associated  Pharmaceutical 
Societies  of  South  Africa,  held  at  Durban  on  April  20, 
gave  an  account  of  their  stewardship  on  that  occasion. 
The  conference  had  been  a  complete  success,  and  the  dele- 
gates had  been  well  received  by  the  Durban  chemists,  who 
had  entertained  them  lavishly.  Dr.  Froembling  read  an 
interesting  .paper  on  his  experiences  with  the  "  awe  "- 
thorities  administering  the  Weights  and  Measures  Act. 
He  pointed  out  especially  the  disabilities  under  which 
chemists  are  placed  owing  to  pharmaceutical  scales  not 
being  specially  provided  for  in  the  Act  and  its  regulations. 
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Legal  Reports 

Shops  Act  Fine.— At  Croydon,  on  June  30,  Mr.  Arthur 
Groves  Turner,  chemist  and  druggist,  Brigstock  Road, 
Thornton  Heath,  was  summoned  for  having  (sold  a  tooth- 
brush after  8  p.m.  It  was  stated  that  the  article  was 
supplied  by  the  defendant's  assistant.  Mr.  H.  Glyn- 
Jones,  barrister,  stated  that  Mr.  Turner  was  entitled  to 
keep  open  to  supply  insured  persons  with  medicine  and 
medical  and  surgical  appliances.  An  article  such  as  a 
tooth-brush  could  be  described  as  a.  medical  appliance, 
and  he  submitted  that  the  case  was  a  trivial  one.  A  fine 
of  20s.  was  imposed. 

Dangerous  Drugs  Acts  Case  At  Bolton  County  Police 

Court,  on  July  2,  Mr.  Andrew  Pearce,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, late  of  Chorley  New  Road,  Horwich,  was  summoned 
for  selling  "  dangerous  "  drugs  and  failing  to  enter  the 
transactions  in  his  register.  It  was  stated  that  the 
offences  were  committed  in  December  1923  and  August 
1924.  The  defendant  supplied  a  mixture  containing 
morphine,  on  prescription,  in  each  case.  The  police 
superintendent  remarked  that  it  was  "  a  very  near  thing  " 
on  one  occasion,  and  that  was  how  the  case  had  come 
to  light.  Mr.  Pearce  said  he  had  carried  on  business 
single-handed  for  thirty  years,  making  up  forty  prescrip- 
tions a  day.  That  possibly  accounted  for  the  oversight. 
He  had  now  given  up  business.  He  expressed  his  regret 
these  cases  should  have  arisen.  The  chairman  said  that 
in  view  of  the  defendant's  long  service  they  did  not  wish 
to  record  a  conviction.  They  ordered  him  to  pav  the 
costs,  and  the  fees  of  -two  medical  men  who  gave 
evidence  of  having  issued  the  prescriptions. 

Dutiable  Medicine  on  a  Stall.— At  Stratford  (Essex) 
Police  Court,  on  July  4,  Barney  Stetcher,  Leyton,  was 
summoned  for  the  sale  of  a  medicine  liable  to  duty  with- 
out having  a  licence.  Mr.  H.  K.  Presson  appeared  for 
the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise.  It  was  stated  by  an 
inspector  that  he  visited  the  defendant's  stall  on 
March  16  and  purchased  a  bottle  of  California  Syrup  of 
Figs  for  Is.  2^d.,  which  was  a  halfpenny  cheaper  than 
at  the  chemists'.  Witness  said  to  the  defendant,  "  How- 
do  you  manage  it?  "  He  replied,  "  Anything  to  oblige 
a  customer;  we  must  help  trade."  By  Mr.  Fuller  (for 
the  defendant)  :  There  was  another  bottle  of  similar 
package,  but  he  did  not  examine  it.  Defendant  sold 
Galloway's  syrup  of  figs,  which  was  not  a  dutiable  article. 
Mr.  Fuller  said  his  defence  was  that  the  defendant's 
wife  purchased  this  bottle  of  California  Syrup  of  Figs 
from  a  local  chemist  for  her  own  use,  and  left  it  on  the 
stall,  and  when  it  was  sold  it  was  done  with  the  object 
of  attracting  a  customer.  After  consultation  with  his 
colleagues,  the  chairman  said  that  a  fine  of  40s.  would  be 
imposed. 

Employers'  Liability  Act  Claim. — In  Shoreditch 
County  Court,  London,  recently,  Florence  E.  Waters, 
french  polisher,  sued  through  her  father  to  recover  the 
sum  of  £214  10s.  as  damages,  under  the  Employers' 
Liability  Act,  against  W.  T.  Norman  &  Son,  Wadeson 
Street,  for  having  been  poisoned  by  french  polish  after 
having  run  a  splinter  in  her  finger.  'Mr.  Rutherford 
appeared  for  the  plaintiff,  and  Mr.  Pocock,  barrister,  for 
the  defence.  The  plaintiff,  giving  evidence,  said  that 
while  polishing  a  wardrobe  she  ran  a  splinter  into  her 
finger.  The  6tain,was  bichromate  of  potash,  and  she  pre- 
sumed that  some  of  the  poisonous  chemical  got  into 
the  wound.  She  knew  what  bichromate  of  potash  was. 
For  the  defence,  Mr.  Norman  said  that  the  girl  had  cer- 
tainly asked  for  time  off  to  go  to  hospital,  but  never 
said  a  word  about  her  finger  being  poisoned.  Judge 
Cluer,  addressing  the  jury,  said  that  the  girl  had  been 
incapacitated  only  five  weeks,  and,  less  the  amount  6he 
had  received,  the  full  amount  she  could  recover  was 
£6  2s.  6d.  The  jury  gave  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff, 
and  awarded  her  £6  2s.  6d.  Judgment  was  entered 
accordingly,  with  costs. . 

Disputed  Printing  Order. — In  the  Mayor's  and  City  of 
London  Court,  on  June  30,  H.  &  A.  Dix,  block  makers, 
Farringdon  Avenue,  E.C.,  sued  Mr.  T.  Nasrai,  tooth- 
paste manufacturer,  City  Road,  N. ,  for  the  sum  of 
£6  12s.,  the  price  of  designs  and  blocks  made  to  the 
order  of  the  defendant.    The  defendant  said  he  contested 


the  case  on  the  ground  that  he  gave  the  order  for  th« 
blocks  in  May  last  year,  and  told  the  plaintiffs  that  he 
required  them  in  sufficient  time  to  be  used  in  the  print- 
ing of  collapsible  tubes,  to  hold  tooth-paste,  which  he 
intended  to  sell  at  a  stand  in  an  exhibition  opening  on 
July  7.  Owing  to  the  delay  of  the  plaintiffs  in  deliver- 
ing the  blocks,  the  manufacturers  of  the  tubes  were  unable 
to  supply  him  in  time  for  the  exhibition.  Mr.  Nagai 
further  raised  the  point  that  the  blocks  were  of  bad 
workmanship,  and  that  the  printing  on  the  tubes  was 
bad  through  that  fault.  Mr.  Dix,  in  evidence,  denied 
that  the  defendant  stated  that  he  required  the  blocks  in 
connection  with  his  stand  at  the  exhibition,  and  said 
further  that  the  bad  printing  on  the  tubes  was  not  due 
to  the  blocks.  From  the  blocks  which  his  firm  supplied 
rubber  stamps  were  made,  and  the  tubes  were  printed 
with  those.  Judge  Shewell  Cooper  gave  judgment  for 
the  plaintiffs,  with  costs. 

Calcined  Magnesia. — At  Dewsbury,  on  July  2,  Sarah  E. 
Wilson,  Westborough,  was  summoned  for  selling  calcined 
magnesia  not  of  the  nature,  substance,  and  quality 
demanded.  The  town  clerk,  prosecuting,  said  that  the 
sample  in  question  contained  44.53  per  cent,  of  magnesium 
oxide  and  50.11  per  cent,  of  magnesium  carbonate.  Two 
other  people  had  been  summoned  for  similar  offences, 
but  it  was  only  fair  to  say  that  they  and  Wilson  were 
retailers,  and'  that  the  preparation  was  made  bv  those 
well-known  manufacturing  chemists,  Messrs.  Parkinson 
and  Meesrs.  Carters.  Both  firms,  he  understood,  were 
willing,  on  the  withdrawal  of  the  summons,  to  withdraw 
from  sale  the  preparation  in  question;  and  if  thev  would 
give  that  assurance,  and  also  the  assurance  that  the 
preparation  should  be  packed  differently,  he  would  agree 
to  the  withdrawal  of  the  summonses.  Mr.  F.  J.  S. 
Watts,  who  appeared  for  the  defence,  asked  that  the 
summonses  should  be  allowed  to  be  withdrawn  on  the 
firms  named  undertaking  to  pay  costs,  to  withdraw  the 
preparation  from  sale,  and  to  pack  the  preparation  differ- 
ently in  future.  The  preparation  had  been  packed  in 
cardboard  boxes,  and  the  cardboard  had  absorbed  the 
moisture  and  the  oxide  had  been  turned  into  carbonate. 
After  evidence  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Richardson,  county 
analyst,  who  expressed  the  view  that  the  deterioration 
mentioned  might  be  due  to  the  packing,  the  chairman 
said  the  Bench  were  prepared  to  allow  the  summonses  to 
be  withdrawn. 

Gas   Company's  Right  to   Manufacture  Chemicals.— 

Arguments  were  heard  in  the  House  of  Lords,  recently, 
by  the  Lord  Chancellor  and  Lords  Dunedin,  Atkinson, 
Sumner,  and  Buckmaster  in  the  case  of  J.  L,  Deuchar, 
secretary  of  the  Castner-Kellner  Alkali  Co.,  Ltd.,  v.  the 
Gas  Light  &  Coke  Co.  The  question  for  decision  was 
whether  the  respondents,  being  admittedly  entitled  to 
convert  naphthalene  (a  residual  arising  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  gas  from  coal)  into  beta-naphthol,  and  for  that 
purpose  to  use  caustic  soda,  are  entitled  to  provide  the 
caustic  soda  required  by  them  for  that  purpose  by  making 
it  themselves,  or  are  bound  to  acquire  it  by  purchase. 
Mr.  Justice  Astbury  had  decided  the  matter  in  favour 
of  the  Gas  Co.  (C.  <t-  D.,  I,  1924,  p.  115),  and  the  Master 
of  the  Rolls  and  Lords  Justices  Warrington  and  Bar- 
gant  had  dismissed  the  plaintiff's  appeal  (C.  &  D.,  I, 
1924.  p.  886).  Mr.  A.  C.  Clausen.  K.C,  Mr.  D.  Pollock, 
and  Mr.  H.  J.  Murphy  appeared  for  the  appellant ;  Sir 
John  Simon,  K.C,  Mr.'  W.  A.  Greene,  K.C,  and  Mr.  A. 
Andrews  Uthwatt  were  for  the  respondents.  The  case 
for  the  appellant  was  opened  by  Mr.  Clauson,  who  sub- 
mitted that  the  company  had  no  power  under  Section  40 
or  Section  43  of  their  Act  of  1868,  or  otherwise,  to  make 
caustic  soda  or  chlorine,  and  that  they,  being  a  statutory 
corporation,  had  no  powers  except  such  as  were  expressly 
conferred  by  the  constituent  statutes,  or  were  derived 
by  reasonable  implication  from  the  provisions  of  such 
statutes.  Neither  caustic  soda  nor  chlorine  was  a  residual 
resulting  from  making  gas,  nor  were  they  made  from,  such 
a  residual,  nor  were  they  used  in  making  gas;  and  the 
company  could  obtain  all  the  caustic  soda  they  required 
by  purchasing  it  in  the  market.  If  the  company  were 
entitled  to  produce  caustic  soda  and  chlorine,  they  would 
be  able,  by  working-  up  the  substances  into  compounds 
which  could  be  produced  from  them,  to  enter  upon  ar.d 
carry  on  practically  every  chemical  trade   which  was  not 
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"within  the  purview  of  the  Acts  by  which  their  powers 
were  regulated.  Without  calling  upon  counsel  for  the 
Gas  Light  &  Coke  Co.,  their  lordships  dismissed  the  appeal 
with  costs,  the  Lord  Chancellor  remarking  that  the 
decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeal  was  undoubtedly  right. 
The  Gas  Co.,  said  his  lordship,  was  incorporated  by 
6tatute  for  the  purpose  of  making  gas.  and  they  neces- 
sarily produced  a  number  of  residual  products,  which  it 
was  not  desirable  to  waste.  The  company  converted  their 
naphthalene  into  beta-naphthol  by  the  use  of  caustic  soda, 
but  they  only  produced  so  much  of  the  caustic  soda  as 
was  required .  for  their  own  purposes,  and  it  did  not 
appear  from  the  evidence  that  it,  or  chlorine,  had  been 
used  for  any  other  purpose.  He  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  Gas  Company  were  within  their  rights  in 
making  caustic  soda  for  their  own  purposes.  If  they 
were  manufacturing  for  purposes  of  sale  it  might  be  a 
different  thing,  but  here  it  was  only  for  their  own  use. 
He  thought  the  appeal  failed,  and  must  be  dismissed,  with 
costs.    The  other  law  lords  agreed. 

Copyright  of  Design — Mr,  Justice  Sankey  delivered  his 
reserved  judgment  in  the  King's  Bench  Division,  on 
July  2,  in  the  action  brought  by  Con.  Planck,  Ltd., 
advertising  contractors,  Henrietta  Street,  W.C., 
against  Kolynos  (Inc.),  of  Chicago,  for  an  injunction  and 
damages,  and  alleging  defendants'  infringement  of 
plaintiffs'  copyright  in  cut-out  showcard  "designs,  of  a 
pierrot  and  pierrette,  showing  teeth  in  a  smile  and  bearing 
the  word  "  Kolyncs."  (0.  <L-  D.,  June  27.  p.  915.)  His 
lordship  said  that  the  defendants  suggested  that  if  there 
was  a  copyright,  by  custom  of  the  trade  they  mu6t  be 
deemed  to  have  purchased  it.  Mr.  Cornelius  Planck, 
who  had  transferred  his  business  to  the  plaintiff  company, 
conceived  the  idea,  as  an  advertisement,  of  a  pictorial 
pierrot  and  pierrette  cut  out,  having  very  diminutive 
bodies  and  very  large  faces  and  a  smile  which  displayed 
their  teeth.  He  obtained  the  permission  of  a  well-kno'wn 
entertainer  and  a  well-known  dancer  to  use  photographs 
of  their  faces,  and  the  cut-out  figures  were  inserted  in 
pieces  of  wood  and  stood  10  in.  high.  Plaintiff  said  that 
under  the  Copyright  Act,  1911,  these  were  artistic  works 
within  the  meaning  of  Section  1,  Subsection  2,  of  the 
Act,  and  after  he  had  supplied  defendants  with  nearly 
10,000  of  these  cut-outs  at  2s.  3d.  each,  receiving 
£1,110  3s.,  the  defendants  improperly  had  other  copies 
made  elsewhere.  Allowing  for  the  ccst  of  materials  and 
of  cutting  out,  plaintiffs  profits  must  have  'been  con- 
siderable. A  witness  had  said  he  would  have  done  the 
work  for  £500,  allowing  £20  for  the  original  sketches. 
On  defendants'  point  that  there  was  no  copyright  because 
there  was  no  novelty,  he  was  against1  the  defendants; 
the  idea  had  not  been  used  in  advertisements  before, 
though  figures  of  Lord  Haig  and  Marshal  Foch 
came  from  the  South  of  France  during  the  war.  The 
dress  was  originally  mauve;  defendants  required  the  use 
of  their  colours  green  and  yellow,  and  they  denied  that 
plaintiff  was  the  producer  of  the  green  and  yellow  figure, 
but  his  lordship  found  that  he  was.  The  work,  he  held, 
was  an  engraving  within  the  meaning  of  Section  5  of 
the  Copyright  Act,  as  a  lithograph,  but  it  was  an  en- 
graving ordered  by  defendants  and  made  for  valuable 
consideration,  and  defendants  were  the  first  owners  of 
the  copyright,  if  there  was  a  copyright.  Defendants  said 
the  works  should  have  been  registered  as  designs  to 
preserve  a  copyright  to  plaintiff,  and  his  lordship  found 
they  were  designs  capable  of  registration  under  the 
Patents  and  Designs  Act,  1907,  and  they  had  not  been 
so  registered.  The  question  whether  these  articles  were 
artistic  works,  in  which  there  was  copyright  protected 
by  the  Copyright  Act,  or  designs,  was  a  troublesome 
one.  He  thought  a  design  was  something  to  be  applied 
to  another  article,  and  here  were  designs  for  models  to 
be  multiplied  by  industrial  process.  As  these  designs 
were  not  registered,  plaintiffs  were  not  entitled  to  suc- 
ceed, and  judgment  must  go  for  the  defendants,  with 
costs.  A  stay  of  execution  with  a  view  to  appeal  would 
be  granted.  Defendants  had  come  nowhere  near  proving 
a.  custom  of  trade  by  which  they  had  purchased  a 
copyright. 

Alleged  False  Trade  Description.— At  Old  Street  Police 
Court,  London,  on  July  3,  the  hearing  of  the  case  in 
which  Mr.   Samuel  Simmonds,  trading  as  Simmonds  & 


Webster,  Brunswick  Place,  Hoxton,  N.,  was  summoned 
in  respect  of  the  alleged  false  trade  description  of  a 
clinical  thermometer  (u.  &  D.,  July  4,  p.  6)  was  con- 
tinued. Mr.  A.  M.  Powell,  a  director  of  James  Powell 
&  Sons,  Ltd.,  said  that  his  company  manufactured  glass 
tubes  for  clinical  thermometers.  They  were  manufac- 
tured of  lead  glass.  The  only  other  manufacturer  in  this 
country  was  Mr.  Tomey,  Birmingham.  British  clinical 
thermometers  were  made  of  lead  glass.  In  cross- 
examination,  witness  said  he  did  not  know  the  test  to 
which  the  National  Physical  Laboratory  put  a  thermo- 
meter. It  might  be  that  they  would  simply  test  whether 
it  was  capable  of  registering  accurately.  Mr.  Cossor 
(Cossor  &  Son,  Finsbury  Park,  N.)  said  that  the  certi- 
ficate was  one  of  accuracy  only.  The  time  at  which  a 
thermometer  would  be  tested  would  be  a  time  at  which 
it  had  not  started  to  deteriorate.  The  glass  before  tha 
court  was  German  glass.  Mr.  Edward  McEvoy.  Great 
Sutton  Street,  E.C.,  said  he  had  been  in  the  chemical 
trade  twelve  years.  He  had  had  business  relations  with 
the  defendant,  and  had  bought  clinical  thermometers 
from  him.  He  knew  that  some  of  those  made  on  the 
defendant's  premises  were  from  glass  purchased  in  Ger- 
many. From  his  experience  of  the  trade,  he  thought 
"  British  make  "  would  mean  manufacture  in  this 
country.  He  took  it  that  the  major  portion  of  the  article 
had  been  manufactured  in  this  country.  He  was  not  a 
technical  man  as  regarded  soda  glass.  Mr.  Kimber, 
cross-examining:  What  would  you  understand  by  "Ger- 
man thennometer "  ? — One  solely  manufactured  in  Ger- 
many, or  more  than  75  per  cent.  If  the  tube  were  not 
accurately  made,  the  thermometer  would  be  useless  ? — 
Yes.  Mr.  James  North  said  he  had  had  thirty-one  years' 
experience  in  making  thermometers.  He  knew  a  little 
about  German  thermometers ;  they  were  made  of  soda 
glass.  He  had  had  difficulty  in  obtaining  glass  since 
1910.  He  had  been  the  victim  of  a  boycott.  The  defen- 
dant, in  the  witness-box,  said  he  had  been  making  ther- 
mometers since  1914.  The  glass  in  those  thermometers 
was  German  glass.  It  was  passed  by  the  National 
Physical  Laboratory  as  good.  Glass  came  over  from 
Germany  in  about  three-foot  lengths  and  was  subjected 
to  about  thirty-one  tests.  The  thermometer  the  subject 
of  that  action  passed  through  all  those  processes  in  his 
factory.  No  manufacturer  of  thermometers  made  his  own 
glass.  They  -could  get  it  from  Messrs.  Powell  or  from 
Mr.  Tomey.  His  experience  had  been  that  he  had  gone 
to  Messrs.  Powell  and  had  got  what  he  could  from 
them.  When  glass  had  been  scarce,  he  could  not  get  it 
from  Powells;  he  used  what  his  late  partner  got  from, 
Germany,  and  had  used  it  since.  They  would  like  to 
use  Powell's  glass  exclusively',  but  it  did  not  worry  them 
while  they  could  get  the_  German.  He  bel'eved  they 
could  do  a  better  trade  if  they  could  get  the  English 
glass.  They  would  not  supply  any  foreign  if  they  could 
get  British.  In  cross-examination,  the  defendant  said  he 
would  give  a  man  either  foreign  glass  or  British  glass, 
and  he  would  describe  the  thermometer  as  "  British 
make.''  If  he  bought  thermometers  from  Germany  he 
would  not  put  on  them  "  British  make."  The  hearing 
was  further  adjourned. 

Action  Against  a  Director — In  the  King's  Bench 
Division  of  the  High  Court,  London,  on  July  8,  Mr. 
Justice  Shearman  commenced  the  hearing  of  an  action 
brought  by  Barclay  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists 
and  druggists'  sundriesmen,  Farringdon  Street,  E.C., 
against  Mr.  Alfred  Jerrold  Nathan,  New  Bridge  Street, 
E.C.  Mr.  Cave,  K.C.,  for  the  plaintiffs,  said  that  this 
was  a  claim  against  the  defendant  for  damages  for  alleged 
fraud  and  misfeasance  as  chairman  of  directors,  and  for 
a  return  of  money  overdrawn  as  commission  and  for  an 
account  of  sales  to  the  company  by  the  defendant  and  of 
the  profit  made  on  those  sales,  and  for  a  declaration  that 
the  defendant's  offices  as  chairman  and  joint  managing 
director  of  the  company  were  duly  vacated  on  Septem- 
ber 15,  1922.  The  defence  was  a  denial  of  the  matters 
complained  of.  An  alternative  plea  was  that  the  com- 
pany had  waived  or  condoned  the  matters  complained 
of,  and  further,  in  the  alternative,  that  the  defendant 
claimed  relief  under  Section  279  of  the  Companies  Act, 
1908.  There  was  a  counter-claim  for  a  declaration  that 
the  defendant  still  held  the  offices,  and,  alternatively,  a, 
claim  for  damages  for  wrongful  dismissal.    The  plaintiff 
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company  was  incorporated  in  1896  to  carry  on  the  busi- 
ness of  an  old  firm  -of  the  same  name,  which,  conducted 
the  business  of  manufacturing  chemists  and  druggists. 
It  was  an  old  family  concern,  and  at  the  date  of  the 
incorporation  ©f  the  present  company  all  the  directors 
were  related  to-  one  another.  .  All  the  shares  were  held 
by  the  members  of  the  Barclay  family.  The  capital  of 
the  company  was  £60,000'.  Mr.  George  Barclay  was  the 
managing  director  at  the  date  of  the  company's  incor- 
poration, and  continued  to  be  so  until  the  material  time 
for  that  case,  namely,  1914.  Unfortunately,  the  business 
of  the  company  had  not  prospered  during  the  two  or 
three  years  before  1914.  The  year  1912  appeared  to  have 
been  a  bad  year,  and  counsel  thought  the  profits  were 
some  £450  on  a  capital  of  £60,000.  It  occurred  to  one 
of  the  directors  that  it  would  be  a  desirable  thing  to 
introduce  fresh  blood  into  the  management  of  the  com- 
pany, and  it  was  then  that  the  defendant  appeared  on 
the  scene.  The  defendant  carried  on  business  as  A.  J. 
Nathan  &  Co.,  in  New  Bridge  Street,  as  a  merchant, 
and  be  was  appointed  a  director  and  joint 
managing  director  with  Mr.  George  Robert  Barclay, 
at  a  salary  and  commission  on  the  company's 
profits,  the  agreement  of  his  appointment  being 
dated  June  26,  1914.  Mr.  Nathan  turned  out  to  be  a 
gentleman  of  unpleasant  and  exceedingly  dictatorial 
manner.  Having  got  into  the  saddle,  he  rapidly  assumed 
complete  command  of  the  team.  The  .first  thing  that 
happened  which  showed  that  Mr.  Nathan  was  inspired 
by  a  desire  to  further  his  own  interests  rather  than  the 
company's  was  that  in  July  1914,  just  after  his  appoint- 
ment, a  man  named  Yetton  called  on  the  defendant  as 
chairman  of  the  plaintiff  company  and  proposed  that 
the  company  should  begin  the  manufacture  of  certain 
articles  which,  it  was  supposed,  might  be  valuable 
additions  to  the  plaintiff  company's  manufacturing  busi- 
ness. Mr.  Nathan  declined  to  establish  any  such  business 
on  the  part  of  the-  company,  and  turned  it  down  without 
consulting  his  co-directors,  but  he  invited  Mr.  Yetton 
to  call  on  him  privately.  When  Mr.  Yetton  called,  the 
defendant  took  him  into  his  employment  and  started 
himself  a  business  for  the  manufacture  of  those  very 
articles.  The  name  of  the  business  was  disguised  under 
the  name  of  Bollette  &  Wallace.  He  proceeded  to  make 
these  articles  and  to  -sell  them  to  the  plaintiff  company 
at  a  very  considerable  profit,  without  disclosing  to  the 
board  the  suggestions  made  to  him  in  his  capacity  as 
chairman  and  managing  director  of  the  company,  without 
disclosing  that  the  business  was  seized  upon  by  himself 
and  started  by  himself.  The  articles  in  question  included 
such  things  as  powder-puffs.    The  hearing  was  adjourned. 


Bankruptcy  Reports 

Re  J.  D.  Bishop  &  Co.  (John  Duval  Bishop  and  Stanley 
William  Thorp,  trading  as),  22-23  Great  Tower  Street, 
London,  E.C.,  drug  and  chemical  merchants. — A  sitting 
of  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court  was  held  on  July  1  for 
the  public  examination  of  these  debtors,  who  filed  their 
petition  last  April,  with  liabilities  £3,915,  against  assets 
valued  at  £1,525.  The  debtors  stated  that  they  entered 
into  partnership  in  December  1918,  when  Thorp  joined 
Bishop  in  the  business  of  a  drug'  and  chemical  merchant, 
carried  on  by  the  latter  at  87  Borough  High  Street,  S.E., 
since  1916.  Thorp  introduced  into  the  business  stock  and 
cash  to  the  value  of  between  £300  and  £400,  and  became 
entitled  to  a  two-fifths  share  of  the  profits.  They  there- 
after traded  as  J.  D.  Bishop  &  Co.  until  April  1919, 
when,  in  consideration  of  £2,000  in  shares,  they  trans- 
ferred the  business  to  J.  D.  Bishop  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  which 
company  they  afterwards  acted  as  directors.  In  Febru- 
ary 1923  the  company  went  into  liquidation.  Subse- 
quently, with  £250  capital  given  to  Bishop,  they  pur- 
chased from  the  liquidator  the  goodwill  and  certain  stock, 
and  resumed  business  as  glass-bottle  merchants,  under 
the  style  of  J.  D.  Bishop-  &  Co.  In  March  last,  to  avoid 
further  losses,  they  agreed  to  discontinue  the  business 
and  dissolve  partnership ;  a  receiver  of  the  partnership 
business  was  appointed,  but  owing  to  pressure  from  a 
creditor  they  petitioned  the  Court.  The  failure  was 
attributed  to  bad  debts,  bad  trade,  and  heavy  overhead 
expenses.

ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Local  Reports 

Blackburn. — During  April  20,574  chemists'  prescriptions 
-were  issued,  at  a  cost  of  £709.  There  had  heen  110 
prescriptions  for  insulin  (cost  £25)  in  respect  of  18 
patients.  Mr.  R.  Lord  Gifford.  J. P.,  Ph.C,  asked  if  any 
explanation  could  be  given  -why  the  cost  of  prescribing 
for  Preston  was  higher  than  Blackburn,  the  average 
cost  per  person  for  the  first  quarter  being  respectively 
13. Id.  and  9.9d.  During  the  same  period  the  prescrip- 
tions in  Preston  were  77,585  and  in  Blackburn  72,836. 
Mr.  F.  Morley,  replying,  said  there  was  a  -  greater 
frequency  in  prescribing  in  Preston. 

Burnley. — At  a  meeting,  held  on  June  5,  Burnley 
Pharmaceutical  Service  Committee  recommended  the 
Insurance  Committee  to  adopt  a  scheme  providing  for 
an  insurance  prescription  to  be  written  in  duplicate 
and  signed  by  a  practitioner  on  the  Committee's  list, 
the  names  of  the  chemists  not  to  be  stated.  When  the 
prescription  had  been  dispensed,  the  Committee's  agent 
should  indicate  that  a  test  was  to  be  made.  After  some 
objection  on  the  part  of  the  doctors,  the  recommendation 
was  adopted  by  a  narrow  majority. 

Herefordshire.  —  During  1924  chemists'  accounts 
amounted  to  £2,351 ;  doctors'  dispensing  fees,  £1,193. 
Payments  to  chemists  for  drugs  and  appliances  increased 
by  £448  over  the  amount  paid  for  the  year  1923. 
The  number  of  scripts  dispensed  by  chemists  was  53,422, 
an  increase  of  6,500 ;  the  average  cost  per  script  was 
10.565d.,  an  increase  of  .831d.,  and  the  average  cost  of 
drugs  and  appliances  per  insured  person  was  24.541d., 
an  increase  of  2.941d.  The  number  of  insured  persons 
in  Herefordshire  is  35,333. 

Devon. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee,  held 
at  Exeter  on  June  8,  Dr.  H.  C.  Jonas,  Barnstaple,  con- 
gratulated the  chairman  (Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell)  on  his 
appointment  as  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
The  Pharmaceutical  Service  Subcommittee  recom- 
mended the  adoption  of  the  official  scheme  for  the  testing 
of  drugs  and  appliances.  Mr.  A.  E.  Cook,  moving  the 
adoption  of  this  recommendation,  regretted  that  no  pro- 
vision was  made  in  the  scheme  for  the  testing  of  drugs 
supplied  by  doctors  in  places  where  there  was  no  chemist, 
and  he  thought  the  Ministry  had  not  set  aside  sufficient 
money  for  the  working  of  the  scheme  by  Insurance 
Committees.  The  chairman  said  he  could  not  see  how 
any  arrangement  could  be  made  for  the  testing  of  dis- 
pensing in  doctors'  surgeries.  Most  medical  men,  he 
believed,  bought  their  drugs  from  houses  of  repute.  They 
would  do  well  to  see  that  the  drugs  were  all  guaranteed 
of  B.P.  standard. 

London. — The  Insurance  Committee  met  on  June  25, 
when  the  Finance  Subcommittee  recommended  the  pay- 
ment of  accounts  amounting  to  £26,724  7s.  2d.  Among 
these  was  the  sum  of  £23,951  Is.  lOd.  to  chemists  for 
the  medical  year  1924-25.  The  Medical  Benefit  Sub- 
committee reported  that  the  names  of  ten  persons  had 
been  included  in  the  list  of  persons  supplying  drugs  and 
appliances,  while  the  names  of  six  had  been  removed 
from  the  list.  The  total  number  of  persons  supplying 
drugs  and  appliances  was  844.  Of  these  788  were  in 
general  business,  44  in  institutions,  and  there  were  12 
other  persons.  The  number  of  establishments  available 
for  the  supply  of  drugs  and  appliances  to  insured  persons 
on  May  31  was  1,157.  The  Medical  Benefit  Subcom- 
mittee submitted  particulars  of  prescribing  during  the 
quarter  ended  March  31  ^{G.  <£■  D.,  June  27,  p.  918). 
The  total  number  of  persons  on  list  amounted  to 
1,585,494,  and  the  average  number  of  prescriptions  per 
person  was  1.39.  The  total  number  of  prescriptions 
for  insulin  issued  for  the  quarter  was  12.31,  cost 
£364  lis.  2d.,  the  number  of  patients  being  411.  There 
were  244  prescriptions  for  serums  and  vaccines  issued  for 
the  quarter,  the  total  cost  being  £81  0s.  lid.  The 
accounts  were  passed.

A  new  edition  of  the  Formulary  of  the  Middlesex  Panel 
Committee  is  in  course  of  preparation,  and  assistance  in 
the  work  of  revision  has  been  rendered  by  Messrs. 
Andrew,  Marns,  Skinner,  and  Humphrey,  as  representing 
the  Pharmaceutical  Committee.  It  may  be  some  little 
time  before  the  new  Formulary  is  available.  Inauiries 
whether  anything  ordered  in  a  prescription  for  an  insured 
person  will  be  allowed  and  paid  for  (1)  as  a  drug  or 
medicine,  or  (2)  as  an  appliance,  should  be  addressed  to 
the  secretary  or  the  checking  supervisor.  —At  a  meeting  of 
the  Committee,  on  June  24,  Mr.  C.  W.  Andrew  in  the 
chair,  it  was  reported  that  the  election  for  the  new 
Committee  had  resulted  in  the  return  of  the  retiring 
members.  Correspondence  was  received  from  the  Retail 
Pharmacists'  Union  respecting  the  testing  of  dispensing 
scheme,  which  the  Committee  had  decided  to  support,  but 
the  secretary  explained  that  the  Middlesex  Insurance 
Committee  declined  to  adopt  the  scheme.  The  question 
of  dispensing  medicines  in  unmarked  bottles,  or  in  bottles 
marked  without  reference  to  the  doses  prescribed,  again 
came  up  for  discussion,  and  the  secretary  reported  that 
a  conference  between  members  of  the  Panel  and  Phar- 
maceutical Committees,  at  which  this  and  kindred  sub- 
jects would  be  discussed,  would  be  held  on  July  1.  It 
was  decided  to  recommend  that  marked  bottles  should 
not  be  used  where  the  quantity  of  medicine  to  be  taken 
was  less  than  one  tablespoonfuil,  and  that,  where  smaller 
quantities  were  ordered,  the  medicine  should  be  dispensed 
in  unmarked  bottles,  care  being  taken  that  the  directions 
on  the  label  made  the  dose  clear.  The  chairman  reported 
on  the  meeting  of  members  of  the  Dispensing  Subcom- 
mittee with  members  of  the  Panel  Committee  to  discuss 
revision  of  the  Middlesex  formulary.  A  greatly  improved 
formulary  will  probably  be  available  in  a  few  months. 
The  draft  annual  report  and  financial  statement  was  sub- 
mitted by  the  chairman  and  unanimously  approved.  The 
supervisor's   report   included    the   following  particulars :

Prescriptions  for  the  four  months  totalled  629,022, 
as  against  611,237  for  the  corresponding  period  of  1924, 
and  the  increased  number  has  led  to  some  delay  in  get- 
ting out  accounts.  Insulin  prescriptions  for  the  first 
quarter  of  1925  numbered  294,  for  38  patients,  cost 
£103  4s.  2d.  Scrums  and  vaccines  were  ordered  during 
the  first  quarter  in  145  prescriptions,  for  88  patients,  cost 
£57  0s.  4d.  Disallowances  during  the  first  quarter  in- 
cluded brushes  (various),  capsicum  wool  and  thermogene, 
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elastic  stockings,  eye  shades,  rubber  gloves,  test  solutions. 
— At  the  first  meeting  of  the  newly  elected  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committee,  which  was  held  on  July  1,  the  following 
officers  were  appointed  : — Chairman,  Mr.  C.  W. 
Andrew;  Vice-Chairman,  Mr.  Thomas  Mams;  Auditors, 
Messrs.  S.  B.  Bately  and  James  Downing;  Secretary, 
Mr.  Hugo  Wolff;  Checking  Supervisor,  Mr.  John 
Humphrey. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee, 
held  on  June  8,.  the  Medical  Service  Sub-committee 
reported  that  they  had  investigated  a  complaint  that  a 
chemist  had  put  8  oz.  prescriptions  into  6  oz.  bottles. 
They  found  that  on  several  occasions  prescriptions  for 
8  oz.  were  presented  to  the  chemist,  together  with  a  6  oz. 
bottle,  and  that  he  had  supplied  the  medicine  in  the 
6  oz.  bottle  presented  to  him,  an-d  that  no  endorsement 
was  made  on  the  prescription  that  only  6oz.  had  been 
supplied,  and  consequently  8  oz.  were  paid  for.  The  Sub- 
committee were  of  opinion  that  the  practice  of  the 
chemist  in  dispensing  8  oz.  mixtures  in  6  oz.  bottles  was 
a  most  reprehensible  one,  and  it  was  recommended  that 
the  chemist  be  cautioned  against  a  continuance  of  the 
practice  of  dispensing  8  oz  prescriptions  in  6  oz.  con- 
tainers.   This  was  agreed  to. 

Sheffield. — At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee a  doctor  was  given  permission  to  dispense  for  his 
patients  who  reside  over  a  mile  from  the  nearest  chemist, 
on  the  Intake  Estate.  A  complaint  against  a  chemist,  or 
alternately  a  doctor,  has  been  investigated  by  the  Joint 
Service  Subcommittee.  The  patient  alleged  that  the 
doctor  said  the  medicine  had  been  dispensed  wrongly  and 
that  a  girl  had  no  right  to  dispense  medicine.  The  medi- 
cine, on  analysis,  was  found  to  have  been  dispensed  cor- 
rectly. The  subcommittee  were  of  opinion  that  the 
complainant  was  justified  in  bringing  the  case  forward, 
but  had  misinterpreted  the  statement  of  the  practitioner, 
and  recommended  that  the  complainant  and  the  chemist 
concerned  be  recouped  with  any  travelling_  expenses 
incurred  and  compensated  for  any  loss  of  time  which 
they  may  have  suffered. — At  a  subsequent  meeting  of 
the  Insurance  Committee  a  letter  was  read  to  the  effect 
that  the  Minister  of  Health  agreed  to  the  Committee's 
present  scheme  for  the  testing  of  dispensing,  but  reserved 
the  right  to  ask  for  the  adoption  of  the  national  scheme 
at  a  future  date.  The  chairman  said  that  the  present 
method  had  the  approval  of  the  doctors  and  the  chemists. 

Staffordshire.— The  annual  report  of  the  Insurance 
Committee  was  presented  at  a  meeting  on  July  4.  The 
report  stated  that  the  grant  to  cover  the  administration 
of  benefits  (£4,912)  was  £919  less  than  that  made  in 
1923,  but  the  year  closed  with  a  surplus  of  £425.  The 
net  expenditure  worked  out  at  the  rate  of  4. 2d.  per 
insured  person.  In  1923,  43,000  insured  persons  obtained 
medicines  through  their  doctors  ;  in  1924  the  figure  fell 
to  approximately  36,000,  chiefly  owing  to  the  Com- 
mittee's revision  of  dispensing  arrangements ;  760,279 
insurance  prescriptions  were  dispensed  during  the  year, 
and  the  Committee's  drug  bill  amounted  to  £28,823. 

Warwickshire. — The  newly  elected  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee met  at  Leamington  on  July  2.  Mr.  Hut-ton, 
Leamington,  wais  appointed  Chairman;  Mr.  Robinson, 
Coventry,  V ice-Chairman;  Mr.  C.  Davis,  Leamington 
(re-elected),  Secretary.  The  Pharmaceutical  Services  Sub- 
committee and  Emergency  Subcommittee  were  re- 
appointed. The  chairman  welcomed  the  two  new  mem- 
bers, Mr.  Thomas,  Kenilwort-h,  and  Mr.  Lester,  jun., 
Nuneaton.  The  secretary  was  instructed  to  write  Mr. 
Lester,  sen.,  in  appreciation  of  his  long  service  on  the 
Committee  and  regretting  hits  retirement.  The  secretary 
reported  that  he  had  attended  a  hearing  bv  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  and  that  the  findings  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Services  Subcommittee,  as  stated  in  their  last  report, 
were  confirmed,  except  in  one  case,  in  which  the  Ministry 
decided  a  deduction  from  the  respondent's  remuneration 
should  be  made.  Letters  were  read  dealing  with  election 
of  Committee,  testing  of  dispensing  scheme,  the  new 
formulary,  and  the  use  of  distilled  water  in  Insurance 
dispensing  in  the  area.  The  secretary  was  instructed 
to  ask  the  Insurance  Committee  to  expedite  the  payment 
of  chemists'  accounts.  The  Pharmaceutical  Services 
Subcommittee  reported  the  taking  of  further  samples  of 
dispensing  for  the  purpose  of  analysis,  and  that  the 
result  was,  generally,  satisfactory. 


Association  Affairs 

Brighton. — A  conjoint  meeting  of  the  Brighton  and 
Hove  Association  of  Pharmacy  and  the  Brighton  Divi- 
sion of  the  British  Medical  Association  was  held  on 
June  9  at  the  Queen's  Road  Dispensary,  at  which  an 
address  was  given  by  Mr.  George  Morgan,  F.R. C.S.Ed., 
on  Medical  and  Chemical  Facts  Concerning  Fungi.  The 
lecturer  also  acted  as  chairman,  and  in  his  opening 
remarks  welcomed  the  pharmacists,  acknowledging  their 
co-operation  in  matters  appertaining  to  medical  prescrip- 
tions. In  his  subsequent  address  Dr.  Morgan  said  the 
subject  of  fungology  was  of  growing  importance,  and 
was  attracting  tha  attention  of  scientific  research, 
especially  in  America,  as  to  the  action  of  fungi  in  human 
diseases.  In  the  discussion  Mr.  R.  A.  Cripps  commented 
on  the  deterioration  in  ergot  owing  to  its  susceptibility 
to  parasitic  attack,  unless  carefully  dried  and  stored. 

Edinburgh. — The  Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assistants',  and 
Apprentices'  Association  held  the  fifth  botanical  excursion 
of  the  summer  session  on  June  17,  when  the  members 
visited  Duncan,  Flockhart  &  Co.'s  Medicinal  Herb  Farm 
at  Warriston.  The  company  wras  received  by  Mr.  J.  J. 
Blackie,  Ph.C,  head  of  the  firm's  pharmaceutical  labora- 
tory, who  gave  a  lucid  and  interesting  description  of  tha 
culture  and  harvesting  of  the  large  groups  of  medicinal 
plants  and  their  percentage  yields  of  active  constituents. 
The  principal  groups  included  Aconitum  napellus, 
Cochlearia  armWaci-a,  Rosa  Gallica,  Bryonia  diaica, 
Conium  maculatum,  Valeriana  officinalis,  Grindelia 
robusta,  Lactuca  virosa,  Atropa  belladonna,  and  other 
familiar  herbs,  also  a  collection  of  grasses  for  preparing 
hay  fever  vaccine,  including  Cynosurus  cristatus,  Ductylis 
glomerata,  Festuca  elatior,  and  Lolium  perenne.  The  work 
of  the  summer  session  concluded  with  an  indoor  botanical 
demonstration  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  House,  36 
York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  June  19.  The  collection 
included  40  natural  orders,  about  120  genera,  and  200 
species,  which  were  explained  by  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill, 
Ph.C. 

London  (S.W.). — The  annual  meeting  of  the  South-

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Greenhouse  Pests 

The  sale  of  agricultural  and  horticultural  preparations  is 
often  an  important  'branch  of  a  chemist's  business,  and 
one  frequently  capable  of  , being  still  further  developed. 
With  this  end  in  view  those  who  intend  taking  up  this 
class  of  trade,  or  have  already  done  so,  should  acquire 
a  good  knowledge  of  insect  pests  and  the  latest  methods 
of  combating  them.  In  the  0.  &  D.  Diary,  1910,  a  con- 
spectus of  farm,  field  and  garden  requirements  for 
chemists  and  druggists  appeared  under  the  title  "  Agri- 
horticultural  Business  and  Practice  " ;  and  the  following 
notes  will  be  found  helpful  in  dealing  with  insects  which 
infest  greenhouses.  According  to  E.  I.  McDaniel  (Michi- 
gan Experiment  Station,  Special  Bulletin  No.  .134),  insec- 
ticides may  be  divided  into  contact  poisons,  stomach 
poisons,  poison  "baits,  fumigation  and  soil  sterilisation. 
In  the  first  class  is  nicotine,  of  which  the  amount  used 
varies  with  the  insect  to  be  controlled  and  the  plants 
affected.  It  ranges  from  one  part  of  40  per  cent,  free 
nicotine  (volatile)  in  500  parts  of  water  to  one  part  of 
40  per  cent,  nicotine  sulphate  in  1,600-2,000  of  water. 
To  this  should  be  added  4  lb.  of  soap  for  every  100 
gallons  (the  American  gallon  is  equivalent  to  6  pints 
8  ounces  Imperial  measure)  of  water,  since  it  enables 
the  mixture  to  stick  and  spread  better  (nicotine  sulphate 
should  never  be  applied  to  parts  of  plants  to  be  used  as 
food).  Lemon  oil  is  a  proprietary  preparation,  not  oil  of 
lemon,  and  according  to  the  label  contains  : — 

Soap   6   per  cent. 

Vegetable  oil   3j  per  cent. 

Potassium  carbonate       ...    '   4  per  cent. 

Teraben thine  ..    ...    5   per  cent. 

Water   ...    (not  c-ver)  85    per  cent. 

It  is  effective  against  red  spider  and  scale  insects. 
Kerosene  emulsion  is  prepared  by  dissolving  one  pound 
of  soap  in  a  gallon  of  soft  water  and,  while  the  solution 
is  hot.  adding  it  to  two  gallons  of  kerosene.  The  whole 
is  then  agitated  until  the  oil  is  emulsified.  For  use  one 
part  of  emulsion  is  diluted  with  thirteen  or  fourteen  parts 
of  water.  Linseed-oil  emulsion  is  also  effective  against 
red  spider,  and  the  following  proportions  make  100 
gallons  (Am.)  of  one  per  cent,  emulsion  : — 

Hot  water   ...  -     ...   5  Am.  galls. 

Soap  ...      ...      ...      .;.      ...      ...      ...  -14  lb. 

Linseed  oil   ...  1  Am.  gia.ll. 

The  soap  is  dissolved  in  the  water  and  the  oil  added 
gradually.  Eor  use  one  gallon  of  stock  emulsion  is  added 
to  sixteen  gallons  of  water.  In  order  to  make  this  spray 
effective  the  leaf  should  be  covered  with  a  film  and  the 
application  should  ibe  made  on  a  cloudy  day  when  the 
temperature  of  the  house  is  not  over  80°  F.  Pyrethrum 
is  usually  applied  as  a  powder,  but  may  be  employed  as 
a  spray,  using  one  or  more  ounces  to  a  gallon  of  water. 
Arsenic  forms  the  hasis  of  all  ordinary  stomach  poisons. 
Paris  green,  which  should  be  mixed  with  twice  its  weight 
of  hydrated  lime,  has  of  late  been  largely  supplanted  by 
lead  arsenate.  This  does  not  kill  so  quickly,  but  is  safer 
to  use  on  the  foliage.  Arsenic  is  also  chiefly  vsed  for 
baits.  Calcium  arsenate  becomes  soluble  after  exposure 
to  the  air,  and  often  hrings  about  delayed  burning.  It 
is  not  safe  to  use  on  foliage  unless  an  equal  hulk  of 
slaked  lime  is  added  to  it.  Of  the  poison-baits  used,  the 
following  have  proved  the  most  successful : — 

Bran       »20  lb. 

Molasses    4  Am.  gall. 

Amyl    acetate     ...       ...    jf  oz. 

White  arsenic   -     ...     f-1  lb. 

Water,  enough  to  moisten. 

Certain  species  of  cutworms  are  attracted  to  wilted 
food,  and  in  6uch  cases  it  should  be  sprinkled  before 
night  with  Paris  green  and  water.  Lettuce  sprinkled  in 
this  way  makes  an  effective  bait,  while  the  same  salt 
mixed  with  sugar  attracts  wood  lice.  For  fumigation  it 
is  necessary  to  know  the  cubic  contents  of  the,  house, 
and  this  is  easily  obtained  by  plotting  into  triangles  and 
rectangles.  Fumigation  with  hydrocyanic  gas  should 
never  (be  put  on  until  an  hour  after  sunset,  and' the  tem- 
perature of  the  house  should  be  appproximately  55°- 
68°  F.  Fumigation  is  carried  out  in  the  following 
manner  :  For  each  ounce  of  sodium  cyanide  use  14  ounces 
of  strong  commercial  sulphuric  acid  and  two  ounces  of 
water.    Pour  the  acid  slowly  into  the  water  and  then 


add  the  cvanide,  which  should  be  enclosed  in  two  paper 
bags  to  allow  the  operators  to  get  out  before  the  place 
is  full  of  gas.  Care  should  be  taken  to  see  that  the 
house  is  not  entered  until  it  is  properly  aired,  and  that 
the  operators  are  acquainted  with  the  danger  and  observe 
the  necessary  precautions.  The  residue  in  the  containers 
used  should  be  buried.  Some  plants  will  stand  a  stronger 
dosage  of  the  gas  than  others,  and  where  there  is  an 
assortment  it  is  safer  to  begin  with  one-fourth  ounce  to 
1,000  cubic  feet  and  gradually  increase  to  near  the 
critical  point.  Nicotine  fumigation  may  be  carried  out 
either  by  vaporising  liquid  nicotine  or  by  burning  nicotine 
paper.  Violet  houses  should  never  be  fumigated  with 
nicotine,  and  delicate  petals  or  blossoms  are  also 
likelv  to  be  injured  by  this  method.  For  sulphur  fumi- 
gation, a  tight  house  requires  3  lib.  of  sulphur  to  1,000 
cubic  feet.  Charcoal  saturated  with  kerosene  or  wood 
alcohol  and  placed  on  metal  pans  should  be  set  on  fire 
and,  when  burning  well,  the  sulphur  poured  on.  The 
house  should  be  closed  for  twelve  hours.  The  fumes  of 
sulphur  are  injurious  to  plants,  and  such  fumigation 
should  not  be  "put  on"  until  the  crop  has  been  re- 
moved. Soil  sterilisation  is  usually  carried'  out  with 
steam.  The  most  effective  means  of  controlling  the  more 
common  pests  are  as  follows  :— 

Milli-peds. — Baits  work  bast  since  millipeds  have  an 
acute  sense  of  smell.  A  raw  potato  spread  with  Paris 
green  has  been^  used  successfully.  The  most  satisfactory 
method  of  eradication  is  by  nicotine,  which  may  be  used 
dry  or  as  a  liquid.  Nicotine  sulphate,  40  per  cent., 
diluted  One  part  to  seven  hundred  parts  of  water,  should 
be  applied  with  ,a  sprinkling  pot  early  in  the  morning 
and  the  application  repeated  twice  a  week.  Infested 
seed  beds  should  be  drenched  with  a  solution  containing 
one  part  in  1,000  of  water,  and  then  covered  with  a  piece 
of  glass  or  canvas  for  an  hour. 

Slugs.— As  a  rule,  slugs  are  not  susceptible,  to  poison- 
baits,  but  the  bran  bait  has  been  most  successful. 
Slugs  are  omnivorous,  but  when  started  on  any  one  thing 
will  not  change  their  diet.  Plants  may  be  protected  by 
dusting  the  surface  on  successive  nights  with  hydrated 
lime.  Bordeaux  mixture,  alone  or  with  lead  arsenate,  is 
useful  where"  sprays  are  practicable.  Sulphur  fumigation 
is  most  effective. 

Wood  TAce. — Every  precaution  should  be  taken  to  pre- 
vent these  becoming  established  in  the  greenhouse,  and  an 
effective  poison-bait  is  one  part  of  Paris  green  to  ten  parts 
of  powdered  sugar.  They  also  eat  the  bran  bait  referred 
to  previously.  _•• 

Eelworms. — These  are  not  insects,  but  belong  to  the 
true  worms._  The  most  successful  method  by  which  they 
can  be  eliminated  from  a  greenhouse  is  by  destruction  o'f 
all  infested  plants ;  sterilising  the  soil,  preferably  by 
steam,  or  subjecting  it  to  a  prolonged  drying-out  process 
and  disinfecting  the  benches  with  fresh-slaked  lime. 

Bed  Spiders. — Forcing  houses  which  are  idle  at  any 
period  of  the  year  should  be  fumigated  •  with  sulphur 
before  planting  the  next  crop.  As  the  mites  do  not 
flourish  under  conditions  of  high  humidity,  water  applied 
by  means  of  a  hose  with  as  much  pressure  as  the  leaves 
will  stand  is  an  effective  way  of  combating  them.  Bed 
spiders  may  be  killed  by  linseed-oil  emulsion.  The  first 
application  should  be  put  on  when  the  plants  have  been 
up  about  a  week,  and  there  should  be  at  least  three  appli- 
cations. Care  must  be  taken  that  the  lower  surfaces  of 
the  leaves  are  covered  with  emulsion.  On  rough  or  heavy 
leaves  the  mites  can  be  controlled  by  a  one  per  cent,  emul- 
sion, but  if  the  leaves  are  smooth  a  two  per  cent,  emulsion 
should  be  used.  On  carnations  the  use  of  salt  water  is 
recommended  when  used  at  the  rate  of  4  oz.  of  salt  to  one 
gallon  of  water. 

Bulb  Mites. — These  are  so  small  as  to  be  visible  to  the 
naked  eye  only  by  the  aid  of  a  lens.  All  soft  bulbs  should 
be  burnt,  and  healthy  bulbs  should  never  be  planted  where 
infested  bulbs  have  grown  until  the  ground  has  been  steril- 
ised or  the  mites  starved  out.  Bulbs  dipped  in  40  per  cent, 
nicotine  sulphate,  diluted  in  1  in  400  of  water,  are  usually 
free  from  mites.  Bulbs  may  be  dipped  in  hot  water 
(50°  C.)  for  not  more  than  ten  minutes,  a  method  which 
kills  the  mites  and  does,  not  injure  the  bulb  unless  root 
'  growth  has  started. 

Cyclamen  Mites. — The  cyclamen  mite  attacks  snap- 
dragons, chrysanthemums,  fuchsias  and  geraniums  as  well 
as  cyclamens.    The  best  control  at  present  available  is  a 
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spray  made  with  a  teaspoonful  of  40  per  cent,  nicotine 
sulphate  in  a  gallon  of  soapsuds.  This  should  be  applied 
once  a  week  for  at  least  a  month. 

Termites. — As  little  woodwork  as  possible  should  be  used 
for  building  greenhouses  where  white  ants  abound.  The 
benches  should  be  drenched  with  five  per  cent,  kerosene 
emulsion,  and  all  soil  should  be  sterilised  before  taking 
into  the  house. 

Thrips.— \i  is  difficult  to  eradicate  thrips  from  a  green- 
house, because  in  summer  they  are  constantly  entering 
from  outside.  In  the  open  they  can  be  controlled  by  a 
40  per  cent,  nicotine  and  6oap  spray.  Nicotine  and  hydro- 
cyanic-acid gas  fumigation  has  proved  satisfactory.  Nico- 
tine dust  gives  good  results,  but  is  difficult  to  remove  from 
leaf  surfaces.  The  following  spray  is  effective  against 
greenhouse  thrips  : —

Aphids. — The  common  method  of  control  applied  against 
aphids  is  40  per  cent,  nicotine  sulphate  solution,  using  a 
pint  of  the  solution  in  100  gallons  of  water,  to  which  has 
been  added  3-4  lb.  of  soap.  To  be  successful  it  should  be 
put  on  with  as  much  pressure  as  the  plants  will  stand. 

White  Flies. — White  flies  are  especially  fond  of  tomato, 
cucumber,  lettuce,  heliotrope,  fuchsia  and  geranium. 
Wherever  practicable,  fumigation  with  hydrocyanic-acid 
gas  is  the  most  successful.  Fumigation  with  alkaloidal 
nicotine  is  quite  effective  against  adults  but  almost  useless 
for  killing  nymphs.  If  the  latter  fumigation  is  used  it 
should  be  followed  with  a  hose  a  few  hours  later,  since 
nicotine  .stupefies  rather  than  kills.  Where  a  spray  is  pre- 
ferred, lemon  oil  has  given  the  best  results.  A  nicotine 
spray  is  also  effective,  but  plenty  of  soap  should  be  added 
and  the  plants  rinsed  with  the  hose  shortly  afterwards. 

Mealy  Bugs. — Lemon  oil  has  proved  the  best  insecticide 
against  shield  scales  and  mealy  bugs.  It  should  be  diluted 
with  water  as  warm  as  the  plant  will  tolerate  and  applied 
as  a  spray.  As  it  will  not  kill  the  eggs,  the  spray  must 
be  repeated  from  time  to  time.  Plants  with  delicate  foliagi 
should  have  the  lemon  oil  washed  off  three  or  four  hours 
after  application. 

Chrysanthemum  Midge*. — If  necessary  to  use  infested 
stock  or  cuttings,  they  should  be  dipped  in  nicotine  sul- 
phate (1-800  with  one  ounce  of  soap  per  gallon)  and  all 
new  growth  covered  with  a  nicotine  dust.  This  solution  is 
one  of  the  most  effective  against  the  midge,  and  "when 
used  as  a  spray  should  be  put  on  late  in  the  afternoon. 
The  adult  midge  is  susceptible  to  the  fumes  of  either 
hydrocyanic-acid  gas  or  nicotine,  though  the  former  is  not 
to  be  recommended.  One  sheet  of  nicotine  paper  to  1,000 
cubic  feet  is  usually  sufficient. 

Violet  Gall  Flies. — Violet  leaves  are  apt  to  be  injured 
when  infested  leaves  are  removed  from  the  plant,  so  that 
hand-picking  should  not  be  practised.  Nicotine  in  any 
form  is  dangerous  to  violets,  since  it  is  apt  to  produce 
leaf-spot.  Fumigation  with  hydrocyanic-acid  gas  is  the 
only  control  measure  which  can  be  employed  with  safety  to 
the  plants.

A  Polish  Botanist 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Poland,  with  fitting  cere- 
mony, recently  celebrated  the  completion  of  sixty-five 
years'  professional  work  by  M.  Ferdynand  Karo,  a  phar- 
macist and  at  the  same  time  one  of  Poland's  greatest 
botanists.  Born  at  Brzesc  Litewski  in  1845,  he  received 
his  first  schooling  in  Wroclaw  under  J.  Milde,  well  known 
for  his  studies  on  cryptogams,  who  inculcated  in  his 
young  scholar  that  love  of  plants,  which  was  to  prove 
the  mainspring  of  his  life's  work.  Indeed,  throughout 
his  life  all  other  considerations,  even  the  selection  of 
the  places  where  he  established  himself  in  business  as  a 
pharmacist,  were  made  subservient  to  his  botanical 
investigations.  Before  leaving  school  Karo  had  collected 
an  herbarium.  He  selected  pharmacy  as  a  career,  and 
after  qualifying  established  himself  in  Losice,  where  he 
explored  the  flora  of  the  vicinity  and  entered  into  rela- 
tions with  foreign  botanists.  His  love  of  botany  induced 
him  to  sell  this  pharmacy  in  order  to  find  fresh  fielda 
for  botanical  studies,  and  after  acquiring  a  business  in 
Czestochowa,  he  published,  in  the  "  Polish  Physiographic 
Memoirs,"  a  description  of  the  flora  to  be  found  in  the 
vicinity  of  this  town.  A  variety  of  reasons  induced  him 
to  sell  his  business  and  to  become  an  army  pharmacist. 
While  stationed  at  Lub- 
lin, in  charge  of  the  mili- 
tary pharmacy  there,  he 
discovered  the  rare  Calina 
acanthifolia,  which  other- 
wise is  to  be  found  only 
in  the  Pyrenees.  In  1-880 
he  was  sent  to  Irkutsk  as 
military  pharmacist,  and 
he  spent  twenty  years  in 
Siberia.  During  his  stay 
in  Irkutsk  he  described 
some  300  varieties,  col- 
lecting over  5,000  speci- 
mens of  plants  found  in 
that  '  neighbourhood, 
which  he  sent  to  Buda- 
pest. During  a  four 
years'  stay  in  Nerczynsk 
he  collected  30,000  speci- 
mens of  plants,  among 
which  he  determined  no 
fewer  than  480  varie- 
ties. He  then  returned 
round  the  world.  For  a 
proprietor    of   a  pharmacy 
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to  Poland  by  travelling 
short  time  he  was  again 
this  time  in  Magnuszew, 
but  after  exploring  the  flora  of  its  surroundings  he  felt 
impelled  to  return  to  Siberia,  this  time  to  Blagovyesh- 
chensk,  to  continue  his  studies  of  Siberian  plants,  and 
there  he  spent  four  years  as  manager  of  the  pharmacy 
attached  to  the  gold  mines  situated  some  900  kilometres 
from  that  town.  During  this  period  he  described  500 
new  varieties  among  a  collection  of  20,000  specimens. 
Returning  to  Blagovyeshchensk,  he  made  several  botanical 
excursions  into  the  neighbouring  Chinese  territory.  A 
collection  of  80,000  specimens,  including  some  800  varie- 
ties, was  the  result  of  this  second  visit  to  Siberia.  Dur- 
ing a  lifetime  -  devoted  to  botany,  Karo  had  a  devoted 
collaborator  and  friend  in  the  person  of  M.  Freyn,  and 
among  the  large  number  of  new  varieties  discovered  and 
determined  by  M.  Karo  eighteen  bear  the  name  of  Freyn 
as  author,  Karo  being  too  modest  a  savant  to  claim  the 
sole  honour  for  himself.  Collections  of  plants  made  by 
M.  Karo  are  to  be  found  in  practically  all  the  botanical 
gardens  of  the  world ;  they  also  figure  in  the  herbarium 
at  Kew.

XIV.  The  Limitations  of  Physical  Constants 

Pure  science  is  dominated  by  an  intensive-  search  for 
universal  "  laws  "  and  physical  "  constants  "  in  order 
that  physical  or  chemical  change  can  be  "  expressed 
in  terms  involving  "  absolute  "  units.  These  praise- 
worthy intentions  must  inevitably  fail,  because  the 
."  absolute  "  is  a  theoretical  ideal,  whereas  practical 
knowledge  must  depend  upon  comparison  and  experience. 
Indeed,  the  difference  in  the  meanings  of  the  words 
i'  relative  "  and  "  absolute  "  embodies  the  whole  of  the 
difference  between  real  and  imaginary  science. 

Physios  includes  the  setting  up  of  standards  of 
reference  (or  physical  constants)  for  purposes  of  com- 
parison ;  and  the  first  physicists  automatically  selected 
as  standards  commonly  occurring  substances  under  easily 
reproducible  conditions  (e.g.,  "  normal  "  temperature 
and  pressure  =  melting  point  of  water  (0°  C.)  at  the 
atmospheric  pressure  which  ordinarily  prevails  at  sea 
level).  Difficulty  inevitably  ensues,  however,  whenever 
it  becomes  necessary  to  specify  standards  with  rigorous 
accuracy,  because  ever  questions  arise  :  "  What  is  'air  '  ; 
what  is  'water';  what  is  atmospheric  pressure;  where 
is  sea  level?  "  all  of  which  are  ended  by  an  arbitrary 
definition  balancing  atmospheric  pressure  against  a 
column  of  mercury  (760  mm.  long  at  0°  C).  Likewise 
in  chemistry  there  has  been  evolved  concepts  of  molecules 
and  atoms  which  are  centred  in  their  structural  regu- 
larity and  stability.  Physico-chemistry  which  relates  to 
the  uninterrupted  but  varying  interaction  between  matter 
and  space  recognises  differences  in  the  subatomic  structure 
of  matter,  and  thus  brings  out  how  rare  is  the  constancv 
implied  in  use  of  physical  constants,  so  far  as  matter  itself 
is  concerned. 

Scientific  workers  have  so  long  been  accustomed  to 
accept  the  existence  of  definite  units  (and  to  purchase 
apparatus  for  measuring  volumes,  temperatures,  pressures, 
potentials,  etc.)  that  they  omit  to  inquire  into  the 
significance  of  the  ultimate  meaning  of  the  so-called 
standards.  In  particular,  a  specific  virtue  has  become 
attached  to  centimetre-gram-second  (C.G.S.)  units  as 
"  absolute  "  units,  a  fallacy  permeating  the  scientific 
world  and  forming  a  foundation  of  shifting  sand  on 
which  has  been  built  an  ever-expanding  superstructure 
of  wonderful  but  meaningless  mathematical  formulas. 
Physical  constants  are  necessary  in  every  branch  of 
science,  but  they  are  only  of  real  utility  by  imposing 
strict  limitations  on  methods  of  comparison  under-  like 
environmental  conditions,  otherwise  the  results  are  bound 
to  be  misleading.  It  cannot  be  emphasised  too  strongly 
that  all  units,  including  the  fundamental  units  of  length, 
mass  and  time,  are  wholly  arbitrary.  In  particular, 
electrical  units  are  purely  imaginary,  because  the  electro- 
magnetic system  of  measurement  is  based  upon  a  non- 
existent unit  pole  (i.e.,  a  magnet  has  always  two  poles). 
Since  electromagnetic  theory  enters  considerably  into 
modern  physico-chemistry,  it  is  necessary  to  enter  at 
short  length  into  the  origins  of  this  arbitrariness  of  the 
standards  in  actual  use  which  are  known  as  practical 
units.  Furthermore,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the 
factors  used  for  converting  these  arbitrary  practical 
standards  into  so-called  "  absolute  "  units  are  merely 
pure  numbers,  so  that  theoretical  units  are  derived  stan- 
dards. It  will  be  seen  below  that  the  practical  standards 
have  values  which  can  be  checked  experimentally  : — 

Fundamental  Units 

LENGTH.r— The  Metre  is  the  distance  between  two  lines  in  a 
platinurn-iridium  bar  called  the  International  Prototype 
Metre  (originally  intended  to  be  one-millionth  of  "the 
earth's  quadrant,  now  estimated  to  have  a  mean  value  of 
1,002,100  metres,  which  is  changing). 

The  Yard  is  the  distance  at  62°  P.  between  two  lines  in 
two  gold  plugs  in  a  bronze  bar  called  the  Imperial 
Standard  Yard. 
Mass.— The  Kilogram  is  the  mass  of  a  cylinder  of  platinum- 
iridium  called  the  International  Prototype  Kilogram 
(intended  to  be  weight  of  a  cubic  decimetre  (or  litre)  of 
water  at  its  maximum  density,  but  experimental  values 


vary  from  999.525  to  1000.150  cubic  centimetres  in  a  kilo- 
gram, the  accepted  value  being  1000.027  c.c): 
The  Pound  is  tho  weight  in  vacuo  of  a  platinum  cylinder 
called  the  Imperial  Standard  Pound. 
Volume. — The  Litre  (see  mass  above).  Actually,  there  are 
several  "  kinds  "  of  litres  in  use,  varying  with  temperature 
at  which  waiter  is  weighed. 

The  Gallon  contains  10  lb.  of  distilled  water,  weighed  in 
air  at  62°  P.  against  brass  weights  at  a  pressure  of  30  inches 
of  mercury. 

Time. — The  Second  is  usually  considered  to  be  1/  (24  x  60  x  60) 
or  1/86,400  of  a  mean  solar  day.  (The  second  is  denned  in 
relation  to  the  sidereal  day,  a  fraction  of  a  sidereal  yeajr 
varying  with  the  earth's  precession.  Its  measurement 
by  a  "  seconds "  pendulum  requires  latter  to  be  varied 
in  length  according  to  the  value  of  "  gravity  "  at  the 
place  in  question.) 

Temperature. — The  Degree  {Centigrade)  is  fixed  at  one- 
hundredth  of  the  interval  between  the  melting  and  boiling 
points  of  water  at  atmospheric  pressure. 

Electricity.— The  International  Ampere  is  the  electrical 
current  which  deposits  0.0011800  gram  of  silver  per  second 
from1  silver  nitrate  solution  when  passed  through  silver 
nitrate  solution  in  accordance  with  certain  specifications. 
(Ohm's  law  is  assumed  as  regards  the  International  Volt.) 
The  Coulomb  is  the  quantity  of  "  electricity  "  conveyed  by 
a  current  of  one  ampere  in  one  second. 

The  International  Ohm  is  defined  as  the  resistance  at 
0°  C.  of  a  column  of  mercury  weighing  14.4521  grams  and 
106.300  centimetres  in  length.  (The  B.A.  ohm=09866 
International  Ohm.) 

The  above  is  sufficient  to  show  that  metric  weights 
and  measures  are  just  as  arbitrary  as  the  British 
units.  Further  critical  examination  would  make  it 
obvious  that  drastic  limitations  are  imposed  upon  experi- 
mental conditions  necestary  during  comparison  of  stan- 
dards, i.e.,  temperature,  pressure,  moisture  in  air,  etc. 

The  values  assigned  to  the  atomic  weights  and  atomic 
dimensions  of  the  various  chemical  elements  are  equally 
as  arbitrary  as  the  fundamental  units  above.  Oxygen 
is  fixed  upon  as  a  primary  standard,  and  the  number 
16  is  assigned  thereto.  The  atomic  weights  of  hydrogen 
(1.008)  and  of  silver  (107.880)  are  secondary  standards, 
and  the  accuracy  of  the  international  table  of  atomic 
weights  depends  upon  the  accuracy  with  which  the  com- 
bining ratios  of  these  and  other  elements  can  be  deter- 
mined. The  following  are  important  atomic  and  elec- 
tronic constants,  which  originate  primarily  in  the  Faraday 
Constant  and  secondarily  from  the  Avogadro  number  : — 

Molecular,  Atomic,  and  Electronic  Constants 

The  Faraday  (F)  =96,500  Coulombs.  (See  above  for  arbi- 
trary definition  of  the  Coulomb,  a  purely  practical  unit, 
defined  by  the  quantity  of  silver  deposited  with  an  "  un- 
varying "  current  of  "electricity"  in  one  second.) 

Unit  Electric  Charge  (e)=4.774  x  10-10  electrostatic  units, 
o."  1.591  x  10— 20  eleotromagTietic  units.  One  electrostatic 
unit  is  equal  to  3  x  10'  practical  units.  The  electromagnetic 
unit  is  the  same  as  the  practical  unit  of  electricity  (the 
Coulomb) . 

Avogadro  Number  (A  or  N)  =  — =  6.062  x  1023,  and  repre-

sehts  the  number  of  molecules  in  the  molecular  weight  of  an 
element  in  grams. 

Volume  (V)  of  molecular  weight  in  grams  of  ideal  gas= 
22,412  c.c.  at  pressure  of  760  mm.  of  merciuy  (or  1.01323  x 
106  bars). 

Number  of  Molecules  per  c.c .=^-2.7048  x  1019   at  0°  C. 

and  760  mm.  pressure  of  mercury. 

Mass  of  Hydrogen  Atom  (mH)  =         =  1-663  x  10" -*  grams. 

Mass  of  Electron  (m„)  =  8.995  X  10"  2S  grams. 

Other  dimensions  used  in  quantum  physics  will  be 
explained  when  used ;  but  these  likewise  depend  upon 
the  assumption  of  definite  values  for  the  velocity  of 
light,  whereby  frequencies  act  as  a  measure  of  energy 
expenditure  per  unit  of  time  (  =  work).  The  object  of 
the  foregoing  discussion  is  to  enlighten  the  reader  as 
to  the  arbitrary  character  of  units  of  measurement ;  for 
whether  these  are  very  small  or  exceedingly  large,  they 
are  derived  by  subdivision  or  multiplication  of  the  above 
units,  and  do  not  involve  any  new  principle,  whether 
denoted  in  classical  (absolute)  or  quantum  (relativist ic). 
nomenclature.  A  new  change  in  theory  may  alter  a  con- 
version numeral,  but  not  the  practical  primary  unit. 
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Presentation  to  Dr.  G.  C.  Druce 

The  presentation  to  Dr.  G.  Claridge  Druce,  M.A., 
Oxford,  by  members  of  the  Botanical  Society  and 
Exchange  Club  of  the  British  Isles,  briefly  referred  to 
in  our  issue  of  July  4,  took  place  at  Dorchester  House, 
Park  Lane,  London,  W.l,  the  town  mansion  of  Sir 
George  and  Lady  Holford,  on  June  27,  after  a  luncheon 
party  which  included  the  Duke  of  Argyll,  the  Earl  and 
Countess  Buxton,  the  Viscount  Grey  of  Fallodon,  K.G., 
the  Hon.  Mrs.  Adeane,  the  Hon.  Mrs.  Guy  Baring,  Mrs. 
Laurence  Drumanond,  Mr.  R.  H.  Benson,  and  Dr. 
G.  Claridge  Druce.  The  presentation  took  place  in  the 
splendid  ball  room,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  gathering 
of  members  of  the  Society,  almost  all  the  counties  being 
represented.  Among  those  subscribers  who  had  accepted 
invitations  were  the  Countess  of  Mexborough,  Lady  Vic- 
toria and  Miss  Russell,  Lady  Margaret  Watney,  Sir  Roger 
Curtis,  Bt.,  the  Right  Hon.  H.  Baker,  the  Hon.  P.  R. 
Henley,  Dr.  Dukinfield  Scott,  F.R.S.,  and  Professor 
Woodhouse.      From  the  Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  Kew, 


came  Mr.  A.  D.  Cotton  and  Messrs.  Alston,  Butcher  and 
Sandwith ;  and  among  others  present  were  Mr.  C.  S. 
Salmon  (Linnean  Society),  Mr.  F.  W.  Branson,  F.I.C. 
(Leeds),  Mr.  F.  Ransom  (Hitchin),  Mr.  I.  Fraser,  Misses 
Trower,  Lady  Davy,  Miss  I.  M.  Roper,  F.S.S.,  Miss 
Vachell,  and  Miss  David. 

The  Viscount  Grey  of  Fallodon  made  the  presentation 
(consisting  of  a  book-plate  and  4,000  copies,  an  address 
and  a  rare  botanical  work)  to  Dr.  Druce  in  a  speech 
teeming  with  kindly  references.  Viscount  Grey  laid 
special  stress  on  the  wide  knowledge  of  his  subject  pos- 
sessed by  Dr.  Druce  and  on  the  wonderful  way  in  which 
he  was  enabled  to  impart  that  knowledge  to  others,  thus 
endearing  himself  to  a  remarkably  wide  circle  of  friends. 
It  was  with  real  pleasure  and  with  affectionate  regard, 
concluded  the  speaker,  that  in  the  name  of  the  Society 
he  made  the  presentation. 

Dr.  Druce,  in  the  course  of  a  brief  reply,  mentioned 
that  the  Society  was  inaugurated  in  London  in  1836 ; 
that  Dr.  J.  E.  Gray,  of  the  British  Museum,  was  its 
first  President;  that  its  earlier  secretaries  had  been  Mr. 
H.  C.  Watson  (author  of  "  Topographical  Botany  "),  Dr. 
Boswell  Syme  (author  of  the  third  and  best  edition  of 


Sowerby's  "  British  Botany  "),  Mr.  J.  Gilbert  Baker, 
F.R.S.,  Kew,  and  Mr.  C.  Bailey,  M.Sc,  Manchester, 
who  resigned  in  1902.  He  (Dr.  Druce)  then  took  office 
with  thirty  subscribing  members ;  to-day  these  numbered 
nearly  600,  among  whom  every  section  of  botanists  was 
included,  and  their  last  annual  report  exceeded  400  pages. 
During  his  secretaryship  over  140,000  specimens  had  been 
distributed  ;  these  were,  in  the  main,  varieties  of  common 
species,  as  their  members  felt  the  necessity  of  handing 
on  to  future  generations  their  native  flora.  He  warmly 
thanked  all  who  had  taken  part  in  the  presentation,  which 
was  enhanced  in  value  by  being  given  in  such  surround- 
ings by  such  an  illustrious  nature  lover  as  Lord  Grey. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  Sir  George  and  Lady  Holford, 
moved  by  Dr.  Dukinfield  Scott,  was  carried  with  acclama- 
tion. Sir  George  Holford,  K.C.V.O.,  briefly  responded, 
saying  that  he  and  Lady  Holford  were  delighted  to  do 
anything  they  could  for  Dr.  Druce,  for  whom  they  had 
the  greatest  respect  and  regard.  Telegrams  of  regret  for 
absence  were  received  from  the  Earl  and  Countess  of 
Dartmouth,  Lady  Joan  Legge,  the  Countess  Fortescue, 
and  others,  and  the  proceedings  throughout  were  marked 
by  great  enthusiasm. 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  give  an  illustration  of  the 
new  book-plate,  designed  (as  previously  mentioned)  by 
Mr.  Emery  Walker.  The  account  of  Dr.  Druce's  dis- 
tinguished career,  given  in,  our  Special  Issue  of  two 
years  ago  (O.  <L-  D.,  I,  1923,  p.  946),  is,  no  doubt,  fresh 
in  the  minds  of  our  readers,  and  it  only  remains  to 
record  that  since  it  was  written  its  subject  has  added 
to  his  already  considerable  list  of  degrees  that  of  doctor 
of  science. 


Notes  on  Books 

"  The  Split  Infinitive  " 

is  the  title  and  subject  of  a  little  book,  just  out,  by  Mr. 
H.  W.  Fowler,  joint  author  of  that  capital  book  "The 
King's  English  "  and  of  "  The  Concise  Oxford  English 
Dictionary."  One  may  not  like  this  form  of  speech, 
though  it  is  sometimes  unavoidable  and  may  be  so  used 
as  to  give  added  force  to  what  one  wishes  to  say;  but 
to  call  it  ungrammatical,  seeing  that  it  is  so  common 
even  in  the  best  writers,  seems  incorrect,  since  English 
grammar  (which  is  "the  art  of  speaking  and  writing 
with  propriety  '■'.)  depends  so  much  upon  custom.  The 
split  infinitive  is  often  spoken  of  as  a  modern  corruption: 
Byron  has  been  absurdly  charged  with  being  the  father 
of  it.  The  late  Fitzedward  Hall,  whose  acquaintance 
with  English  speech  from  the  earliest  times  to  our  own 
was  prolbably  unique,  traced  the  history  of  this  locution, 
from  the  beginning  of  our  literature  down  to  the  present 
day,  in  a  brochure  reprinted  from  "  The  American 
Journal  of  Philology." 

Mb.  George  Ponderevo, 
or,  in  his  _  unavoidable  absence,  Mr.  H.  G.  Wells, 
ought  certainly  to  have  been  present  to  play  the 
part  of  advocatus  diaboli  at  the  Advertising  Conference — 
a  very  necessary  part,  though  not  a  particularly  agreeable 
one.  Several  pharmacists  essayed  it  indirectly  last  year 
at  Bath,  and  deserve  thanks  for  their  courage,  but 
nowhere  is  the  abuse  of  advertising,  especially  in  relation 
to  the  medicine  trade,  so  scathingly  exposed  as  in  "  Tono- 
Bungay,"  a  cheap  edition  of  which  is  now  published  by 
W.  Collins,  Sons  &  Co.  It  is,  of  course,  a  purely 
fictitious  narrative  that  Mr.  Wells  here  presents  to  us, 
but  there  is  nothing  improbable,  or  indeed  very  unusual, 
in  it.  Everything  we  are  told  of  the  invention,  rise, 
and  great  days  of  the  famous  patent  might  easily  have 
happened,  whatever  the  character  of  the  article  con* 
cerned  :  Tono-Bungay  owed  its  temporary  notoriety  to 
sheer  "  boosting,"  and  this  is  equally  true  of  some  actual 
successes  of  the  same  kind.  It  is  worth  noting  that  its 
success  is  attributed  to  the  same  quality  in  the  advertis- 
ing that  Lord  Burnham  desiderates — imagination,  "  the 
poetry  of  commerce."  "  It's  not  your  poetry  only.  It'a 
the  poetry  of  the  customer  too.  Poet  answering  to  poet — • 
soul  to  soul.  Health,  Strength,  and  Beauty— in  a  bottle— 
the  magic  philtre!  Like  a  fairy  tale."  It  is  this  corrup- 
tion of  the  best  that  is  the  worst  feature  in  advertising.

Westminster  Wisdom 

By  the  "  C.  &  D."  Parliamentary  Representative. 

Food  Preservatives  Regulations 
Mr.  A.  V.  Alexander  asked  the  Minister  of  Health,  on 
July  7,  when  the  Public  Health  (Preservatives,  etc.,  in 
Food)  Regulations  are  to  be  laid  before  Parliament; 
whether  any  alterations  in  the  published  draft  are  pro- 
posed ;  and,  if  so,  whether  information  as  to  the  nature 
of  these  alterations  can  be  supplied  to  Members  of  this 
House  before  the  Regulations  are  finally  made  and  laid 
before  Parliament? 

Sir  K.  Wood  replied  that  it  is  hoped  that  the  Regula- 
tions will  be  laid  before  Parliament  adjourns.  Consider- 
able modifications  have  been  made  in  the  original  draft 
as.  a  result  of  full  discussion  between  the  officers  and 
the  interests  involved.  The  actual  coming  into  force 
of  the  Regulations  will  be  postponed  to  enable  necessary 
adjustments  to  be  made  by  the  trades  concerned,  and 
during  that  period  it  is  hoped  that  a  discussion  may  be 
arranged  in  this  House  if  there  is  a  general  desire  for  it. 

Help  for  Industry 

Mr.  Baldwin,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Montague,  in  the  House 
of  Commonis,  on  July  8,  who  asked  if  the  Government 
had  under  consideration  the  granting  of  subsidies  to  any 
trade  and  if  it  was  proposed  to  set  up  a  Committee  to 
consider  the  question,  said  :  The  general  question,  of 
sustaining  certain  of  our  basic  industries  will  be 
examined  by  the  Committee  of  Civil  Research  in  connec- 
tion with  the  inquiry  which  that  body  is  making  into 
the  individual  case  of  steel.  Such  an  investigation  does 
not  commit  His  Majesty's  Government  to  any  narticular 
remedy,  whether  by  subsidy  or  other  form  of  State  aid, 
and  it  may  well  be  that  all  such  remedies  will  be  found 
by  the  Committee  to  carry  with  them  evils  not  less 
serious  than  these  they  seek  to  cure.  But  no  reasonable 
proposal  will  be  excluded  from  consideration,  and  I 
hold  most  strong'.y  that  it  is  the  duty  of  His  Majesty's 
Government  to  make  an  organised  and  unprejudiced 
examination  of  the  whole  situation. 

Mr.  Montague  asked  whether,  in  appointing  the  Com- 
mittee, representation  would  be  given  to  the  workers. 
Mr.  Baldwin  said  that  no  publication  was  ever  made  of 
the  constituent  parts  of  the  Committees. 

Ophthalmic  Insurance  Benefit 
Mr.  Bennett  asked  the  Minister  of  Health,  on  July  2, 
whether  he  is  aware  that,  as  a.  result  of  the  new  model 
scheme  for  the  provision  of  ophthalmic  benefit  by  ap- 
proved societies,  which  stipu'ates  that  an  applicant  for 
the  benefit  must,  at  a  cost  of  Is.,  have  obtained  and 
furnished  his  society  with  a  written  recommendation 
from  a  panel  doctor,  the  charge  for  the  necessary 
ophthalmic  examination  of  the  applicant  has  increased 
from  5s.,  which  was  the  fee  paid  to  qualified  opticians, 
to  £1  Is.,  which  is  the  fee  charged  by  ophthalmic  sur- 
geons; and  whether,  in  view  of  the  satisfactory  nature  of 
the  service  heretofore  rendered  by  qualified  opticians, 
he  will  suspend  the  order  until  the  Royal  Commission 
on  the  disposal  of  the  surplus  funds  of  the  various  ap- 
proved societies  can  investigate  and  report  on  the 
matter  ? 

Mr.  N.  Chamberlain  replied  that  he  is  aware  that  the 
cost  of  ophthalmic  benefit  under  the  new  scheme  may,  in 
certain  cases,  show  an  increase  as  stated  by  the  hon. 
member  over  the  cost  of  optical  benefit  under  the  exist- 
ing schemes,  but  there  will  be  no  charge  for  the  insur- 
ance doctor's  recommendation,  and  the  new  arrangements 
have  been  generally  accepted  by  approved  societies.  It 
is  impracticable  to  adopt  the  suggestion  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  question,  inasmuch  as  the  new  schemes  for  socie- 
ties and  branches  valued  as  at  December  31,  1922,  are 
due  to  commence  on  July  6. 
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Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayser  II. 

The  Finance  Act 

is  chiefly  noticeable  for  the  imposition  of 
new  import  duties,  although  these  are  not  of  direct 
interest  to  the  drug  trade.  Parliament  has  not  thought 
fit  to  remove  the  anomaly  of  imposing  heavy  taxation 
on  spirits  used  in  the  manufacture  of  medicaments.  It 
is  true  there  is  a  rebate  on  those  spirituous  preparations 
which  cannot  be  misused  as  beverages,  but  logically  if  a 
rebate  is  defensible  the  rebate  should  be  of  the  whole 
fiscal  duty.  It  is  agreed,  I  think,  by  all  political  parties 
that  it  is  bad  policy  to  increase  the  difficulties  of  a 
sick  man  to  regain  his  health.  It  may  be  that  when  the 
Ministry  of  Health  has  time  to  turn  its  large  staff  of 
doctors  from  Local  Government  functions  to  health  ques- 
tions it  may  see  fit  to  exert  an  influence  on  the  Treasury 
Department,  and  get  the  Chancellor  to  allow  a  rebate  of 
duty  on  all  spirit  used  in  preparing  medicinal 
preparations. 

Spirit  Duty 

seems,  however,  for  the  present  destined  to  con- 
tinue it's  depressing  effect  on  drug  medication,  and  the 
question  arises  whether  it  is  not  time  to  consider  whether 
alcohol  cannot  be  replaced  by  another  menstruum  in 
many  of  the  official  internal  remedies.  For  external 
medication  industrial  spirit  can  be  used,  but  the  Phar- 
macopoeia Committee  of  the  General  Medical  Council 
should  take-  up  the  question  of  a  new  and  cheaper 
general  menstruum  for  use  in  tinctures.  The  mixture  of 
glycerin,  acetic  acid  and  water  advocated  some  years  ago 
gave  good  results  in  certain  preparations,  and  Dr.  Martin- 
dale  worked  out  a  series  of  glycextracts  which,  while 
representing  faithfully  the  various  drugs,  were  satisfac- 
tory as  regards  keeping  power.  There  is  nothing  to 
prevent  a  chemist  using  these  glycerin  preparations  in 
his  own  proprietaries,  but  what  is  wanted  is  official 
sanction  for  some  representative  form  of  medicament 
which  does  not  require  so  much  costl^  spirit  as  do 
tinctures.  Whether  doctors  would  prescribe  the  prepara- 
tions is  another  matter  :  it  is  possible  that  a  vigorous 
propaganda  would  be  required  to  popularise  them.  A 
beginning  might  be  made  in  advocating  the  use  of  con- 
centrated infusions  in  place  of  tinctures. 

Glasgow  Pharmacies 

figure  largely  in  the  C.  <£•  D.,  and  it 
is  decidedly  useful  for  visitors  to  the  Conference  at  the 
end  of  this  month  to  have  so  many  details  of  the  phar- 
macies and  the  men  who  own  or  manage  them.  The 
number  of  chemists'  shops  in  Glasgow  is  very  large,  and 
it  must  have  entailed  a  lot  of  work  to  pick  out  a  series 
that  should  be  representative  of  the  whole.  Bearing  in 
mind  that  within  the  last  few  months  the  C.  &  D.  has 
given  illustrations  and  details  of  other  handsome  Glasgow 
pharmacies,  naturally  not  repeated  in  the  last  issue,  there 
is  much  justification  for  the  assertion  that  Glasgow 
pharmacies  compare  favourably  with  those  of  any  city 
in  the  kingdom.  Sooner  or  later  some  of  us  will  be  talk- 
ing to  the  pharmacists  whose  pictures  you  show,  and  we 
shall  feel  that  we  are  already  acquainted  with  them 
through  the  pages  of  the  C.  d-  D. 

Sir  William  Glyn-Jones 

does  not  seem  at  the  dinner  held 
in  his  honour  to  have  given  further  details  of  his  return 
to  Canada.  It  may  be  that  the  arrangements  have  not 
advanced  to  such  a  stage  that  an  announcement  can  be 
made,  even  at  a  private  dinner.  Such  an  international 
arrangement  as  is  contemplated  would  naturally  take  much 
scheming  to  carry  out.  If,  therefore,  it  is  not  too  late  I 
should  like  to  know  whether  there  has  been  any  sugges- 
tion of  an  exchange.  A  pharmaceutical  expert  from 
Canada  would  perhaps  throw  a  fresh  breeze  on  the  close 
quarters  at  Bloomsbury.  We  might  even  follow  the 
example  of  the  important  football  clubs  and  "  exchange  " 
our  champion  on  the  same  terms  as  is  usual  in  the  world 
of  sport. 


A  Subscriber  Complains 

'of  the  use  of  the  words  "  No1 
Government  Guarantee  "  on  the  medicine  stamps  supplied 
for  use  on  proprietary,  medicines.  The  Government,  he 
writes,  do  not  print  on  other  stamps  such  as  postage  labels 
or  deed  stamps  that  the  articles  to  which  the  stamps 
are  affixed  are  not  guaranteed.  If  the  inscription  quoted 
implies  that  the  medicines  are  worthless,  why  not  stop 
the  sale?  When  the  inscription  was  first  placed  on  the 
stamps  it  was  recognised  as  underground  work  of  the 
medical  profession,  whose  inherent  hostility  to  the  sale 
of  medicines  which  people  could  use  without  going  to  a: 
doctor  is  an  instinct  with  past  and  present  generations  of 
practitioners. 

The  Hyoscyamus  of  the  Ancients, 

according  to  "  Pharma- 
cographia,"  was  probably  hyoscyamus  albus,  a  native  of 
South  Europe.  However  this  may  be,  it  is  a  fact, 
though  it  is  not  mentioned  in  the  work  referred  to, 
that  the  white  variety  was  preferred  for  internal  uso 
in  the  practice  of  more  modern  times.  Both  the 
black  and  the  white  occur  in  our  first  Pharmacopoeia, 
but  the  use  of  the  former  was  confined  to  external 
applications,  such  as  unguentum  populeum,  while  the 
latter  was  an  ingredient  of  the  famous  electuary,  philo- 
nium  Romanum,  the  original  of  confeclio  opii.  in 
France,  too,  white  henbane  had  the  preference,  though 
Lemery  says  there  is  little  difference  between  the  twro. 
It  was,  however,  held  to  be  milder  in  operation  :  only 
the  seeds  were  official,  whereas  of  the  black  variety 
only  the  leaves  were,  though  Allevne  complains  that 
the  seeds  of  the  black  were  commonly  sold  instead  of 
those  of  the  white.  For  some  reason  hyoscyamus  fell 
into  disfavour  in  the  eighteenth  century  and  was 
omitted  from  the  Pharmacopoeias  of  1746  and  1788,  but 
it  was  reintroduced  in  1809  as  hyoscyami  folia  et 
semina.  Evidently  it  had  always  been  held  in  some 
fear.  The  "  Sinonoma  Bartholomei  "  (fourteenth  cen- 
tury) says  that  the  black  is  deadly,  but  adds,  alia 
dual  compctunt  medicinm,  the  last  two  being  the  yellow 
and  the  white.  Considering  the  little  use  that  seems 
to  have  been  made  of  it,  hyoscyamus  had  a  surprising 
number  of  names.  It  appears  in  the  "  Alphita  "  glossary 
as  insquiamus,  caniculata,  simphonica,  cassilago,  deus 
caballinus,  henesbane,  hennedwola  (where  "  dwole  "  = 
dwale,  a  name  given  also  to  belladonna),  and  in  other 
old  works  as  henbell,  chenille,  etc.  To  most  of  these 
there  are  interesting  etymologies,  but  I  have  no  room 
for  them  here. 

I  have  been  much  interested 

during  recent  days  in  an  old 
controversy  in  the  G.  &  D.  for  1891-94  between  the 
editor  and  Dr.  Wall,  of  St.  Louis,  U.S.A.,  and  con- 
tinued by  other  correspondents,  on  the  origin  of  the 
sign  "R"  at  the  head  of  prescriptions.  The  contro- 
versy began  by  a  reference  in  a  leader  on  the  subject 
to  a  work  of  Dr.  Wall's,  in  which  the  sign  was  referred 
back  to  an  invocation  to  Jupiter  with  which  Greek  and 
Roman  physicians  are  supposed  to  have  begun  their 
prescriptions.  I  do  not  think  it  was  actually  shown 
that  they  ever  did,  but  Dr.  Wall  had  argued  (and  he 
repeated  his  argument  in  a  long  and  learned  reply  to- 
the  leader  mentioned)  that  on  the,  as  he  thought,  very 
probable  assumption  that  they  did,  nothing  was  more 
likely  than  that  the  symbol  used  for  Jupiter  would 
ultimately  resemble  the  capital  "  R  "  so  nearly  that 
it  might  unconsciously  lead  to  that  abbreviation  of  the 
Latin  "  recipe  "  to  "  R  "  for  which  the  C.  &  D.  con- 
tended. The  disputants  do  not  seem  to  have  always 
understood  each  other  very  clearly,  and  it  was  not 
actually  shown  the  "  recipe  "  was  first  written  in  full 
and  then  abbreviated  to  "R";  nor  is  this  evidence 
supplied  in  Wootton's  "  Chronicles,"  where  the  same 
theory  is  accepted.  But  there  are  quotations  of  pre- 
scriptions in  the  O.E.D.,  dating  from  a.d.  1400,  in 
which  "  recipe  "  does  occur  in  full,  and  also  for  the 
abbreviation  "  R"  (with  a  tail)  in  other  documents  than 
prescriptions.

Editorial  Articles 

The  Pensions  Scheme 

Despite  a  protracted  and  turbulent  passage  through  a  sea 
of  amendments,  the  Widows',  Orphans',  and  Old  Age 
Contributory  Pensions  Bill  is  neaping  the  end  of  its 
critical  Committee  stage  in  the  House  of  Commons  with- 
out showing  much  evidence  of  the  pounding  to  which  it 
has  been  subjected.  The  object  of  the  Bill  is  to  put  into 
operation  the  Government's  proposals — to  which  Mr. 
Churchill  alluded  in  his  Budget  address — for  pro- 
viding pensions  for  the  -dependants  of  persons  sub- 
ject to  National  Health  Insurance  and  old  age 
pensions  for  the  insured  persons  themselves.  The 
scheme  is  an  ambitious  one,  and  necessarily  somewhat 
elaborate,  since  provision  has  to  be  made  for  numerous 
special  cases,  and  possible  opportunities  for  fraud  have 
to  be  guarded  against.  Fundamentally,  however,  the 
effect  of  the  Bill  is  merely  to  supply  workers  with 
social  benefits  additional  to  those  which  they  already 
enjoy  as  the  result  of  health  and  unemployment  insur- 
ance. The  liability  to  contribute  to  this  new  form  of 
insurance  extends  to  all  persons  who  are  at  present 
subject  to  Health  Insurance — that  is  .to  say,  with  a  few 
exceptions,  all  employees  whose  remuneration  does  not 
exceed  £250  a  year — and  the  two  schemes  will,  for  all 
practical  purposes,  be  merged  into  one.  Nevertheless, 
a  few  classes  of  persons  who  are  outside  the  scope  of 
Health  Insurance,  because  the  terms  of  their  employ- 
ment secure  to  them  equivalent  benefits,  will  be  insured 
for  pensions  alone.  Again,  any  person  who  passes 
through,  or  has  already  passed  through,  two  years  or 
more  of  insurable  employment  is  eligible  to  become  a 
voluntary  contributor,  both  for  Health  Insurance  and 
pensions.    The  pensions  which  the  Bill  seeks  to  provide 
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fall  into  three  categories — widows'  pens-ions,  orphans' 
pensions  and  old  age  pensions.  The  widow  of  an  insured 
person  will  receive  10s.  a  week,  with  an  additional 
allowance  in  respect  of  children  at  the  rate  of  5s  a  week 
for  the  eldest  and  3s.  a  week  each  for  each  of  their 
children  under  the  age  of  fourteen  or,  if  in  full-time  in- 
struction at  a  day  school,  up  to  the  age  of  sixteen.  If  the 
widow  remarries,  her  pension  will  cease,  but  not  the 
children's  allowance.  Orphans'  pensions  at  the  rate  of 
7s.  6d.  a  week  for  each  child  under  the  age  specified  will 
be  paid  upon  the  death  of  an  insured  widower 
or  widow.  Old  age  pensions  of  10s.  a  week  will 
be  paid  to  insured  persons  and  to  the  wives  of 
insured  persons  between  the  ages  of  sixty-five  and 
seventy.  When  they  attain  the  latter  age  they 
will  be  entitled  to  receive  ordinary  old  age  pensions, 
freed,  however,  from  the  restrictions  as  to  means,  resi- 
dence and  nationality  which  now  debar  many  old  persons 
from  that  form  of  relief.  As  in  the  eese  of  Health 
Insurance,  there  are  certain  qualifying  conditions,  involv- 
ing a  minimum  period  of  insurance  and  payment  of  a 
minimum  number  of  contributions,  which  must  be 
satisfied  before  a  claim  to  a  pension  can  be  established  ; 
but  contributions  hitherto  made  to  Health  Insurance  will 
be  taken  into  account.  Special  provision  is  also  made 
for  the  dependants  of  persons  who  die  before  the  scheme 
comes  into  operation  at  the  beginning  of  next  year,  and 
to  give  old  age  pensions  after  July  2,  1926,  to  insured 
persons  who  reach  the  age  of  seventy  before  January  2, 
1928,  which  is  the  date  upon  which  the  payment  of 
old  age  pensions  will  normally  begin.  From  the 
emp'oyers'  point  of  view,  the  most  important  question 
is  the  additional  burden  which  the  scheme  will  throw 
upon  him.  The.  ordinary  rates  of  contribution  commenc- 
ing from  January  4,  1926,  will  be  9d.  for  a  man  (of 
which  4^d.  will  ,  be  payable  by  the  employer  and  4^d. 
by  the  employee)  and  4^d.  for  a  woman  (of  which  2£d. 
will  be  payable  by  the  employer  and  2d.  by  the 
employee).  However,  the  Health  Insurance  contribution 
is  being  reduced  by  Id.  a  week  in  the  case  of  men  and 
•|d.  a  week  in  the  case  of  women,  so  that  the  net 
increase  consequent  on  the  scheme  in  the  weekly  con- 
tributions payable  in  respect  of  employed  persons  is  8d. 
for  a  man  and  4d.  for  a  woman,  which  is  to  be  borne 
equally  by  employer  and  employed.  Contributions  are 
payable  in  respect  of  every  employed  person  under  the 
ago  of  seventy  until  January.  2,  1928 ;  but  after  that 
date  contributions  by  an  employed  person  cease  on .  his 
attaining  the  age  of  sixty-five,  when  his  right  to  sickness 
and  disablement  benefits — but-  not  to  medical  benefit — ■ 
under  the  Health  Insurance  scheme,  and  to  unemnloy- 
ment  benefit,  comes  to  an  end.  His  employer  will,  never- 
theless, be  required  to  pay  a  contribution  which  is 
equivalent  in  amount  to  his  share  of  the  combined  con- 
tribution for  Health  Insurance  and  pensions  in  respect 
of  every  person  who  is  employed  by  him  who  is  of  the 
age  of  sixty-five  or  upwards.  In  addition,  the  employer 
must  pay  his  share  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
contributions,  so  that  there  will  be  no  temptation  to 
show  preference  by  the  employment  of  workers  who 
are  over  the  age  of  sixty-five.  The  contributions  in 
respect  of  an  insured  person  under  the  new  scheme  and 
under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Act  will  be  pay- 
able as  one  contribution,  and  the  existing  arrangements 
for  the  payment  and  collection  of  contributions  will 
apply.  Consequently  the  scheme  will  not  impose  any 
additional  work  on  the  employer.  He  will  merely  be 
required  to  affix  to  the  employee's  Health  Insurance 
card  a  stamp  representing  the  combined  health  and 
pensions  contributions.  Nor  will  there  be  any  change 
in  the  arrangements  for  tha  surrender  of  contribution 


cards  :  the  stamped  cards  of  members  of  approved 
societies  will  be  surrendered  through  the  societies,  and 
deposit  contributors  and  exempt  persons  will  surrender 
their  cards  to  the  Insurance  Department  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 


The  Turpentine  Position 

When  the  position  of  turpentine  was  discussed  in  our 
issue  of  April  25  the  market  on  the  approach  of  the 
new  crop  season  was  somewhat  uncertain,  but,  as  we 
suggested,  quite  firm  and  healthy,  with  London  prices 
for  near  delivery  standing  at  about  13>s.  per  cwt.  under 
the  level  current  a  year  previous.  Spot  delivery  then 
fluctuated  at  around  65s.,  or  about  5s.  per  cwt.  over 
the  value  recorded  at  the  end  of  last  year.  Stocks  at 
this  end  were  more  than  sufficient  to  cope  with  any 
possible  extra  trade  demand  prior  to  the  advent  of  new 
crop  spirit.  The  fact,  however,  did  not  escape  attention 
that  reserve  stocks  in  the  United  States  were  being 
rapidly  reduced,  which  thus  enabled  "  insiders  "  to  get 
a  firmer  grip  on  the  Southern  markets.  The  steady 
strengthening  of  the  American  statistical  position  in  the 
earlier  part  of  May  was  pointed  out  in  our  weekly  Trade 
Report.  This,  together  with  an  abnormally  heavy  spring 
demand  in  the  United  States,  precipitated  a  very  sharp 
upward  movement  which  carried  the  price  of  spot  and 
near  delivery  in  London  to  as  high  as  84s.  6d.  by  Ma''  11, 
at  which  time  July-December  contracts  were  arranged  at 
prices  ranging  up  to  about  76s.  These  figures  were  the 
extreme  highest  seen  so  far  this  year.  This  remarkable 
rise  was  partly  the  outcome  of  the  close  control  exer- 
cised over  the  American  old  surplus  prior  to  the  advent 
of  receipts  of  new  crop,  while  the  manipulative  forces 
at  work  resulted  in  the  spot  price  at  Savannah  being 
lifted  to  102^  cents,  this  comparing  with  98  cents  and 
75  cents,  the  two  extreme  rates  touched  in  the  course 
of  last  year.  It  was  quite  obvious  that  the  compara- 
tively high  level  attained  before  mid-May  could  not  be 
long  sustained,  inasmuch  as  the  new  crop  movement,  got 
under  way  as  early  as  could  have  been  expected.  Indeed, 
the  fact  that  new  supplies  were  soon  reaching  domestic 
distributing  centres  on  a  very  liberal  scale,  and  well  in 
excess  of  the  demand,  caused  new  financial  operations 
to  be  resorted  to  in  order  to  take  care  of  the  increasing 
surplus,  pending  a  re-expansion  of  exports.  However, 
a  setback  took  place  representing  in  all  15s.  6d.  to 
8s.  per  cwt.,  according  to  delivery,  and  at  the  beginning 
of  last  week  the  price  touched  68s.  per  cwt.  for  practi- 
cally all  positions.  The  Savannah  quotation  fell  back 
to  about  90  cents,  but  there  was  a  slight  rally  since, 
due  to  advices  that  the  increased  receipts  in  America 
were  being  well  absorbed  at  the  reduction,  and  that  a 
considerable  number  of  steamers  were  being  fixed  and 
loading  to  take  additional  supplies  to  home  and  'Con- 
tinental ports.  It  was  roughly  estimated  that,  including 
the  quantities  already  on  the  way  and  the  steamers  yet 
to  clear  in  the  near  future  (including  two  tank  steamers 
to  be  dispatched  to  London),  the  total  supplies  yet  to 
become  available  before  the  autumn  for  this  market 
would  awiount  to  approximately  20,000  barrels.  There- 
fore, allowing  for  current  weekly  trade  needs  until  then, 
the  London  visible  supply  is  apt  to  be  swelled  tem- 
porarily to  about  35,000  barrels.  Fairly  ample  supplies 
would  therefore  seem  assured  for  the  greater  part  of  the 
second  half  of  the  year.  Trade  prospects,  however, 
on  this  side  are  anything  but  clear,  viewed  in  a  con- 
servative light,  so  that  much  reliance  cannot  be  placed 
on  a  normal  consumption.  On  the  other  hand,  optimistic 
views  are  entertained  as  to  the  development  of  American 
consumption,  which  was  very  good  over  the  spring 
period,  so  that  in  the  event  of  some  falling  off  in 
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exports,  this  may  be  made  up  by  increased  American 
needs.  At  this  time  of  year  there  is  visually  an  adjust- 
ment of  prices  between  spot  and  forward  spirit,  based 
on  the  rate  at  which  new  season's  supplies  are  being 
absorbed,  and  thus  help  to  form  some  idea  as  to 
the  extent  of  the  surplus  that  will  remain  to  be  financed 
over  the  last  four  months  of  the  campaign.  Such  an 
adjustment  would  seem  to  have  been  already  fairly  well 
made,  in  view  of  the  recent  break  to  68s.,  both  for  spot 
delivery  and  contracts  maturing  over  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  London  deliveries  for  the  first  four  months  of  this 
year  at  about  32  X00  barrels  were  in  excess  of  the  corre- 
sponding period  of  last  year,  but  they  have  since  shown 
a  slight  deficit,  while  the  total  for  the  year  to  date  may 
be  placed  at  roughly  79,500  barrels.  Including  the 
parcels  afloat,  the  London  visible  supply  now  amounts 
to  about  27,000  barrels,  this  indicating  an  excess  of 
approximately  12,500  barrels  compared  with  a  year  ago. 

season's  French  crop  was  rather  belated,  and 
French  spirit  is  still  too  dear  to  permit  of  any  profitable 
transactions  for  this  market,  -while  better  terms  are 
obtainable  in  the  French  trade  and  Continental  centres. 
Our  total  imports  of  turpentine  for  the  first  five  months 
of  this  year  amounted  to  4,920  torus,  compared  with 
4.545  tons  in  the  same  period  in  1924,  thus  indicating 
only  a  comparatively  small  increase.  Developments  in 
the  near  future  are  somewhat  uncertain.  There  is  a  lull 
iii  the  speculative  demand  pending  the  further  shipments 
looked  for  from  the  United  States;  and  with  trade 
buying  chiefly  hand-to-mouth,  prices  may  easily  sag  a 
little  further,  until  new  views  are  taken  of  market 
possibilities. 


Protection  for  Morphine  Manufacturers 

The  Reichsrat  has  proposed  a  series  of  alterations  in 
the  draft  of  the  Customs  tariff  recently  submitted  by 
the  German  Government  (C.  &  D.,  June  6,  p.  826)  to 
the  Reichstag,  among  which  it  is  suggested  that  tariff 
No.  380  (Alkaloids)  should  be  modified  as  follows  : — 
Cinchona  alkaloids  and  their  compounds ;  theobromine, 
free  (no  change).  Morphine  and  codeine,  and  their  com- 
pounds, m.  10,000  (new).  Other  alkaloids,  m.  1,000  per 
100  kilos.  In  the  motivation  for  the  inclusion  of  a 
specific  rate  of  duty  on  morphine  and  codeine,  it  is 
stated  that  cinchona  alkaloids  and  their  compounds,,  as 
well  as  theobromine,  should  be  admitted  free  of  duty 
as  heretofore.  On  the  other  hand,  the  proposal  to  levy 
a  duty  of  10,000  marks  (corresponding  to  an  ad  valorem 
charge  of  15  to  20  per  cent.)  per  100  kilos  on  morphine, 
codeine  and  their  compounds,  is  justified  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  other  countries,  particularly  England,  have 
at  their  disposal  very  much  cheaper  sources  for  the 
supply  of  the  necessary  raw  materials  than  is  the  case 
with  the  German  industry.  For  reasons  of  health,  the 
memorandum  continues,  the  greatest  importance  must 
be  attached  to  the  maintenance  of  the  home  (i.e., 
German)  morphine  industry;  further,  the  charge  in- 
curred through  this  proposed  rate  of  duty  amounts  to 
only  0.10  mark  for  1  gram,  and  it  can  certainly  be 
borne  without  hardship,  since  these  alkaloids  are  used 
only  in  very  small  amounts.  For  all  other  alkaloids  a 
rate  of  duty  of  1,000  marks  per  100  kilos  is  suggested. 


A  novelist's  licence. — "  It  is  many  years  since  I  read

element  oxygen  occurred  in  1772  (the  earlier  of  two  inde- 
pendent discoveries),  the  name  being  conferred  some  years 
later  ;  whilst  the  story  purports  to  have  been  written  by 
John  Ridd,  who  fought  at  Sedgemoor  in  1685,  and  who 
writes  as  a  man  in  early  middle  life.  In  RHd's  time  the 
word  '  oxide  '  did  not  exist,  and  the  chemical  nature  of 
rust  was  unknown."— A  correspondent  in  "  The  Morning 
Post." 


New  Chilean  Taxes 

A  system  of  registration  of  all  pharmaceutical  specialities 
is  already  in  force  in  Chile,  and  now,  besides  tightening 
up  the  provisions  of  this  measure,  particularly  in  respect 
of  the  admission  of  foreign  medicinal  preparations,  this 
class  of  goods,  inter  alia,  has  been  singled  out  to  provide 
a  source  of  revenue  to  the  State.  A  decree-law  promul- 
gated on  April  1  introduces  new  stamp  duties,  taking 
the  form  of  a  band  to  be  affixed  to  the,  container  or 
package,  on  all  toilet  articles,  perfumes,  and  medicines, 
including  pharmaceutical  specialities,  put  up  ready  for 
sale  to  the  public.  On  all  toilet  lotions,  perfumes, 
powders,  pomades,  creams,  hair  dyes  manufactured  in 
Chile  the  rates  of  this  tax  are  as  follows  (in  pesos)  : 
Where  the  sale  price  to  the  public  does  not  exceed  5  pesos, 
0.25;  from  5  to  10  pesos,  0.50 ;  from  10  to  20  pesos, 
1.40;  if  the  price  exceeds  20  pesos,  the  chargeable 
amount  is  calculated  by  adding  10  centavos  for  every 
peso  or  fraction  thereof  over  20  pesos  to  the  last-named 
rate — 1.40  pesos.  Drugs  and  medicinal  preparations  of 
all  descriptions,  including  those  for  veterinary  use,  put  up 
ready  packed  for  delivery  to  the  customer,  and  soaps, 
manufactured  in  Chile,  are  chargeable  at  the  follow- 
ing rates  :  If  the  sale  price  does  not  exceed  2  pesos, 
0.05;  5  pesos,  0.10;  10  pesos,  0.30;  where  the  sale  price 
exceeds  10  pesos,  a  charge  of  5  centavos  per  peso  or 
fraction  thereof  over  this  amount  must  be  added  to  the 
last-named  tax — 0.30  peso.  The  above  rates  apply  to 
products  manufactured  in  Chile;  goods  of  foreign  origin 
are  chargeable  at  the  same  rates  with  a  surtax  of  40  per 
cent.,  fractions  of  5  centavos  being  calculated  as  5 
centavos.  Soaps  sold  at  under  2  pesos  per  tablet  are 
exempt  from  stamp  tax.  Medicinal  preparations  and 
pharmaceutical  specialities,  including  biological  products, 
declared  by  the  Council  of  Hygiene  to  be  necessary  for 
the  treatment  of  human  ailments,  or  for  combating 
diseases  in  animals  or  plants,  may  be  exempted  from 
this  tax,  and  a  list  of  such  exempted  preparations  is 
to  be  drawn  up.  The  stamps  will  bear  the  words  "  Bene- 
ficencia  Publica,"  an'bl  the  tax  will  be  levied  by  the 
inland  revenue  board  or  by  the  customs  authorities, 
before  the  goods  leave  the  factory  or  custom  house. 
The  officials  of  the  board  are  empowered  to  inspect 
factories  and  warehouses  where  dutiable  articles  are 
stored.  Manufacturers,  importers  and  representatives  of 
foreign  firms,  as  well  as  dealers  in  articles  liable  to 
this  stamp  duty,  must  apply  for  registration  to  the 
inland  revenue  board.  A  laboratory  is  to  be  attached 
to  the  latter,  where  a  staff  will  be  engaged  in  controlling 
the  purity  of  medicines  sold  to  the  public,  as  well  as 
the  exactitude  of  the  formulas  disclosed  on  the  labels 
of  pharmaceutical  specialities.  Finally,  the  President  of 
the  Republic  is  empowered  to  issue  regulations  for 
stabilising  the  prices  charged  for  medicines.  This  decree- 
law,  the  provisions  of  which  become  applicable  ninety  days 
after  its  publication  on  April  1,  practically  provides  for  a 
more  stringent  control  over  pharmaceutical  specialities 
imported  from  abroad  (C.  &  D.,  June  6,  p.  837),  with 
the  ultimate  object,  at  the  end  of  five  years,  of  limiting 
the  admission  of  medicinal  preparations  of  foreign  manu- 
facture to  those  declared  to  be  necessary  in  the  interests 
of  public  health  by  the  Council  of  Hygiene. 

U.S.  seeks  European  statistics. — European  business 
men  are  reported  to  be  resenting  the  activities  of  agents 
of  the  U.S.  Customs,  the  Tariff  Commission,  and  the 
Department  of  Commerce  who  are  making  investiga- 
tions in  Europe,  for  the  purpose,  so  it  is  claimed,  of 
ascertaining  the  cost  of  production  and  kindred  data 
needed  to  carry  out  some  of  the  United  States  laws.  The 
trouble  would  appear  to  be  due  to  the  flexible  tariff 
provisions  where  it  is  necessary  to  prove  foreign  costs 
in  relation  to  American  costs  for  the  purpose  of  adjusting 
tariff  rates.  Interested  Europeans  claim  that  American 
agents  are  not  content  with  obtaining  cost  of  production 
and  similar  data,  but  that  they  keep  their  eyes  open  to 
pick  up  secret  processes,  formulas  and  other  trade  assets. 
The  Swiss  Government  has  notified  the  U.S.  -  State 
Department  that  it  will  not  accredit  any  more  commercial 
representatives  who  appear  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
Swiss  manufacturing  data.

EVIDENCE    ON    BEHALF    OF  CHEMISTS 


Representatives  of  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  and 
the  panel  chemists  of  Scotland  gave  evidence  before 
the  Royal  Commission  on  National  Health  Insurance  on 
June  18  and 

Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish  and  the  secretary  of  the  Retail 
Pharmacists'  Union  (Mr.  Mallinson)  were  examined  by 
the  Commission  on  June  18.  Their  evidence  was 
preceded  by  a 

Statement  of  Evidence. 

The  statement  began  with  prefatory  note  on  the  Retail 
Pharmacists'  Union,  the  position  of  chemists  under  the 
National  Health  Insurance  Acts,  the  training  of  chemists, 
the  service  rendered  by  chemists  under  the  Acts,  the 
advantages  of  the  present  method  of  supplying  drugs 
and  appliances,  and  an  explanation  of  the  administration 
of  that  part  of  medical  benefit  with  which  chemists  are 
concerned.  Then  followed  a  series  of  conclusions  and 
recommendations,  as  follows : 

79.  The  Union  submit  that  from  every  point  of  view  the 
arrangements  for  the  supply  of  drugs  and  appliances  through 
chemists  have  been  successful,  and  that  they  provide  insured 
persons  with  a  service  of  a  purely  private  character  as 
distinct  from  the  institutional  or  hospital  dispensary  service 
type.  . 

80.  Further,  that  the  system  is  sound  from  an  economical 
point  of  view,  being  free  from  any  capital  commitments  or 
any  financial  obligations  beyond  the  oeriod  of  the  contract, 
and  in  addition  that  the  administration  of  medical  benefit, 
so  far  as  drugs  are  concerned,  is,  comparatively  speaking, 
easy  and  inexpensive. 

81.  In  conclusion;  the  Union  submit  that  insured  persons 
have  benefited  very  greatly  by  the  arrangements  for  Medical 
Benefit  under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Acts. 

82.  The  Union  recommend  therefore:  — 

('()  That  the  present  method  of  administering  medical 
benefit  through  the  Insurance  Committees  be  continued. 

(5)  That  provision  be  made  under  the  regulations  for  a 
greater  measure  of  co-operation  between  the  Panel  and 
Pharmaceutical  Committees. 

(c)  That  direct  and  increased  representation  of  chemists 
on  Insurance  Committees  be  provided. 

(d)  That  the  onus  of  refusal  to  supply  an  appliance  not 
included  in  the  schedule  or  anv  other  article  ordered  by  the 
doctor  should  be  removed  from  the  chemist. 

(e)  That  Eye  Baths,  Eye  Shades,  Camel  Hair  Pencils, 
Vaccination  Pads,  Ear  and  Nose  Syringes  be  added  to  the 
list  of  scheduled  appliances. 

(/)  That  medical  benefit  be  extended  to  the  dependants 
of  insured  persons. 

Details  were  given  of  the  new  scheme  for  testing  drugs 
and  appliances  to  insured  persons. 

The  Evidence 

Sir  Andrew  Duncan,  who  was  in  the  chair,  stated  that 
the  Commission  had  read  the  full  statement,  and  pro- 
ceeded to  inquire  as  to  the  number  of  complaints  agai-nst 
chemists.  The  statement  made  was  that  there  are  9.CC0 
shops  on  the  panel  lists,  employing  over  13,000  qualified 
chemists,  dispensing  on  the  average  between  sixty  and 
seventy  prescriptions  per  week  in  each  shop,  and  Mr. 
Melhuish  said  he  could  not  furnish  figures  for  the  whole 
country,  but  he  put  in  a  document  dealing  with  the  com- 
plaints before  the  Pharmaceutical  Services  Subcommittee 
of  the  County  of  London,  which  showed  57  substantiated 
complaints  in  twelve  years,  during  which  62^  million 
prescriptions  were  dispensed.  In  1924  there  were  seven 
substantiated  complaints  in  respect  of  6,856,765  prescrip- 
tions, or  approximately  1  in  1,000,000.  In  regard  to  the 
suggestion  of  co-operaticn  between  the  Panel  and  Phar- 
maceutical Committees,  witness  said  that  regulations 
should  provide  for  the  reference  of  questions  regarding 
surgery  hours  and  chemists'  closing  hours  to  these  com- 
mittees jointly  for  report  to  the  Insurance  Committee. 

Many  questions  were  directed  to  the  matter  of  testing 
the  quality  of  drugs  and  medicines  supplied  by  chemists 
under  their  contracts  with  the  Insurance  Committees. 
The  testing  by  Insurance  Committees,  it  was  stated,  has 


been  very  spasmodic,  and  there  are  no  definite  figures 
available.  The  figures  given  in  the  Ministry  of  Health's 
report  of  analyses  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts  show  that  during  1923  660  prescriptions  were  tested, 
and  110  reported  as  being  deficient.  It  was  explained, 
in  answer  to  further  questions,  that  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts  are  not  intended  as  a  means  of  testing 
compounded  medicines,  as  no  allowance  is  made  for 
margin  of  error  due  to  manipulation.  If  an  analyst  does 
not  get  100  per  cent,  results,  he  reports  adversely,  not- 
withstanding that  in  a  large  number  of  cases  the 
deficiency  is  due  to  manipulative  error  and  not  to 
deficiency  in  the  drugs  or  roguery  on  the  part  of  the 
chemist.  Illustrations  of  two  recent  cases  were  given 
in  which  it  was  proved  that  the  "  compounded  drug  "  (a 
carbolic  lotion  and  a  hydrobromic  acid  mixture)  were 
not  deficient  when  limits  of  accuracy  were  taken  into 
account.  The  testing  of  prescriptions  done  under  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  is  not  fair  testing  of 
dispensing.  It  was  on  this  account  that  the  scheme  of 
testing  Insurance  dispensing  was  arranged  with  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  The  analysts  employed  under  this 
new  scheme  are  required  to  have  pharmaceutical  experi- 
ence and  understand  this  class  of  work.  A  recent 
example  of  a  prescription  for  a  mixture  and  a  calomel 
powder  was  mentioned,  in  which  the  analyst  reported 
that  he  failed  to  find  calomel  present  in  the  mixture ! 
From  that  point  of  view  we  regard  it,  said  witness, 
as  of  the  utmost  importance  that  analysts  under  this 
scheme  should  have  pharmaceutical  experience  and  know 
the  latitude  that  is  legitimate,  because  we  contend  that 
no  prescription  can  be  dispensed  mathematically  and 
volumetrically  accurate  unless  it  should  so  happen  by 
force  of  circumstances,  as  it  were.  The  samples  of  drugs 
tested  (5,645),  of  which  324  were  found  to  be  deficient, 
referred  to  in  the  report  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  were 
not  all  taken  from  chemists;  in  fact,  during  the  period 
covered  by  the  report  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association 
was  only  called  upon  to  defend  thirteen  summonses.  Of 
these  about  half  were  dismissed. 

Referring  further  to  the  relative  quality  of  medicines 
supplied  on  prescription  to  insured  and  private  persons, 
Mr.  Melhuish  said:  We  maintain  that  there  is  no  reason 
why  the  panel  patient  should  not  have  as  good  medicines 
as  the  private  patient,  and  so  far  as  chemists  are  con- 
cerned, there  is  no  truth  in  the  allegation  that  panel 
medicines  are  inferior  in  quality  to  private-supplied 
medicines. 

Asked  regarding  wild  statements  by  a  body  of  un- 
qualified traders  against  chemists,  witness  summed  them 
up  as  "  simply  a  venomous  attack  on  the  part  of  un- 
qualified persons  on  qualified  people;  people  who  have 
not,  but  want  the  things  that  we  have." 

Sir  Humphry  Rolleston  asked  questions  regarding  the 
voluntary  "system  of  taking  samples  of  dispensed  medicine 
from  panel  chemists.  It  was  this  that  showed  how  dis- 
cordant were  analysts'  results.  Mixtures  that  were  dis- 
pensed under  ideal  conditions,  doubly  and  trebly  checked, 
were  found  by  the  analyst  to  be  incorrect.  An  analysis 
of  the  same  medicine  on  two  different  occasions  by  the 
same  analyst  resulted  in  different  results.  This  proved 
that  analytical  methods  are  like  dispensing  methods,  sub- 
ject to  the  human  element  of  manipulative  error. 

Sir  Andrew  Duncan  asked  why  it  is  that  the  frequency 
rate  of  medicines  per  patient  is  lower  in  Scotland  than  in 
England  and  Wales.  The  reply  was  that  medical  men 
in.  this  country,  owing  to  their  habit  of  dispensing  medi- 
cines, have  not  educated  their  patients  up  to  the  standard 
of  paying  for  advice  rather  than  medicine.  There  is  also 
a  difference  in  prescribing ;  in  Scotland,  concentrated 
mixtures  and  small  doses  are  more  frequent.  Owing  to  the 
different  methods  of  payment  in  the  two  countries  this 
difference  does  not  affect  payment. 

In  regard  to  the  claim  for  more  representation  on 
Insurance  Committees  it  was  explained  that  chemists  are 
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under-represented  and  the  burden  is  rather  heavy  on  the 
one  chemist  on  the  Committee.  Aeked  regarding  the 
working  of  the  Pricing  Offices,  it  was  stated  that  a 
good  standard  of  accuracy  has  been  reached.  We  are 
quite  willing,  said  witness,  to  accord  that  recognition  to 
the  work  of  the  Pricing  Offices,  but  we  could  not  say 
that  we  would  always  be  prepared  to  accept  their  prices 
without  any  investigation  on  our  own  part.  We  could 
not  possibly  do  that.  But  it  is  a  good  standard  and  from 
that  point  of  view  we  have  no  complaint  to  make  with 
regard  to  the  Pricing  Offices. 

The  Value  of  Personality 

Reference  was  next  made  to  the  dispensing  of  border- 
line articles,  such  as  capsicum  wool,  which  is  not  regarded 
as  a  drug,  nor  is  it  on  the  list  of  appliances.  If  a 
chemist  dispenses  this  on  the  order  of  a  doctor  he  obtains 
no.  payment  for  it.  "  We  feel  that  the  chemist  ought 
not  to  be  a  loser  in  such  cases  and  that  the  Pricing 
Office  ought  not  to  be  in  a  position  to  disallow.  The 
doctor  has  ordered  the  thing  and  the  chemist  should 
be  in  a  position  to  accept  that  order  without  quibble  or 
question.  If  there  is  anything  wrong  with  the  order  we 
say  it  is  the  doctor  who  ought  to  be  called  to  book  and 
perhaps  made  to  suffer  the  loss,  not  the  chemist."  The 
Panel,  Pharmaceutical  and  Insurance  Committees  are, 
generally  speaking,  working  in  harmony.  If  any  change 
is  made  in  the  authority  administering  medical  benefit 
precautions  should  be  taken  to  retain  the  present  personal 
relationships  between  doctor  and  patient  and  chemist  and 
patient.  We  attach  special  importance  to  that.  Any 
tendency  towards  Institutional  methods  would  be  a  re- 
trograde step.  Further  questions  on  this  personal  relation- 
ship between  the  chemist  and  patient  brought  the  men- 
tion of  an  example  of  two  chemists  within  two  doors  of 
one  another.  In  the  one  shop  something  like  15,000  to 
20.030  Insurance  prescriptions  are  dispensed  per  annum, 
and  in  the  other  shop  not  more  than  1,000  to  1,500.  The 
difference  is  due  to  the  pensonal  element.  Aisked  regard- 
ing the  present-day  equivalent  of  the  Peat  figure  of 
3.09d.  as  the  cost  for  drugs  per  prescription,  or  includ- 
ing fee  3.95d.,  witness  said  the  figure  to-day  for  drugs 
is  4. Id.,  and  the  average  fee  4.5d.  Chemists  are  not 
satisfied  with  the  present  fees  owing  to  the  great  respon- 
sibility entailed  and  the  infinitely  detailed  character  of 
the  work.  The  contention  that  chemists  did  actually 
make  profits  on  the  drugs  supplied  might  be  true  in  rare 
cases  where  large  purchases  of  drugs  are  made.  The 
bulk  of  Insurance  dispensers  own  "one-man"  shops 
and  do  not  buy  in  large  quantities.  The  majority  of  men 
who  are  on  the  panel  cannot  buy  at  lower  prices  if  they 
are  to  maintain  the  requisite  quality  of  the  drugs.  Wit- 
ness denied  that  dispensers  are  able  to  make  a  profit  of 
from  5  to  50  per  cent,  on  the  drug  tariff  prices. 

Asked  as  to  whether  he  preferred  the  Scottish  or  the 
English  system  of  remuneration  for  dispensing,  Mr. 
Melhuish  said,  "  I  should  certainly  prefer  the  Enclish 
system,  because  I  regard  it  as  the  proper  professional 
aspect  to  get  a  fee  'for  professional  work  done,  and  we 
regard  this  as  the  professional  part  of  our  business." 

Stock  mixtures,  said  witness,  lead  to  inefficient  treat- 
ment, and  are  a  differentiation  between  insured  persons 
and  private  patients.  In  the  highest  class  of  practice  in 
this  country  the  practice  is  unknown.  The  tendency  with 
stock  mixtures  is  to  make  the  patient  more  or  less  fit  the 
mixture,  rather  than  the  mixture  to  fit  the  patient.  There 
is  no  prescribing  of  stock  mixtures  in  England. 

In  regard  to  the  suggestion  that  the  list  of  appliances 
should  be  extended.  Some  people  cannot  afford  small 
things  like  eye-baths  and  things  of  that  sort,  and  to  that 
extent  they  ,  have  been  prejudiced.  A  distinction  is  drawn 
between  articles  which  are  required  for  the  purpose  of 
applying  or  using  medicaments  in  the  best  possible  way 
and  those  which  are  required  to  compensate  for  some 
physical  abnormality. 

Replying  to  a  question  as  to  whether  the  personal  touch 
would  be  impaired  if  the  prescriptions  were  made  up  at  a 
clinic,  Mr.  Melhuish  said  : — 

In  my  view,  it  would  do  so.  The  people  of  this  country, 
Rpeakina;  generally,  have  a  friendly  disposition  both  towards 
their  physician  and  their  chemist.  They  are  in  a  more  or 
less  confidential  position.  It  is  extraordinary  the  number 
of  confidences  that  we  as  chemists  get  from  time  to  time. 
I  suggest  that  that  atmosphere  would  be  dissipated  entirely 


in  a  large  dispensary  where  there  is  a  large  number  of 
people  waiting,  and  that  sort  of  thing.  In  some  oases 
people  ask  the  most  extraordinary  questions.  One  can 
hardly  conceive  of  the  range  of  questions  and  the  informa- 
tion that  chemists  are  expected  _  to  give  them  upon  littlo 
matters  of  help  and  direction  in  various  ways.  We  are 
continually  doing  it. 

Advocating  the  extension  of  medical  benefit  to  the  wives 
of  insured  persons,  witness  said  for  financial  reasons  it 
would  be  impossible  also  to  include  children. 

Witness  was  further  examined  regarding  the  examina- 
tions of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  handed  in  the 
regulations  dealing  with  the  curriculum.  Regarding  the 
service  given  by  panel  chemists  witness  handed  in  a  map 
of  London,  showing  the  resident  chemists  and  those  avail- 
able for  night  service.  As  a  general  rule,  well  over  50 
per  cent,  of  the  chemists  in  a  large  town  are  resident 
over  their  pharmacies.  The  Regulations  provide  for  the 
supply  of  emergency  medicines  by  the  doctor.  Evening  is 
the  busiest  time  for  dispensing  Insurance  prescriptions, 
these  being  mostly  prescriptions  written  during  the  even- 
ing. On  many  occasions  prescriptions  have  been  brought 
in  after  closing  hours  that  have  been  written  the  day 
before.  Later  on  witness  emphasised  the  fact  that  the 
chemist  is  not  required  under  his  present  contract  to 
provide  a  24  hours'  service. 

Further  questions  were  then  asked  about  accuracy  in 
analysis.    Said  witness  : — 

The  point  of  the  thing  is  this :  you  take  a  measure. 
An  ordinary  half-pint  measure  has  a  mouth  about  3  inches 
wide.  To  get  an  absolutely  accurate  measurement  in  that 
it  would  have  to  be  placed  on  a  counter  which  had  been 
guaranteed  to  be  absolutely  horizontal  so  that  the  level 
of  the  liquid  was  the  same  exactly  at  both  sides.  You 
would  have  to  allow  for  the  meniscus  of  the  liquid.  As  I 
mentioned  before,  a  prosecuting  analyst  trying  to  support 
his  case  against  us,  found  himself  unable  to  guarantee  his 
ability  to  measure  absolutely  accurately  in  this  way. 

18,185.  Absolute  accuracy  cannot  be  attained  outside 
Greenwich  Observatory  and  the  standard  Weights  and 
Measures ? — Absolute  accuracy  cannot  be  obtained  even 
inside  in  regard  to  weights  and  measures. 

Professor  Gray  returned  to  the  question  of  the  supply 
of  border-line  articles,  and  was  told  what  was  objected  to 
is  the  odium  which  is  cast  upon  the  chemist  for  refusing 
to  supply  an  insured  person  with  something  that  his  panel 
doctor  has  told  him  he  should  have.  We  know  by  negotia- 
tion that  an  odd  item  here  and  there  might  be  added  in 
the  schedule.  That  is  not  our  objection.  There  is  a 
number  of  things  which  are  on  the  border-line  from  the 
point  of  view  of  medicine — such  things  as  Bovril,  invalids' 
food  and  Valentine's  Meat  Juice.  A  thing  like  milk  and 
meat  suppository  is  not  allowed ;  it  is  a  food  rather  than 
a  medicine. 

The  question  of  analysts  was  also  raised  again,  and 
witness  told  the  Commission  that  there  is  no  difficulty  in 
finding  competent  analysts..  There  is  a  large  number  ot 
competent  analysts  who  specialise  in  other  directions, 
but  who  are  not  competent  from  a  pharmaceutical  point 
of  view.  In  other  words  pharmacy  is  a  specialised  sub- 
ject, and  even  from  the  analytical  point  of  view  a  man 
must,  if  he  is  going  to  do  good  work  as  an  analyst,  have 
pharmaceutical"  training  and  knowledge  in  addition.  A 
very  large  number  of  the  borough  analysts  and  public 
analysts  throughout  the  country  have  not  a  sufficient 
pharmaceutical  knowledge  to  make  their  certificates 
satisfactory  from  the  pharmaceutical  point  of  view. 

Further  questions  dealt  with  hospital  dispensing,  and 
whether  the  hospital  training  of  a  chemist  militated  against 
his  efficiency  as  a  business  man. 

Altogether  235  questions  were  asked  of  the  pharmaceu- 
tical witnesses,  who  were  thanked  by  the  chairman  for 
their  attendance. 

Biological  problems. — Interviewed  on  July  6  by  a 
representative  of  "  The  Morning  Post,"  Professor  Max- 
well Lefroy,  of  the  Imperial  College  of  Science,  said  that 
the  College  was  attempting  to  realise  one  of  the  dreams 
of  the  biologist.  They  had  discovered  that  the  death- 
watch  beetle  contains  in  its  body  an  organism  related  to 
yeast  which  is  able  to  change  the  cellulose  of  wood  fibre 
into  what  chemists  describe  as  a  sugar,  from  which  it 
may  be  possible  economically  to  produce  power  alcohol. 
It  remained  to  be  seen  whether  this  discovery  might  not 
form  the  basis  of  a  very  valuable  commercial  process. 
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THE  history  of  chemists'  associations  in  Glasgow  goes 
back  to  the  year  1854,  when  the  Glasgow  Druggists' 
Early  Closing  Association  was  formed.  Few  asso- 
ciations of  chemists  were  then  in  existence ;  and  the 
Glasgow  body  differed  from  others  in  having  been 
founded  for  the  purpose  of  securing  shorter  working 
days.  That  object  was  pursued  for  a  good  many  years 
with  imperfect  success,  and  figured  in  the  reports  of  a 
later  association.  The  records  of  the  earliest  days  of 
Glasgow  societies  of  chemists  have  been  instructively 
explored  by  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour,  President  of  the  Glasgow 
and  West  of  Scotland  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
1905-09,  and  now  editor  of  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Jour- 
nal," in  a  paper  read  to  that  association  (C.  <£•  D.,  II, 
1905,  p.  969),  and  in  a  communication  to  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist,  II,  1914,  p.  859.  In  addition,  we  possess 
first-hand  witness  in  a  letter  that  appeared  in  our  Third 
Volume  (1862,  p.  143),  from  the  pen  of  the  secretary 
of  the  Glasgow  Druggists'  Association;  from  it  we  quote 
the  following  passages  : — 

"  A  few  years  ago  a  Druggists'  Association  existed  in  this 
city,  having  for  its  object  the  mental  and  physical  improve- 
ment of  the  members,  to  be  promoted  by  lectures,  essays, 
debates,  and  the  attainment  of  an  abridgment  of  the  hours 
of  labour.  ...  I  am  glad  to  think  that  our  supposed 
death  turned '  out  to  be  only  a  prolonged  sleep,  for  in 
tho  autumn  of  last  year  several  of  the  members  of  the 
former  association  awoke,  rubbing  their  eyes  and  exclaiming 
in  perfect  astonishment,  '  What  a  lazy  class  of  individuals 
we  are!'  .  .  .  By  this  time  we  had  grown  out  of  all 
acquaintance  with  each  other.  One  enthusiastic  and  fond- 
of-his-dinner  personage  believed  the  best  way  to  get  up 
an  acquaintance  was  by  supping  together  Not  a  bad  idea, 
thought  I;  very  good,  says  another;  until  a  general  chorus 
echoed,  The  supper  is  the  tiling.  Yes,  the  idea  was  olutched 
by  all,  probably  from  the  fact  that  the  druggists  here  had 
never  before  the  opportunity  of  enjoying  themselves  together 
after  such  an  extravagant  fashion,  and  also — and  this  I 
say  with  a  little  reservation — that  they  were  quite  prepared 
to  go  the  length  of  a  few  shillings  in  procuring  to  themselves 
a  species  of  luxury  not  very  familiar  to  many  of  the  profes- 
sion :  I  say  familiar,  because  our  bill  of  fare  was  to  consist 
of  smoking  roast  and  rooking  plum  pudding— the  latter  a 
great  stranger.  Well,  sir,  this  supper  idea,  after  appointing 
a  committee,  got  along  swimmingly,  and  there  sat  down  at 
tho  first  supper  of  the  druggists  fifty  gentlemen,  under  the 
able  chairmanship  of  Donald  Campbell,  Esq.  ...  It 
is  to  be  understood  that  this  supper  was  only  preparatory 
to  the  proper  organisation  and  resuscitation  of  our  defunct 
association,  and  that  it  was  the  intention  of  laying  its 
foundation  on  a  broader  basis,  and  carrying  out  during  the 
winter  months  a  series  of  fortnightly  scientific  reunions. 
This  was  intended  to  be  accomplished  by  devolving  the 
entire  working  of  the  association  on  the  young  men  in  the 
trade,  in  order  words,  the  assistants.  In  former  years  we 
had  trusted  to  one  or  two  parties  carrying  us  through  a 
session  of  six  months,  and  on  this  occasion  it  was  distinotly 
understood,  that  in  so  far  as  papers  and  essays  were  to  be 
delivered,  we  should  confine  ourselves  entirely  to  '  our- 
selves ' ;  and  it  was  certainly  gratifying  to  those  who  took 
an  active  interest  in  the  arrangements,  to  find  with  what 
readiness  young  men  came  forward  to  read  papers.  The 
first  of  these  papers  was  delivered  by  Mr.  Thomas  D.  Moffat 
on  '  Strychnine.'  ...  At  the  termination  of  our  scientific 
meetings  it  was  resolved  that,  as  a  fitting  wind-up,  we 
should  devote  ourselves  one  night  to  enjoyment.  This  was 
arranged  to  come  off  in  the  shape  of  a  soiree  and  assembly 
—the  latter  a  first  attempt.  We  have  always  had  a  difficulty 
in  procuring  a  chairman  on  any  public  occasion,  but  our 
kind  friend,  Donald  Campbell,  is  every  ready  to  assist,  and 
ho  once  more  presided  over  a  magnificent  meeting  of 
some  three  hundred  druggists,  including  wives  and  sweet- 
hearts. The  countenance  and  support  we  received  on  this 
occasion  from  the  medical  men  was  very  encouraging." 


About  this  time  the  title  of  the  Association  was 
changed  to  "  The  Glasgow  Chemists'  and  Drugeists' 
Association."  Within  two  years  the  President  was  able 
to  report  at  the  annual  meeting  that  its  affairs  were 
in  a  flourishing  state;  a  manuscript  magazine,  "  The 
Pestle  and  Mortar,"  had  been  started,  and  the  Associa- 
tion's chemistry  class  had  been  attended  by  more  than 
fifty  students.  The  number  present  at  this  annual  meet- 
ing (1854)  was  about  400;  the  ball  which  followed  went 
on  till  5  o'clock  the  next  morning — a  circumstance  not  un- 
common in  those  days,  as  other  records  show.  Six  years 
later  three  Important  changes  were  made  :  the  Association 
decided  to  meet  at  Anderson's  University,  to  remodel  its 
constitution,  and  to  have  a  price  list  compiled  for  dis- 
pensing. In  the  following  year  (1871)  the  secretary 
reported  at  the  annual  meeting  that  the  number  of 
members  had  increased  to  136,  more  than  thirty  of  whom 
were  employers ;  and  if  the  proportion  of  assistants  seems 
large,  it  must  be  remembered  that  classes  for  students 
were  an  important  feature  of  the  work  of  the  Associa- 
tion. During  the  year  considerable  alarm  had  been 
caused  in  the  trade  by  some  proposed  compulsory  regula- 
tions for  the  storage  of  poisons ;  the  Glasgow  Association 
was  strenuous  in  its  opposition,  and  after  two  meetings 
of  the  trade  had  been  held  in  the  city  the  West  of 
Scotland  Chemists'  Defence  Association  was  formed.  The 
price  list  had  by  that  time  come  into  being,  and  "  very 
many  of  the  most  respectable  houses  "  had  adopted  the 
code,  "  melboracis,"  and  the  prices.  At  this  meeting 
notice  of  motion  was  given  to  alter  the  name  of.  the 
Association  to  "  The  Glasgow  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion " ;  but  the  motion  evidently  failed  to  win  accept- 
ance, as  the  older  name  is  continued  in  more  than  one 
subsequent  notice  of  the  Association's  proceedings.  The 
next  annual  report  was  distinguished  by  its  remarks  on 
early  closing,  prices,  and  the  formation  of  an  assistants' 
association.  It  wTas  hoped  that  members  of  the  trade 
still  adhering  to  late  hours  would  be  induced  to  adopt 
eight  o'clock  closing,  the  inference  being  that  the 
majority  were  already  observing  it.  As  to  prices,  it  was 
remarked  that  Glasgow  had  long  been  behind  other  towns 
— presumably  in  charging  enough — and  that  "  a  better 
opportunity  certainly  could  not  present  itself  than  the 
present  "  for  raising  retail  prices. 

A  Price  List  Compiled 

The  practical  outcome  of  this  aspiration  came  to  light 
in  the  last  month  of  the  year,  when  it  was  announced 
at  a  meeting  that  139  chemists  and  surgeons  had  signed 
petitions  in  favour  of  a  retail  price  list.  The  gathering 
formally  adopted  the  list,  and  appointed  a  standing  com- 
mittee to  undertake  its  periodical  revision.  The  first 
issue  of  300  copies  (published  at  Is;  each)  was  scon 
exhausted,  applications  being-  received  "  from  different 
parts  of  the  country,  and  from  England."  The  Assistants' 
Association  was  closely  connected  with  the  movement  for 
earlier  closing,  but  was  to  remain  organised,  it  was 
understood,  "  for  mutual  improvement."  An  echo  of  the 
early  closing  propaganda  was  heard  three  years  after- 
wards at  the  annual  meeting — called  the  twenty-fourth 
in  the  report — of  the  senior  body  :  it  was  then  propesed 
that  no  member  should  be  eligible  for  office  unices  he 
agreed  to  close  his  shop  at  eight  o'clock.  The  motion, 
however,  was  lost  by  a  large  majority,  only  six  members 
voting  for  it.  Earlier  in  the  session  another  cause 
destined  eventually  to  triumph  received  a  set-back  :  a 
motion  "  for  the  admission  of  lady  chemists  and  drug- 
gists as  members  "  was  similarly  lest.    It  would  almost 
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appear  that  this  refusal  to  admit  ladies  killed  the  Asso- 
ciation ;  for  on  October  28,  1886,  a  meeting  of  Glasgow 
chemists  was  held  f  or  the  purpose  of  trying  "  to  resus- 
citate the  local  association,  which  has  been  dead  for 
some  years  past."  (The  Glasgow  Pharmaceutical  and 
Literary  Association,  founded  in  1879,  was  also  short- 
lived.) During  the  intervening  years,  however,  the  price 
list  committee  had  apparently  been  meeting  and  revising 
prices  quarterly.  The  Association  was  got  going,  but 
not,  reports  indicate,  with  as  complete  success  as  could 
have  been  wished ;  as  in  March  1892  a  Vice-President 
of  the  Assistants'  Association  (Mr.  James  Bruce)  read  a 
paper,  under  the  title,  "  A  Plea  for  a  New  Association," 
urging  that  employers  and  assistants  should  unite  to 
form  a  new  body.  In  looking  through  a  local  directory, 
he  said,  he  found  about  186  names  of  druggists;  and 
he  considered  that  200  assistants  and  50  apprentices 
might  perhaps  be  induced  to  join  a  new  organisation. 
The  estimate,  if  optimistic,  was  not  entirely  wide  of 
the  mark  :  in  October  of  the  same  year  a  meeting  of 
those  interested  was  held  in  order  to  carry  out  Mr. 
Bruce's  suggestion,  and  the  attendance,  we  read,  was 
"  encouraging." 

A  Widened  Scope 

Mr.  J.  L.  Gurrie  (afterwards  President  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great  Britain)  was  elected  Presi- 
dent, -and  Mr.  Alexander  Laing  secretary  of  "The 
Glasgow  Pharmaceutical  Association  "  ;  and  the  enterprise 
of  the  new  body  may  be  inferred  from  the  fact  that 
in  the  following  April  its  scope  was  extended  and  its 
name  was  changed  to  "  The  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scot- 
land Pharmaceutical  Association."  In  1899  a  fissiparous 
tendency  again  set  in,  and  the  Glasgow  Chemists'  Assis- 
tants' and  Apprentices'  Association  •  was  formed,  under 
the  presidency  of  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  :  for  some  years 
three  associations  (the  third  being  the  Trade  Association) 
pursued  their  various  courses  independently.  The  next 
change  took  place  in  the  late  autumn  of  1905.  when 
negotiations  for  amalgamation  were,  opened  between  the 
Pharmaceutical  Association  and  the  Trade  Association. 
The  union  was  accomplished  in  the  spring  of  1906.  and 
the  name  adapted  was  "  The  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scot- 
land Chemists'  Association."  From  an  average  of  rather 
less  than  150  the  membership  increased  until  in  1912  it 
reached  nearly  500 — probably  thev  high-water  mark  for 
this  or  any  chemists'  association  in  Great  Britain.  During 
the  European  war  the  Association  was  kept  going  by  the 
enthusiasm  of  those  in  charge ;  and  in  1920  the  rise  of 
a  new  body,  the  Pharmacy  Athletic  Club,  led  to  pro- 
posals for  winding  up  and  amalgamation  with  the  club. 
This  came  about  on  April'  29,  1921,  and  the  title,  "  The 
Glasgow  Pharmacy  Club,"  was  adopted.  Some  of  the 
best-known  pharmacists  of  the  earlier  years  of  the  Glas- 
gow Associations — e.g.,  George  Murdoch.  James  Murdoch, 
and  John  McMillan — are  being  referred  to  in  another 
connection  :  it  remains  to  give  brief  particulars  of  a 
few  others  whose  fame  was  much  more  than  local.  Of 
these.  Daniel  Frazer,  President  of  the  Association  of  his 
day  in  1876-78,  and  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  stands  out  pre-eminent.  A 
partner  in  the  leading  firm  of  Frazer  &  Green,  he  even- 
tually became  sole  proprietor  of  the  business.  Some  of 
his  speeches,  reported  in  early  volumes  of  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist,  may  still  be  read  with  interest  for  their 
combination  of  culture  with  business  acumen.  He  was 
the  father  of  Sir  James  Frazer,  of  "  Golden  Bough  " 
fame.  W.  L.  Howie,  known  as  widely  in  England  as 
in  Scotland  by  his  long  connection  with  Barron.  Harveys 
&  Co.  and  The  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd.,  studied 
for  a  time  at  Anderson's  College,  and  was  for  years  a 
regular  visitor  to  Glasgow  and  the  district.  He  died 
in  1918.  Robert  McAdam,  head  of  the  Glasgow  Apothe- 
caries' Company,  and  elected  President  of  the  Associa- 
tion in  1880,  spent  practically  all  his  life  in  the  city, 
starting  there  in  1861  and  passing  away  in  1923  at  the 
venerable  age  of  eighty -one.  With  him  was  closely 
associated  John  Walker,  who  died  early  in  the  present 
year  after  a  well-earned  period  of  retirement.  Better 
known,  perhaps,  to  pharmacists  of  the  present  generation 
than  any  of  these  was  W.  L.  Currie,  President  of  the 
Glasgow  Association  during  thirteen  successive  years  and 
President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Societv  in  1918-20.  Mr. 


Currie  died  in  1922.  The  Glasgow  district  possesses  3 
representative  on  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  in  the  person  of  Mr.  Thomas  Guthrie,  Clyde- 
bank, who  has  worthily  sustained  the  local  traditions  as 
a  councillor  since  1916.  Mr.  Guthrie  was  the  first  Presi- 
dent of  the  Chemists'  Friendly  Society,  and  has  done 
notable  service  on  various  official  bodies  administering 
the  Insurance  Acts.  The  following  is  the  list  of  Presi- 
dents, so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  ascertain  : —

Anti  Diabetic  Extracts. — A  process  for  obtaining  the 
active  principle  in  a  concentrated  form  from  the  ductless 
portion  of  the  fresh  pancreas  of  cartilaginous  fishes,  or 
from  the  fresh  related  glands,  chiefly  islets,  of  bony 
fishes,  consisting  in  repeatedly  extracting  the  gland  with 
alcohol  and  removing  the  lipoids,  enzymes,  and  proteins 
by  appropriate  treatment.  (The  Governors  of  the 
University  of  Toronto,  assignees  of  F.  G.  Banting,  C.  H. 
Best,  and  J.  B.  Collip.  209,766.) 

Sodium  Perborate. — A  process  for  the  manufacture  of 
sodium  perborate,  consisting  in  introducing  carbon  dioxide 
into  a  mixture  of  sodium  metaborate  and  sodium  peroxide 
in  water,  and  before  separating  the  perborate  obtained 
the  bicarbonate  in  the  lye  is  treated  with  sodium  peroxide 
and  sodium  metaborate.  To  increase  the  yield  and 
stability  of  the  product,  protective  substances,  such  as 
earth  alkali  silicates,  or  organic  substances,  are  added. 
(Deutsche  Gold-  und  Silber-Scheideanstalt  vorm.  Roessler 
und  0.  Liebknecht,  231.945.) 

Trypanocide. — A  process  for  the  preparation  of  the 
urea  of  ?/(-aminobenzoyl-»i-amino  -  p  -  methylbenzoyl  - 
1  •  naphthylamino  -  4  -  6  -  8  -  trisulphonate  of  sodium,  a 
body  possessing  a  powerful  trypanocidal  action,  by  the 
action  of  3-nitro-4-methylbenzoyl  chloride  on  the  tri- 
sodium  salt  of  1  -  naphthylamino  -  4  -  6  -  8  -  trisulphonic 
acid,  followed  by  reduction  of  the  product,  whereupon 
the  latter  is  made  to  react  with  w-nitrobenzoyl  chloride. 
The  resulting  product  is  reduced  and  finally  treated  with 
phosgene.    (Ttablissements  Poulene  Freres.  224,849.)

Dihydrodesoxymorphine    and    Dihydrodesoxycodeine. — 

The  latter  base  is  obtained  by  treating  chloro-dihydro- 
codid  with  sodium  in  methyl  alcohol  un<5er  pressure  at 
136°-140°;  on  neutralising  the  resulting  alkaline  liquid 
and  adding  solution  of  sodium  carbonate,  the  dihydro- 
desoxymorphine can  be  extracted  with  chloroform. 
(Knoll  &  Co.,  and  A.  Skita,    D.R.P.  414,598.) 

Bismuth  and  Arsenobenzol  Compounds. — Complex  com- 
binations of  bismuth  with  arsenobenzol  derivatives  can 
be  prepared  by  mixing  a  solution  of  a  bismuth  salt  with 
a  solution  of  an  arsenobenzol  derivative,  in  an  acid  or 
alkaline  medium,  followed  by  precipitation  of  the  result- 
ing brown-coloured  compound  from  alcohol.  (Farbwerke 
vorm.  Meister  Lucius  &  Briining.    D.R.P.  414,799.)

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A  Recent  Book  Auction 

Many  pharmacists  who  are  bcok  collectors  experience 
difficulty  in  valuing  the  "  finds  "  they  have  already 
secured  or  estimating  the  worth  of  volumes  which  may 
be  offered  to  them.  Any  bookseller  knows  that  a  volume 
dated  earlier  than  1650  has  a  fair  value,  particularly  if 
it  be  printed  in  "  black  letter"  type.  But  discoveries 
may  occasionally  be  made  in  small  bookshops,  or  even 
on  the  street  stalls.  Articles  on  old  herbals  which  have 
appeared  in  the  C.  <£•  D.,  particularly  that  by  Mr.  C.  C. 
Bell  in  the  Special  of  1922,  are  very  informative, 
but  do  not  usually  deal  with  prices.  There 
are  no  standard  prices  for  old  books ;  they  vary  with 
the  demand  or  the  desire  to  possess  particular  volumes. 

The  Middleton  Library 

At  Christie's  sale  rooms  last  month  the  library  of 
Lord  Middleton,  from  Wollaton  Hall,  Nottingham,  was 
sold,  which  contained  many  pharmaceutical  and  medical 
books.  These  were  mostly  in  fine  condition,  owing  prob- 
ably to  the  fact  that  the  books  had  reposed  in  the 
library  for  250  years,  and  had  not  been  passed  from  hand 
to  hand.  There  were  also  some  interesting  manuscripts. 
The  following  notes  on  the  prices  obtained  are  supple- 
mented by  information  gleaned  from  Mrs.  Arber's  book, 
"  Herbals  :  Their  Origin  and  Evolution  "  (Cambridge 
Press)  : — 

Alpintjs,  Phospeh,  Professor  of  Botany  at  Padua,  accom- 
panied Venetian  Consul  to  Egypt  and  issued  his  "  De  Plantis 
Egjpti  "  at  Venice,  1592.  The  volume  in  the  Middleton  sale 
was  an  amended  edition,  published  at  Patavia,  1640,  con- 
taming  notes  by  Veslingus  and  bound  up  in  one  volume  with 
another  of  Alpirius'  works,  "  De  Balsamo  Dialogus," 
Patavia,  1639.  Woodcuts.  Quarto.  Calf.  Price  16s.  _  A 
bundle  of  four  other  books,  one  by  Alpinus  on  Egyptian 
medicine,  quarto,  vellum,  Venice,  1591,  and  three  anatomical 
works,  sold  for  £3. 

Bauhin. — Two  brothers,  Jean,  the  elder  by  19  years,_  a:id 
Caspar,  were  sons  of  an  Amiens  doctor  who  fled  to  Switzer- 
land because  of  religious  persecution.  Both  produced  botani- 
cal works.  Jean,  in  collaboration  with  his  son-in-law,  J.  H. 
Cherlerus,  was  the  author  of  a  "  Universal  History  of 
Plants  "  published  in  Latin  in  1650-51.  These  three  volumes 
con-tain  descriptions  of  about  5,000  plants,  with  3,500  wood- 
cuts. These  were  quarto,  calf  bound,  and  sold  for  £2  5s. 
Caspar,  or  Jaspard,  published  at  Frankfort,  in  1620,  his 
"  Prodromus  Theatri  Botanici,"  containing  600  species,  with 
140  woodcuts.  This  sold  for  £1  6s.  (quarto,  vellum).  In 
1623,  at  Basle,  he  produced  a  more  important  volume, 
"  Pinax  Theatri  Botanici,"  a  catalogue  of  plant  names  and 
a  scheme  of  arrangement  which  was  adopted  by  later  writers 
as  the  basis  of  their  works.  This  book,  quarto,  old  calf, 
but  stained,  sold  for  10s.  The  same  edition  of  the  "  Pinax,-' 
and  a  later  edition  of  the  *'  Prodromus,"  sheepskin,  Basle, 
1671,  sold  as  one  lot  for  £1  18s. 

Cahy,  Walter. — Almost  the  first  real  herbal  to  be  printed 
in  England  was  a  quarto  volume  published  by  Richard 
Banekes  in  1525.  This  became  very  popular  and  appeared 
in  a  large  number  of  editions.  One  of  these,  known  as  Cary's, 
or  Copland's,  Herbal  is  merely  a  copy  of  Branches'.  It  is 
entitled  "  A  Book  of  the  Properties  of  Herbs."  At  the 
Middleton  sale  a  small  quarto  volume  was  offered  containing 
two  works,  "  The  Castel  of  Helth,"  by  Sir  Thomas  Elyot, 
black  letter,  slightly  defective,  London,  1547,  bound  up  with 
"  Cary's  Herbal,"  black  letter,  no  pagination,  several  leaves 
missing  and  others  defective,  boards  (perished),  "  printed 
at  London,  Flotestrote,  1546."    This  volume  realised  £17. 

Dodoens,  Rembert. — Belgian  botanist  and  physician,  Pro- 
fessor of'Medicine  at  Leyden.  Published  his  "  Cruydeboeck  " 
in  Dutch  at  Antwerp  in  1554.  and  another  Dutch  edition  in 
1563.  A  French  translation  by  Charles  L'Ecluse  was  pub- 
lished at  Antwerp,  1557,  and  a  Latin  edition  by  Plantin,  of 
Antwerp,  under  the  title  of  "  Stirpium  Historic  Pemptades 
Sex  "  in  1583.  Dodoens'  work  became  known  in  England 
through  Henry  Lyte's  English  translation  of  L'Ecluse's 
Ficnch  translation  of  the  original  Dutch  edition.  Lyte's 
work  was  published  in  London,  1578,  as  "  A  New  Herbal,  or 
History  of  Plants."  The  copy  sold  at  £6  10s.  was  a  black 
letter  edition,  corrected  and  amended,  folio,  old  calf, 
London,  1619-. 

Egenolph,  Christian. — Publisher  of  Frankfort,  who  did 
much  to  popularise  the  study  of  botany.  He  obtained 
(piratically,  it  is  suggested)  a  large  number  of  plant  illustra- 
tions and  used  them  to  illustrate  various  herbals  and 
botanical  works  by  different  authors,  the  principal  being  a 
ne,w  edition  of  the  old  German  "  Herbarius,"  by  Rhodion. 
He  also  published  these  illustrations  separately  in  various 


editions  without  descriptive  letterpress.  One  of  these  books 
was  offered  at  the  Middleton  sale,  containing  woodcuts  of 
flowers,  birds,  and  animals,  coloured,  with  names  and 
descriptions  in  Latin  and  Dutch,  with  English  equivalents 
and  notes  added  in  early  handwriting.  This,  a  good  copy, 
quarto,  calf  bound,  published  at  Frankfort,  1552,  sold  for  £3. 

Gerard,  John.— The  well-known  English  botanist,  of 
Holborn,  London,  first  published  his  "  Herbal  "  in  1597.  A 
much  enlarged  edition  by  Thomas  Johnson,  whose  garden 
was  in  Snow  Hill,  was  published  in  1633  and  reprinted  in 
1636.  For  this  reprint,  folio,  in  calf,  with  covers  loose,  £5  5s. 
was  paid. 

Gesner;  Conrad.— Professor  of  Philosophy  and  Natural 
History  in  Zurich,  his  native  town.  Chiefly  known  by  the 
collection  of  plant  illustrations  prepared  during  his  life  and 
published  after  his  death  by  Camerarius  and  Trew.  Three 
of  his  works  appeared  in  the  sale  :  (1)  "  The  New  Jewel  of 
Health,"  treating  of  distillations  of  waters,  oils  and  balsams, 
published  in  English  bv  George  Baker,  surgeon.  Octavo, 
black  letter,  in  vellum,  1576.  Price  £3  15s.  (2)  "  History 
of  Animals,  Beasts,  Birds  and  Fishes."  Folio,  many  coloured 
woodcuts,  3  vols.,  calf,  some  leaves  missing,  others  defective, 
1551-60.  Price  14s.  (3)  "  History  of  Four-Footed  Beasts." 
Folio,  woodcuts  by  Gesner  and  Edward  Topsail.  In  English. 
1607.    Price  £6. 

Glanville,  Bartholomew  de.— One  of  the  earliest  printed 
books  containing  botanical  information  was  "  The  Encyclo- 
pedia "  of  Bartholomeus  Anglicus  (or  de  Glanville).  Ho 
lived  in  the  thirteenth  century,  and  his  book,  known  also  as 
"  Liber  de  Proprietatibus  Rerum,"  was  first  printed  at 
Cologne  about  1470.  It  contained  a  section  on  trees  and 
herbs  and  their  medicinal  properties.  An  English  transla- 
tion by  John  of  Trevisa  was  printed  bv  Wynkyn  de  Worde 
about  1495  at  Westminster.  The  Middleton  collection  con- 
tained a  beautifully  illustrated  manuscript  of  fifteenth  cen- 
tury in  one  large  thick  volume,  bound  in  eighteenth  century 
Russian  leather  and  containing  387  leaves  of  stout  vellum, 
22  x  15  inches,  on  which  Trevisa's  English  translation  of 
Glanville's  book  had  been  written  out  and  richly  illumin- 
ated with  floral  scrolls  and  initial  letters  in  burnished  gold 
and  colours.    The  price  paid  for  this  was  £300. 

Helmont,  J.  B.  Van. — A  copy  of  the  "  Ortus  Medicinal," 
in  calf,  printed  at  Amsterdam,  1652,  included  with  five  other 
medical  works,  sold  for  £4  10s. 

Hill,  Dr.  John. — A  large  folio  by  this  medical  writer, 
"  The  British  Herbal,"  with  engraved  frontispiece  and  many 
plates,  in  half-calf,  dated  1756,  realised  26s. 

Hortus  Sanitatis. — Several  editions  published  in  German 
and  Latin,  from  1484  onwards.  The  German  edition  titles 
are  :  "  Ortus  Sanitatis,"  "  Herbarius  zu  Teutsah,"  "  Johann 
von  Cube's  Herbal,"  and  "  Smaller  Ortus."  At  the  Middle- 
ton  sale  a  volume  was  sold  which  contained  the  "  Hortus 
Sanitatis,"  Joannes  de  Cuba,"  black  letter,  with  several 
hundred  woodcuts,  in  double  columns.  Published  at  Strass- 
burg,  1517.  Boimd  up  with  "  Practica  in  Arte  Chirurgica," 
Joannes  de  Vigo,  1514.    This  sold  for  £51. 

RIatthioltjs,  Petrtjs  Andreas.— Italian  botanist,  born  in 
Siena,  1501.  Wrote  a  commentary  in  six  books  on  the  work  of 
Dioscorides.  Early  editions,  Venice,  1544  and  1554,  had 
small  illustrations  only.  There  were  better  figures  in  later 
editions,  such  as  that  of  Venice,  1565.  The  volume  in  the 
sale,  folio,  calf  bound,  stained,  dated  Venice,  1569,  with 
early  MS.  notes,  sold  for  £3  5s.  Another  edition,  in  French, 
printed  at  Lyons,  1566,  was  sold,  bound  together  in  one 
volume  with  a  description,  in  Latin,  of  the  plants  in  the 
Farnese  Garden  at  Rome,  printed  at  Rome,  1625,  prico 
£3  15s. 

Parkinson,  John. — British  botanist,  who  had  a  garden  in 
Long  Acre,  London.  Published  "  Paradisi  in  Sole,"  1629, 
also  a  much  larger  herbal,  "  Theatrum  Bolanicum."  In 
this  volume  he  included  almost  the  whole  of  Caspar  Bauhin's 
"  Pinax."  His  illustrations  were  chiefly  copied  from  Gerard. 
In  the  Middleton  sale  a  copy  of  "  Paradisi  in  Sole,"  old  calf 
(broken),  with  engraved  "title  page,  1656,  sold  for  £13. 

Pharmacopeias. — A  copy  of  the  first  edition  of  the  London 
Pharmacopoeia,  folio,  interleaved,  rough  calf  binding,  with 
engraved  title,  1613,  wao  included  in  one  lot  with  "  Defi- 
nitionum  Medicarum,"  J.  Gorraeus  (Frankfort,  1578).  The 
two  sold  for  £8. — A  copy  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Augustana 
(J.  Zwelfer).  Dordrecht,  1672,  with  five  other. medical  works, 
sold  for  £2  5s.  The  Augustan  Pharmacopoeia  was  first  pub- 
lished at  Augsburg,  1538. 

— Medical  works,  with  notes  by 
Leonard  Fuchs.  Tubingen,  1541,  octavo,  £2  5s.  Latin  works, 
five  volumes,  folio,  woodcuts,  Basle,  1561-2,  bearing  arms  of 
Cambridge  University,  £5  10s.  Hippocrates. — "  Opera 
Omnia,"  in  Greek.  Aldine  edition,  calf,  engravings  inserted, 
folio.  Venice,  1526,  price  £4  12s.  Paracelsus.—"  One  hundred 
and  fourteen  experiments  and  cures,"  and  three  other  medi- 
o-ii  treatises,  bound  in  one  volume.  Quarto,  1652,  £5  15s. 
"  Opera  Omnia."  three  volumes  in  two,  with  portrait.  Folio, 
Geneva,  1658,  £7.

Although  business  remains  on  the  quiet  side,  there  is  a 
fair  amount  of  interest  shown  this  week,  particularly  in 
Chinese  produce,  forward  offers  of  which  are  still  infre- 
quent. Rhubarb  on  the  spot  is  unchanged,  but  higher 
c.i.f.  prices  have  been  received  during  the  week.  There 
are  few  offers  also  from  Japan.  Menthol  has  had  one 
of  its  spectacular  advances.  Orders  from  abroad  came 
on  to  a  bare  market,  causing  a  rapid  advance  in  prices. 
So  far  only  dealers  are  concerned,  but  in  some  quarters 
it  is  believed  that,  so  soon  as  the  trade  come  forward 
for  their  autumn  requirements — as  there  is  very  little 
on  the  way — values  will  rise  considerably.  Japanese 
mint  oil  is  in  a  somewhat  similar  position  to  menthol 
and  has  already  started  to  advance  in  price.  Low  values 
have  attracted  further  buyers  of  new  cascara  bark ; 
ipecacuanha  is  in  fair  demand.  China  soy  is  very 
scarce.  Balsams  of  tolu  and  Peru  and  Canada  balsam 
are  the  turn  easier.  Turkish  white  galls  have 
been  in  active  demand.  Cloves  are  dearer.  Slippery 
elm  bark  is  inquired  for  on  the  spot,  and  lobelia  is 
scarce  and  may  advance  before  new  crop  comes  along. 
Cheap  sellers  of  senega  have  cleared  their  stocks  and 
values  are  steadier.  Japanese  vegetable  wax  is  dearer. 
Sales  of  lemon  oil  are  reported  at  much  higher  rates 
in  Sicily.  Bergamot  and  orange  are  also  dearer.  Star 
anise  is  dearer  and  in  fair  demand.  Cassia  is  firmer. 
American  peppermint  is  nominal,  and  spearmint  has  again 
advanced.  The  demand  for  pharmaceutical  chemicals  is 
fairly  good,  but  orders  are  small.  Aspirin  is  selling  at 
steady  rates.  Bromides  show  a  firmer  tendency.  Chloral 
is  in  better  demand  at  higher  prices.  Creosote  is  dearer 
and  potassium  permanganate  (B.P.)  has  also  advanced. 
Vanillin  is  cheaper  following  keen  competition  from 
France.  The  demand  for  certain  fixed  oils  is  slightly 
better.  Castor  oil  is  still  weak ;  palm  is  firmer,  with 
more  business.  Rape  is  dearer,  and  linseed  has  improved 
after  a  decline  during  the  week.  With  the  exception  of 
sal  ammoniac,  which  is  much  cheaper,  industrial  chemicals 
are  fairly  steady.  Slight  movements  in  buyer's  favour 
are  recorded  for  ammonium  chloride,  potassium  chlorate 
and  prussiate,  sodium  acetate  and  nitrate.  Shellac  has 
been  in  fair  demand  and  is  dearer.  Pepper  has  advanced 
with  a  good  demand,  both  on  spot  and  c.i.f.  to  arrive. 
Turpentine  is  quiet  and  slightly  easier.

per  lb. ;  seconds  at  4s.  5d. 

Aloes. — Good  capey  Curaeoa  in  cases  is  quoted  at  55s. 
per  cwt.,  and  good  liver  is  77s.  6d. 

Antimony. — In  the  absence  of  any  indication  of  im- 
provement in  the  situation  in  China,,  the  tendency  of 
the  market  has  continued  strong,  while  business  was  put 
through  in  Chinese  regulus  on  the  spot  at  £63  upward. 
For  parcels  afloat  £60  10s.  was  paid  c.i.f.  Terms  for 
shipment  are  nominal  at  £60  to  £61  c.i.f.  A  spot  parcel 
has  been  sold  for  re-export  at  £65  f.o.b.  Widely  diver- 
gent terms  are  quoted  for  English  refined,  some  smelters 
still  taking  orders  at  about  £75,  while  the  larger  pro- 
ducers are  virtually  holding  aloof  and  asking  as  much  as 
£85  per  ton.

6d.  to 
2s.  8d.    Canada  in  56-lb.  cases  is  cheaper  at  5s.  2d. 

Bismuth. — There  seems  to  be  a  regular  good  trade 
demand  for  the  supplies  coming  forward,  and  the  Con- 
vention price  stands  at  the  higher  price  enforced  recently 
of  10s.  per  lb.,  as  reported  last  week.  The  tone  is  very 
firm.

A  fair  amount  of 
business  has  been  done  in  White  to  users  of  Chinese  galls 
who  wish  to  safeguard  supplies  in  view  of  the  disturbed 
conditions  in  China.  The  price  in  consequence  has  sharply 
advanced  to  65s.  There  is  no  market  in  Green,  which 
are  nominal  at  50s. 

Ginger  is  steady,  with  some  demand  for  Jamaica, 
■which  is  in  fair  supply  on  the  spot  at  from  80s.  to  110s.

9d.  has 
been  quoted.-  Minas  is  wanting  on  the  spot,  but  we 
understand  some  business  has  been  done  at  7s.  9d.  c.i.f. 
to  arrive. 

Lime  juice. — There  are  fair  spot  supplies  of  good 
quality.

These  stand  at  about 
3s.  9d.  to  4s.  3d.  per  lb.  for  small  ingots,  while  powder 
is  being  held  for  about  5s.  to  6s.  per  lb. 

Menthol. — The  spot  price,  compared  with  the  arrival 
price,  has  for  months  past  been  at  a  lower  parity, 
and  although  the  stocks  were  small,  the  inability  of 
buyers  to  hold  arrival  goods  was  responsible  for  "keen 
competition  for  orders,  irrespective  of  cost.  An  oppor- 
tunity, however,  occurred  last  Friday  and  onward  to 
clear  out  these  weak  holders.  An  order  for  20  or  so 
cases  from  abroad  started  the  movement,  and  it  was 
soon  seen  how  bare  the  market  was  of  stock.  Inquiries 
for  near  at  hand  or  afloat  goods  revealed  that  there  was 
little  or  nothing  coming  forward.  Spot  sales  of  Koba- 
yashi-Suzuki  started  at  41s.  per  lb.,  and  by  the  end  of 
last  week  43s.  was  paid.  Monday  opened  at  44s.  buyers, 
45s.  sellers.  Tuesday  45s.  buyers  and  46s.  sellers.  Since 
then  4gs.  has  been  paid,  and  for  5-case  lots  47s.  and  single- 
case  lots  47s.  6d.  is  asked.  For  afloat  45s.  c.i.f.  would 
be  paid,  but  there  appears  to  be  no  sellers  except  for 
distant  shipments.  Forward  prices  are  approximately  : 
October-December  shipment,  38s.  6d.  c.i.f.,  and  January- 
March  (1926)  shipment  36s.  6d.  c.i.f.,  both  positions 
being  for  new  crop. 

Mercury.— There  is  practically  no  alteration  for  spot 
lots,  in  which  business  has  been  again  done  at  between 
about  £14  and  £14  5s.  per  bottle,  less  the  usual  discount 
Ihe  undertone  is  very  firm,  there  being  not  a  great  deal 
ottering  for  shipment  from  the  Continent,  either  in 
secondhand  or  by  the  mines,  the  latter  being  ostensibly 
well  sold.  C.i.f.  terms  have  been  at  around  £13  15s 
We  have  heard  of  a  fair  quantity  booked  for  shipment 
from  Trieste  to  Hamburg  on  terms  fairly  in  line  with 
values  ruling  here.  The  supply  available 'on  the  spot  is 
not  large,  and  the  outlook  favours  firm  markets.  Manu- 
facturers largely  using  mercury,  however,  are  rather 
quiet.

bazaars     At  first  native  dealers  bought  in  small  quantities

as  £134  per  oke.  However,  in  view  of  the  large  supplies 
now  earning  in  prices  have  declined  appreciably     It  is  now 


established  beyond  doubt  that  the  yield  of  this  year's  crop  ' 
will  be  greater  than  was  the  case  last  year,  and  is  estimated 
to  amount  to  3,500  to  4,000  cases.  'However,  this  figure 
must  be  considered  as  purely  nominal  until  the  residt  of 
the  crop  in  _the  higher  situated  regions  is  known.  These 
faots  do  not  justify  the  prices  at  present  being  quoted  in  the 
interior,  and  there  is  every  likelihood  that  this  year  will 
bring  many  surprises  as  regards  market  quotations.  All  will 
depend  upon  the  demand  for  export,  which,  in  spite  of 
existing  restrictions,  is  fairly  brisk,  particularly  since  the 
crop  in  Persia  has  been  partially  damaged  in  consequence 
of  the  continual  frosts.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Macedonian 
crop_  promises  to  be  fairly  plentiful,  and  if  the  temperature 
continues  favourable,  it  may  possibly  amount  to  about 
2,000  oases." 

Constantinople,  June  30.—"  During  the  period  June  16 
to  date  arrivals  were  as  follows: — Druggists'.  1.317;  'softs/ 
331;  and  Malatia,  273  cases.  Stocks  amounted  to:—  Drug- 
gists', 127;  'softs,'  40;  and  Malatia,  20  cases.  During  the 
past  fortnight  11  cases  of  druggists'  were  sold,  of  which 
8  fetched  £T35,  2  cases  £T34,  and  one  case  of  granular 
opium  £T30.  per  oke.  In  spite  of  imminent  deliveries  from 
the  new  crop,  holders  show  no  inclination  to  clear  the  small 
stocks  still  in  hand  before  replacing  them  by  fresh 
goods.

The  fact  must 
not  be  lost  sight  of  Chat  the  economic  situation  of  the 
country  has  in  the  meantime  very  materially  appreciated. 
The  cultivator  and  first-hand  buyer  are  now  better  off  and 
in  a  position  to  retain  their  stocks  for  a  longer  period. 
In  this  connection  it  may  be  mentioned  that  opium  valued 
last  year  at  18s.  to  20s.  per  lb.  has  been  paid  for  at  the 
rate  of  30s.  to  35s.  per  lb.  In  spite  of  the  absence  of 
demand,  native  dealers  not  only  retain  the  stocks  already 
in  hand,  but  purchase  further  deliveries  from  the  pro- 
ducers, and  the  same  applies  to  all  the  important  raw 
materials,  such  as  tobacco,  wool,  silk,  etc.  For  this  reason 
it  is  generally  assumed  that  any  decline  in  price  following- 
arrivals  from  the  new  crop  will  be  only  temporary,  and 
that  prices  will  again  advance  at  the  first  opportunity.

Zanzibar  Clove  Exports 

The  officer  in  charge  for  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  at 
Nairobi,  in  forwarding  to  the  Department  of  Overseas 
Trade  the  following  brief  details  of  the  trade  of  Zanzibar 
during  the  first  quarter  of  1925  and  1924,  draws  attention 
to  the  fact  that  stocks  in  hand  and  in  transit  warehouses 
have  been  reduced  by  some  50  per  cent,  from  last  year's 
figures.  The  export  of  cloves  and  copra  both  show  sub- 
stantial increases,  and  in  this  connection  it  may  be  men- 
tioned that  the  bonus  to  clove  growers  has  proved  very 
successful,  and  numbers  of  new  trees  have  been  planted. 
The  exports  of  cloves  during  the  first  quarter  of  1925 
amounted  to  48,604  cwt.,  against  50,565  cwt.  for  the  same 
period  of  1924. 

Potash  Found  in  Texas 

Wetting  in  "  American  Forests  and  Forest  Life,"  G.  E. 
Mitchell  draws  attention  to  the  survey  of  the  Texas  potash 
fields,  for  which  Congress  is  now  being  urged  to  provide 
the  necessary  funds.  The  Texas  deposits  were  discovered 
while  drilling  for  oil,  and  the  tract  in  which  potash  has 
been  found  covers  an  area  of  about  125  miles  by  275  miles 
long.  As  American  farmers  are  once  more  relying  on 
German  potash  this  discovery  directly  affects  the  whole 
population  of  the  United  States.  Last  year  the  United 
States  imported  750.000  tons  of  potash  against  a  domestic 
production  of  less  than  40.000  tons.  The  present  discovery 
is  the  result  of  the  Geological  Survey  authorised  by  Congress 
some  twelve  years  ago.  Half  a  million  dollars  have  been 
appropriated  to  enable  the  Geological  Survey  to  determine 
the  magnitude  and  richness  of  these  new  potash  fields. .  The 
Texas  potash,  technically  known  as  polyhaiite,  is  very 
similar  to  kainit.

Emetine  from  Cephaeline 

Sm,— Our  attention  has  been  directed  to  your  note 
■upon  this  subject  (C.  cfc  D.,  June  20,  p.  880)  under  the 
heading  "  The  Progress  of  Pharmacy  and  Allied 
Sciences."  Reference  is  made  to  a  communication  to  the 
Colonel-Director  of  the  Brazilian  Military  Cbemico- 
Pharmaceutical  Laboratory  published  in  "  Revista  de 
Chernica  e  Pharmacia  Militar  "  in  April  1925,  which 
states  that  experiments  are  being  carried  out  with  a 
view  to  manufacturing  emetine  by  the  methylation  of 
cephaeline.  The  manufacture  of  emetine  by  methylation 
of  cephaeline  was  first  accomplished  by  us  on  June  25, 
1913,  and  the  process  has  been  in  regular  use  by  us  since 
that  date.  So  far  as  we  are  aware,  no  other  firm  is 
manufacturing  emetine  in  this  way. — Yours  faithfully,

The  Sale  of  Poisons 

Sir, — In  answer  to  one  of  the  legal  queries  appearing 
in  this  week's  C  &  D.  (July  4,  p.  41),  "  Hyd.  Perchlor. " 
is  informed  that  as  the  entry  in  Part  I  of  the  Poisons 
Schedule  is  simply  "  Corrosive  Sublimate,"  tablets  of 
hyd.  perchlor.,  containing  something  to  assist  solubility, 
would,  in  view  of  the  "  admixture  "  entry,  come  within 
Part  II  of  the  Schedule.  I  would  suggest  that  in  trying 
to  establish  this  difference  between  the  pure  drug  and 
these  tablets,  you  are  not  interpreting  the  soirit  nor 
the  purpose  of  the  Poisons  Act.  Obviously  the  purpose 
of  tablets  is  to  present  drugs  in  a  convenient  and  nortable 
form,  either  for  solution  purposes,  or  accurate  and  con- 
venient dosage,  and  furthermore,  the  tablets  are  labelled 
"  hydrarg.  perchlor.  gr.  8.75,"  or  whatever  the  strength 
might  be.  I  suppose  one  would  not  be  legally  wrong- 
in  placing  such  tablets  within  the  scope  of  Part  II.  but 
this  is  merely  due  to  the  weak  wording  of  the  Act.  It 
surely  occurs  to  the  pharmacist  that  if  corrosive  subli- 
mate (pure  drug)  is  officially  in  Part  I,  so  tablets  con- 
taining a  small  proportion  of  drug  which  serves  no 
medicinal  purpose  whatever,  but  is  merely  added  to  aid 
solubility,  should  also  be  included  under  Part  I.  The 
Act  could  in  this  way  be  so  distorted  and  misinterpreted 
that  by  simple  manoeuvring,  such  as  the  addition  of 
exceedingly  small  quantities  of  inert  colouring  matter, 
etc.,  a  very  dangerous  drug  can  be  distributed  almost  as 
easily  as  sugar.  In  terms  of  toxicity,  hydrarg.  perchlor. 
is  perhaps  three  or  four,  times  greater  than  potassium 
cyanide,  and  yet  preparations  of  this  latter  drug  are 
included  under  Part  I.  I  think  pharmacists  should  apply 
a  broader  interpretation  in  such  doubtful  cases,  rather 
than  a  literal  one. — -Yours  faithfully,

[Our  correspondent  appears  to  be  unaware  of  the 
change  brought  about  in  the  vending  of  poisons  by  the 
amendment  of  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868, 
in  the  Dangerous  Drugs  and  Poisons  (Amendment)  Act, 
1923.  The  chemist's  original  duty  was  to  safeguard  the 
interests  of  the  public,  and  faulty  draftsmanship  mattered 
little  so  long  as  poisons  were  not  obtainable  without 
adequate  safeguards.  The  new  point  that  has  arisen  is 
the  sale  to  medical  men  of  Part  I  poisons  on  a  written 
and  signed  order  or  after  signing  the  Poison  Book. 
This  feature  makes  it  necessary  that  the  chemist  should 
know  exactly  when  to  apply  the  conditions  of  Part  I 
of  the  Poisons  Schedule,  and  when  not!  The  purpose 
of  the  reply  referred  to  was  to  define  the  legal  nosition. — 
Editor.] 

Coupon  Schemes 

Sir, — A  remark  in  a  recent  issue  with  regard  to  a 
Coupon  scheme  (C.  <Sb  D.,  June  27,  p.  931),  to  the  effect 
that  the  manufacturing  firm  cannot  have  realised  what 


it  means  to  the  chemist,  must  surely  be  tinged  with 
a  little  irony.  Forcing  the  hand  of  the  retailer,  while 
displacing  goods  of  a  similar  kind  of  other  makers,  is 
largely  the  raison  d'etre  of  these  advertising  schemes, 
and  the  pharmacist's  position  is  not  likely  to  worry 
the  advertisers,  unless  it  is  to  cause  them  amusement  at 
the  easy  way  in  which  the  average  retailer  can  be 
exploited  at  will.  At  the  same  time,  I  think  that  this 
form  of  advertising  is  a  passing  craze ;  there  are  distinct 
signs  of .  a  slump  in  the  giving-away  business ;  several 
big  schemes  lately,  especially  those  which  require  a 
purchase  to  be  made  to  obtain  the  .  bonus,  have  fallen 
very  flat.  An  effectual  method  of  helping  the  decease 
of  these  "  stunt  "  schemes  would  be  for  chemists  to  refuse 
to  participate,  as  I  do  not  see  other  retailers  featuring 
the  window  bills  or  making  displays  of  goods  advertised 
in  this  manner. — Faithfully  yours,

The  New  Spirit 

Sir,—"  A  Mere  Chemist  "  {C.  cfc  D.,  July  4,  p.  41) 
notes  the  growing  inquisitiveness  of  a  certain  class  of 
commercial  traveller  :  it  is  an  inquisitiveness  that  is 
being  considerably  overdone  in  some  quarters.  One  man 
recently,  on  my  refusing  to  give  him  an  order,  asked  point 
blank  who  were  my  suppliers  and  what  their  price  was ; 
there  are  many  others  who  put  the  same  questions  in 
a  far  more  insinuating  manner,  and  many  chemists  would 
be  surprised  if  they  could  see  the  card-index  files  of 
some  of  the  big  firms  who  go  in  for  this  policy.  The 
thing  to  do  is  first  to  recognise  the  traveller  in  search 
of  information,  then  to  adopt  one  of  two  courses — 
either  to  show  him  out  or  to  fill  him  up  with  "  informa- 
tion "  which  he  can  send  on  to  his  firm.  It  is,  of 
course,  only  fair  to  travellers  as  a  class  to  say  that 
there  are  many  of  them  who  object  to  this  reporting 
system  quite  as "  much  as  the  retailer  may  do-  but 
when  a  man  has  served  a  firm  for  years  and  it  is  taken 
over  by  a  big  combine,  he  may  find  that  he  has  no 
alternatives  except  the  loss  of  his  position  or  to  fill 
up  the  printed  sheets  which  are  provided  for  him.

Aspirin  Tablets 

Mr.  W.  A.  Knight,  Ph.C,  writes  :  I  enclose  a  sample 
of  aspirin  tablets  which  I  think  can  be  fairly  claimed 
that  free  salicylic  acid  is  absent,  and  that  they  disin- 
tegrate at  once  in  water.  I  have  been  making  them  to 
this  formula  for  the  last  nine  months  for  the  local 
hospital.     With  several  batches,  although  the  granules 
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were  free  from  salicylic  acid,  the  tablets  were  not  so;  I 
found  this  was  due  to  the  use  of  a  slightly  alkaline 
starch.  [We  have  confirmed  Mr.  Knight's  claims  as  to 
the  physical  characters  of  the  tablets  he  sends. — 
Editor.  ] 

0.  &  D.  Betail  Price  List 
The  new  quarterly  G.  &  D  Retail  Price  List  has  been 
received  with  gratitude.  The  list  bids  fair  to  become  the 
national  price  list,  and  deservedly  so.  By  its  adoption 
many  businesses  have  immensely  increased  their  net 
profits.

Legal  Queries 

S.  &  Go.  (26/6). — The  sarsaparilla  mixture  label  is  on 
the  border-line  of  liability  to  medicine-stamp  duty  on 
account  of  the  words  "  similar  disorders  arising  from 
impure  blood."  These  disorders  may  include  ailments 
which  are  liable  to  duty. 

/.  J.  (3/7). — By  the  omission  of  the  word  "medi- 
cinal "  in  the  recent  revision  of  the  arsenic  definition 
in  the  Poisons  Schedule  copper  arsenite  becomes  a  Part  I 
poison,  and  can  only  be  Gold  legally  by  qualified  chemists 
and  druggists  and  licensees  of  agricultural  and  horticul- 
tural poisons  under  the  conditions  applying  to  Part  I 
poisons. 

W.  B.  (27/6)  employs  canvassers  whom  he  pays  on  the 
basis  of  expenses  and  commission.  Must  they  be  insured 
under  the  National  Insurance  schemes?  [If  the  can- 
vassers are  exclusively  employed  by  "  W.  B.,"  and  their 
remuneration  does  not  exceed  the  rate  of  £250  a  year, 
they  must  be  insured  under  both  the  Health  and  the 
Unemployment  Insurance  schemes.  The  exemption  in 
favour  of  an  agent  paid  by  commission  applies  only  to 
agents  who  have  some  other  employment  or  hold  more 
than  one  agency.] 

E.  W.  (30/6). — Acet.  ipecac,  in  the  formula  you  send 
is  a  poison  within  Part  II  of  the  Poisons  Schedule,  but 
on  the  principle  which  is  usually  applied  to  vinum  in 
similar  cases  it  can  be  overlooked,  as  it  provides  its  own 
antidote,  and  no  poisoning  could  result.  The  only  ques- 
tion remaining  is  the  liq.  morph.  hyd.  Possibly  the 
least  obtrusive  way  of  complying  with  the  Labelling 
Order  would  be  :  ."  This  preparation  contains  liq.  morph. 
hyd.  B.P.  1/109,  and  is  labelled  '  poison  '  in  accordance 
with  the  Pharmacy  Acts." 

Linden  (24/6). — In  the  cough  mixture  formula  given  it 
is  a  safe  plan  to  regard  the  chloroform  and  the  ext. 
ipecac,  liq.  as  making  aq.  chlorof.  and  vin.  ipecac, 
extemporaneously.  The  former  would  not  then  be  a 
poison  within  the  meaning  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and 
the  latter  is  practically  treated  as  not  a  poison  in  diluted 
form,  as  it  provides  its  own  antidote.  The  tr.  camph. 
co.  must  be  declared.  A  slip  label  fulfils  the  renuirement, 
but  printing  on  the  regular  label  is  safer,  and  a  precaution 
against  forgetfulness  in  affixing  the  slips. 

Gaucho  (29/6)  has  had  in  his  service  for  some  years 
a  very  reliable  assistant,  to  whom  he  proposes  to  give 
an  interest  in  the  business.  She  will  draw  a  weekly 
sum  and,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  receive  a  share  of  the 
profits,  less  her  weekly  drawings.  Must  she  be  insured 
under  the  National  Insurance  schemes?  [Her  liability  to 
insurance  depends  entirely  upon  whether  she  will  con- 
tinue to  serve  under  a  contract  of  employment.  If  she 
is  to  become  "  Gaucho's  "  partner  she  will  not  have 
to  be  insured  ;  but  if  she  will  still  be  in  his  service  she 
will  not  cease  to  be  liable  to  be  insured  merely  because 
she  is  remunerated  by  a  share  of  the  profits  unless  her 
remuneration  is  at  the  rate  of  more  than  £250  a  year.]

VI/.  D.  &  S.  (18/5).— Tincture  of  iodine  B.P.— This 
refers  to  tr.  iodi.  mitis.  B.P.  1914,  which  corresponds  to 
tr.  iodi.  B.P.  1898,  when  there  was  only  one  official 
tincture  of  iodine.  Tr.  iodi.  fortis  B.P.  1914  takes  the 
place  of  liq.  iodi  fortis  B.P.  1898,  but  many  prescribers 
are  confused  by  the  inclusion  of  the  two  tinctures  in  the 
present  work. 

S.,  Ltd.  (19/5).— Dry  shampoo. — See  C.  &  D.,  January 
31,  p.  176.  A  pine  tar  shampoo  is  produced  by  adding 
a  small  proportion  of  liq.  picis  ligni,  made  by  disso'ving 
wood-tar  1  in  tincture  of  quillaia  (1  in  10  of  alcohol 
90  per  cent.)  20. 

T.  R.  B.  (20/5). — Assay  processes. — We  do  not 
publish  a  book  dealing  with  the  assay  processes  of  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia.  You  will  find  White  &  Hum- 
phrey's "  Pharmacopedia  "  a  satisfactory  work  on  the; 
subject,  making  allowance  for  the  fact  that  this  was 
published  in  1901,  and  has  not  been  adapted  to  the 
B.P.  1914.  Lueas  &  Stevens'  '-'  Practical  Pharmacy," 
published  in  1921,  is  a  book  which  many  students  use 
for  the  purpose  named. 

W.  J.  H.  (20/5). — Arsenic  as  weed  killer. — It  was 
shown  some  years  ago  by  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill  that 
arsenic  is  not  necessarily  effective  as  a  weed-killer.  It 
ie  probable  that  the  caustic  alkali  which  usually  accom- 
panies it  in  weed-killing  solutions  plays  an  important 
part.  Carbolic  acid  added  to  weed-killers  makes  them 
more  deadly ;  in  fact,  it  has  been  stated  that  a  5  per 
cent,  solution  of  carbolic  acid  will  kill  "  everything 
green." 

— There  are  many 
formulas  for  this,  and  the  following  represents  the  best

/.  D.  (22/5). — Calorific  value. — It  is  not  possible  to 
answer  your  question  exactly  as  to  the  equivalent 
calorific  value  of  coal  and  gas.  The  yield  of  gas  from 
a  ton  of  coal  varies  from  9,0C0  to  13,0C0  cubic  feet, 
but  several  of  the  by-products  of  gas  production,  such 
as  tar  and  coke,  would  if  burnt  add  to  the  calorific 
value  of  coal.  On  the  other  hand,  gas  can  be  more 
completely  burnt  and  the  heat  more  exactly  utilised 
than  is  the  case  with  coal. 

W.  G.  (23/5). — Acetic  acid  as  menstruum. — Pharma- 
ceutical preparations  such  as  fluid  extracts  made  with 
acetic  acid  or  various  dilutions  as  prepared  by  C.  F. 
Squibb  are  permanent  and  much  cheaper  than  prepara- 
tions made  with  alcohol.  Glycerin  tinctures  advocated 
by  Sir  B.  W.  Richardson  have  as  the  menstruum  acetic 
acid  2^  vols.,  glycerin  25  vols.,  distilled  water  to  100 
vols. 

Rock  (25/5). — The  formulas  you  send  for  the  treatment 
of  cattle  murrain  cannot  be  improved.  There  is  no 
quick  method  of  treating  this  disease. 
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R.  H.  S.  (23/5). — Balance  sheet. — Your  balance  sheet 
ie  sound,  but  it  opens  out  several  possibilities.  Your 
stock  appears  to  be  small  in  comparison  with  your  turn- 
over, which  you  will  notice  works  out  about  six  times 
a' year.  There  is  everything  to  be  said  in  favour  of 
this,  providing  it  does  not  cut  into  your  capacity  for 
supplying  the  requirements  of  your  customers.  From 
the  returns  it  would  appear  that  your  sales  are  chiefly 
drugs  and  chemicals,  yet  the  gross  profit  shown  appears 
to  belie  this  assumption.  If  your  sales  are  almost 
solely  drugs  and  chemicals,  your- gross  profit  should 
show  about  another  £200  per  annum  if  your  prices  are 
right.  You  work  the  business  on  an  economical  basis, 
and  it  does  appear  that  a  little  more  enterprise  in 
display  might  yield  you  much  better  results.  Last  year 
was  not  a  good  one  for  business  in  the  drug  trade,  and, 
bearing  this  in  mind,  your  balance  sheet  qwo  rata  com- 
pares not  unfavourably  with,  others. 

A.  M.  W.  (23/5).—"  Mastics."— This  term,  used  in 
the  building  trade,  is  applied  to  mortar-like  cements 
which  are  waterproof,  and  very  adherent  to  brick  and 
metal.     The  following  are  two  types  of  mastic  : —

The  ingredients  are  dried  and  heated,  and  well  mixed 
while  hot.  The  powder  is  afterwards  sifted  to  remove 
coarse  particles  and  mixed  with  raw  and  boiled- linseed 
oil  in  the  proportion  of  two  of  raw  to  one  of  boiled 
oil.  The  surface  upon  which  the  oement  is  to  be  laid 
is  coated  with  linseed  oil  to  promote  adhesion.

Mix  and  sift  and  store  in  a  dry  place  until  required 
for  use.  The  powder  is  mixed  (or  gauged,  as  it  is 
known  technically)  wifn  raw  and  boiled  linseed  oil  well 
kneaded  so  as  to  produce  a  smooth  paste,  and  not  to  show 
the  separate  ingredient's  as  dry  specks.  Red  lead  15  parts 
is  sometimes  added  to  this  mastic  to  increase  its  tenacity.

If  horse-hair  is  used  for  the  brushes  the  pro- 
oess  is  more  difficult.    This  is  explained  in  the  article. 

M.  &  Co.  (4/6). — Aniline  colours. — We  gave  in  the 
C.  &  D.,  September.  20,  1924.  p.  438,  a  list  of  harmless 
aniline  colours  for  use  in  food.  There  is  no  arsenic 
limit  for  colours  proposed  in  the  draft  regulations  issued 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  under  powers  given  by  the 
Sale  of  'Food  anj  Drugs  Acts. 

G.  B.  (4/6). — Nutrient  medium. — The  following  direc- 
tions for  preparing  nutrient  broth  used  as  a  culture 
medium  in  bacteriological  investigations  are  given  in 
Martindale's  "  Extra  Pharmacopoeia  "  : — 

Boil  "  Lemco,"  5  gm.  ;  peptone,  10  gm.  ;  sodium 
chloride,  5  gm.  ;  water,  1,000  c.c.  Make  faintly  alka- 
line with  dilute  sodium  carbonate  solution,  using  litmus 
as  indicator,  and  filter  through  grey  paper.  The 
broth  thus  prepared  may  be  run  into  specially  cleaned 
test-tubes,  about  5  c.c*  into  each.  These  are  now 
plugged  and  sterilised  at  100°  C.  for  a  quarter  of  an 
hour  on  three  successive  days,  or  the  broth  may  be 
converted  into  other  nutrient  media. 


0.  R.  (4/6).— Assistant's  salary.— ^The  salary  asked 
by  the  assistant  should  be  the  reflex  of  a  good"  man  at 
that  age,  since  experience  is  the  only  basis  on  which 
an  unknown  man's  value,  can  be  estimated.  Five  pounds 
seems  high  considering  the  youth  of  the  assistant;  80s. 
to  85s.  is  about  the  market  value  at  present  unless  there 
is  some  special  acquirement  which  would  justify  .  a 
higher  figure.  The  assistant  should  be  a  good  man  even 
at  the  lower  figure. 

Quaero  (5/6). — The  salary  of  a  qualified  optician  em- 
ployed all  his  time  on  optical  work  is  about  £6  a  week. 

Mens  Sana  (6/6). — Sunburn  remedies. — The  formulas 
you  send  for  the  treatment  of  sunburn  are  quite  suitable, 
We  should,  however,  reduce  the  proportion  of  glycerin  in 
the  first  formula,  that  is  presuming  half  the  glycerin  and 
rose  water  is  1  glycerin.  An  alternative  soothing  applica- 
tion to  blistered  skin  in  place  of  lin.  calcis  is  a  mixture  of 
zinc  oxide  and  castor  oil. 

W.  J.  A.  (8/6). — The  "  Nature  "  healer's  advice  to  yotir 
customer  to  drink  urine  should  be  disregarded,  as  the 
waste  products  of  the  body  are  noxious.

M.  R.  (8/6). — Cleaning  engravings. — The  usual 
method  of  cleaning  engravings  is  with  solution  of 
chlorinated  lime.  The  B.P.  preparation  diluted  with 
an  equal  part  of  water  may  be  used,  and  the  action 
is  accelerated  by  transferring  the  engravings  from  the 
chlorinated  solution  to  a  weak  vinegar  solution.  The 
prints  must  be  well  washed  afterwards.  An  alternative 
method  is  prolonged  soaking  in  weak  hydrogen  peroxide 
solution  rendered  alkaline  with  ammonia.

Ratafia 

The  origin  of  this,  the  cognomen  of  so  many  delicious 
and  semi-medicated  cordials,  seems  to  be  obscure :  some 
say  it  came  to  us  Europeans  from-  India,  others  from  the 
French  word  reclific  (rectified),  but  the  more  likely  supposi- 
tion would  seem  to  be  that  it  is  a  coinage  from  the  two 
words  rack  and  tafia,  the  latter  being  the  Creole  title  of  the 
aromatic  rums  derived  in  the  course  of  sugar  manufacture 
in  the  Islands  of  the  Antilles.  The  French  have  perhaps 
made  greater  use  of  cordial  liqueurs  than  other  people,  and 
their  industrious  fabrication,  or,  more  courteously,  distilla- 
tion of  them  has  led  to  their  becoming  favourites  in  all 
civilised  countries  :  their  post-prandial  adaptability  is  well- 
known,  and  among  the  prime  favourites  who  has  not  heard 
of  and  tasted  "la  grande  Chartreuse,"  more  or  less 
monkish  in  its  origin  according  as  it  is  Ic  rrai  or  the  contra- 
facon;  then  there  is  the  Curacoa,  of  which  many  types 
exist,  emanating  from  several  different  nationalities ;  we 
mention  ajso  1'Anisetle,  that  sugary  liqueur  which  Bordeaux 
so  largely  manufactures  and  exports.  More  modem 
monkish  and  lay  cordial  inventions  have  also  arrived  at 
favour,  amonsr  which  we  cite  "  la  Benedictine,"  "  la 
Berrichone."  "  le  liqueur  d'or,"  in  the  last  of  which  tire 
floating  particles  of  gold  foil  produce  a  very  pleasing 
effect,  and  serve  to  give  some  eclat  to  a  cordial  otherwise 
of  a  very  commonplace  type.

Cisterns,  capacity  of. — To  estimate  the  capacity  of  a 
cistern  with  square  or  rectangular  sides  and  base,  multiply 
together  the  three  lengths  in  feet  of  the  base  and  the 
two  of  the  sides  measured  at  right  angles  to  one  another 
from  one  of  the  corners.  Thus  the  capacity  of  a  tank 
4  ft.  by  3  ft.  by  2  ft.  is  24  cubic  ft.,  or  approximately 
160  gallons,  the  factor  for  converting  cubic  feet  into 
gallons  being  6.2288.  The  cubic  capacity  of  cylindrical 
tanks  is  obtained  by  the  formula  V  =  7rR2L  or  V  =  i^D2L 
where  V  is  the  volume,  L  the  length  and  R  the  radius 
(or  D  the  diameter)  of  the  circular  base  (or  side)  of  the

tank  (tt-  3.1416,  or  -y  approximately). 

Citral. — This  body  is  an  aldehyde,  of  the  formula 
CI0H16O,  which  is  of  the  greatest  importance  in  per- 
fumery. It  is  present  in  numerous  essential  oils.  Lemon 
oil  contains  from  4  to  5.5  per  cent:  of  citral,  to  which  it 
chiefly  owes  its  flavour.  It  is  also  present  to  a  large 
extent  in  the  oils  of  true  verbena,  Baclchousia  citriodora, 
and  lemongress.  Owing  to  the  price  of  the  last-named 
oil,  the  supply  of  commercial  citral  is  derived  entirely 
from  this  source.  The  commercial  article  known  as 
citral  is,  in  fact,  a  mixture  of  two  isomeric  aldehydes. 
Of  these,  alpha-citrsd  is  the  aldehyde  corresponding  with 
the  alcohol  geraniol,  and  6e<a-citral  is  that  corresponding 
with  the  alcohol  nerol.  The  commercial  citral  and  its 
two  constituents  have  the  following  characters  :—

Citral  is  sometimes  used  to  adulterate  lemon  oil  which 
has  been  diluted  with  waste  terpenes.  But  as  it  is 
exceedingly  difficult  to  separate  the  last  traces  of  other 
'bodies,  such  as  methyl-heptenone,  from  citral,  the  coarse 
odour  of  such  adulterated  oil  is  very  apparent.  The 
principal  use  of  citral  is  in  the  manufacture  of  artificial 
violet  oil,  of  which  ionone  is  the  type.  Commercial 
ionone  consists  of  two  isomers,  which  correspond  with 
the  isomeric  citrals  which  are  used  in  their  manufac- 
ture. The  determination  of  citral  is  of  very  great 
importance,  and  is  a  process  which  the  essential  oil  analyst 
is  frequently  called  upon  to  perform.  In  the  case  of 
lemon  oil,  where  small  quantities  only  are  present,  the 
process  almost  universally  adopted  is  that  known  as  the 
hydroxylamine  process.  This  is  based  on  the  ability  of 
most  aldehydes  to  combine  with  hydroxylamine  to  form 
oximes,  and  if  a  known  amount  (in  excess)  of  hydroxyl- 
amine is  allowed  to  react  with  a  known  amount  of  lemon 
oil  under  suitable  conditions,  the  excess  of  hydroxylamine 
which  remains  uncombined  can  be  determined  by  titra- 
tion, and  the  amount  of  citral  calculated.  In  the  case 
of  oils,  such  as  lemongrass  oil,  which  contain  70  to 
85  per  cent,  of  citral,  either  the  neutral  sulphite  or  the 
bisulphite  process  is  used.  These  processes  depend  on 
the  fact  that  citral  forms  a  soluble  sulphonic  compound 
with  sulphites,  which  is  soluble  in  water,  so  that  the 
amount  of  unabsorbed  oil  is  measured  and  the  citral  so 
determined.  In  commercial  circles  the  bisulphite  process 
ie  invariably  used,  whilst  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  has 
adopted  the  neutral  sulphite  process,  which  does  not 
give  results  identical  with  those  obtained  by  the  generally 
used  bisulphite  process. 

Citric  Acid,  Manufacture  of.— Calcium  citrate  (q.v.)  is 
mixed  with  water  in  an  agitator  until  a  thin  cream  is 
produced,  whereupon  a  current  of  steam  is  passed  through 
the  liquid  and  the  calcium  nitrate  decomposed  by  the 
addition  of  sulphuric  acid.    This  point  is  reached  when 


a  filtered  portion  of  the  liquid  yields  on  the  addition  of 
calcium  chloride  solution  within  ten  minutes  a  preci- 
pitate of  calcium  sulphate  representing  about  one-third 
of  the  volume  of  solution  used  for  the  test.  The  liquid 
portion  is  now  separated  from  the  calcium  sulphate, 
which  is  washed  with  water  and  the  washings  added  to 
the  nitric  acid  liquor.  The  latter  is  then  concentrated, 
the  crude  acid  which  crystallises  out  is  dissolved  in  water 
and  decolorised  by  heating  with  animal  charcoal,  the 
filtrate  is  concentrated,  and  allowed  to  crystallise  in 
wooden  trays  lined  with  lead.  In  the  manufacture  of 
pure  citric  acid  the  use  of  lead  vessels  is  avoided.  Citric 
acid  is  also  produced  by  the  fermentation  of  carbo- 
hydrates, glycerin,  and  similar  substances  by  the  action 
of  certain  fungi,  e.g.,  Citromyces  pfefferianus,  C.  glaber, 
Pcnicillivm  luteum,  Mvcor  piriformis,  and  this  mode  of 
preparation  forms  the  subject  of  several  patents.  Citric 
acid  is  tribasic ;  it  crystallises  in  prisms  of  the  trimetric 
system.    It  is  optically  inactive. 

Citronella  Oil. — There  are  two  principal  varieties  of 
citronella  oil  used  in  commerce.  These  are  the  Ceylon 
oil  and  the  one  of  which  Java  oil  is  the  type.  The 
former  is  produced  practically  only  in  Ceylon,  whilst  the 
latter  is  distilled  in  Java,  Burma,  and  the  Federated 
Malay  States.  The  oil  is  one  which  is  used  to  a  very 
large  extent,  and  is  one  of  the  most  important  of  the 
essential  oils  produced  in  the  British  Empire.  Ceylon 
citronella  oil  is  distilled  from  the  grass  Cymbopogon 
Nardus  (Lenabatu  grass),  while  the  Java  oil  is  distilled 
from  Cymbopogon  Winterianus  (Maha  Pengiri  grass:). 
Both  oils  are  used  in  perfumery,  principally  as  a  soap 
perfume,  but  the  Java  oil,  which  has  by  far  the  finer 
odour,  is  also  used  for  the  production  of  citronellal,  cit- 
ronellol,  and  geraniol.  The  Ceylon  oil  is  exported  to  the 
extent  of  nearly  1,500,000  lb.  per  annum.  Unfortunately, 
practically  the  whole  of  the  output  of  oil  from  this 
source  is  adulterated  with  kerosene,  and  in  order  to  get 
pure  Ceylon  citronella  oil  it  is  necessary  to  buy  it  under 
the  description  "  Estate  oil."  Two  distinct  attempts  have 
been  made  to  limit  the  amount  of  adulteration  in  this 
oil.  Schimmel  &  Co.,  many  years  ago,  suggested  that 
the  oil  should  be  compelled  to  pass  a  solubility  test  which 
they  named  "  Schimmel's  test."  Unfortunately  this  test 
has  been  described  with  varying  details  by 
Schimmel  &  Co.  To-day  it  is:  accepted  as  having  the 
following  meaning  :  The  oil  must  be  soluble  in  from 
1  to  2  volumes  of  80  per  cent,  alcohol  (sp.  gr.  0.8642). 
This  solution,  on  addition  of  further  volumes  of  80  per 
cent,  alcohol,  shall  not  become  more  than  slightly  opales- 
cent, and  show  no  marked  turbidity.  The  alcohol  shall 
be  added  gradually,  and  if  a  turbidity  does  develop, 
further  alcohol  is  added  until  the  turbidity  reaches  a 
maximum.  When  the  maximum  turbidity  is  obtained 
the  solution  is  carefully  examined  to  see  whether  any  oil 
drops  have  separated.  If  no  such  separation  of  even 
minute  oil  drops  has  taken  place  the  oil  is  said  to  pass 
Schimmel's  test.  It  was,  however,  soon  realised  that  this 
test  did  no  more  than  place  some  indefinite  limit  to  the 
amount  of  adulteration,  and  the  same  authorities  sug- 
gested the  so-called  Schimmel's  Raised  Test.  This  con- 
sists in  first  adding  five  per  cent,  kerosene  to  the  oil, 
and  then  testing  the  resulting  mixture  by  the  ordinary 
Schimmel's  test.  Both  these  tests  are  very  empirical,  and 
the  native  distiller  is  always  on  the  look  out  for  a  more 
soluble  adulterant,  so  as  to  enable  him  to  add  more 
to  the  pure  oil  without  causing  the  resultant  mixture 
to  fail  to  answer  Schimmel's  test.  To  such  an  extent  did 
these  attempts  go  that  in  1924  very  large  amounts  of 
Ceylon  oil  shipped  to  Great  Britain  and  to  the  United 
States  were  found  to  contain  alcohol  in  amount  varying 
from  2  to  15  per  cent.  These  parcels  caused  considerable 
trouble  to  the  shippers  on  account  of  the  action  of  the 
Customs  authorities,  and  a  sharp  lesson  was  taught  to  the 
native  adulterator.  As  it  became  recognised  that  these 
solubility  tests  were  quite  useless,  except  from  a  qualita- 
tive point  of  view,  the  more  discriminating  users  accepted 
the  suggestions  of  Parry  and  Umney  that  the  oil  should 
be  bought  on  a  guaranteed  content  of  acetylisable  con- 
stituents. These  consist  of  a  mixture  of  geraniol  and 
citronellal,  the  geraniol  being  in  excess  in  the  Ceylon 
oil,  while  the  reverse  is  the  case  in  the  Java 
variety.    So  that  a  large  quantity  of  citronella  oil  is 
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to-day  sold  on  this  basis,  Ceylon  oil  being  guaranteed 
to  contain  about  56  per  cent,  and  Java  oil  about  85 
per  cent,  of  so-called  "  geraniol."  The  average 
characters  of  the  various  citronella  oils  are  as  follows  : —

Of  recent  yeans  a  small  but  important  amount  of 
citronella  oil  has  been  produced  in  Burma.  As  in  the 
case  of  Java  citronella  oil,  the  constituents  of  Burmese 
oil  are,  in  the  main,  a  mixture  of  geraniol  and  citron- 
ellal, .  in  which  the  former  predominates,  however,  but 
not  to  so  high  an  extent  as  in  the  case  of  Ceylon  oil. 
Burmese  oil  is  usually  dextrorotatory,  while  Java  oil 
is  lsevorotatory.  Apart  from  its  use  as  a  soap  perfume, 
citronella  oil  of  the  Java  type  is  used  for  the  manu- 
facture of  geraniol,  from  which,  however,  traces  of 
citronellal  are  very  difficult- to  separate,  and  hence  geran- 
iol manufactured  from  citronella  oil  is  of  very  variable 
quality.  Residues  of  oils  from  which  a  certain  amount 
of  geraniol  has  been  fractionally  distilled  still  contain 
some  geraniol,  and,  of  course,  much  citronellal.  This 
residual  oil  still  contains  85  per  cent,  or  more  of  acety- 
lisable  constituents,  since  the  citronellal  is  converted  into 
isopulegyl  acetate  by  acetylisation.  It  is,  consequently, 
used  to  adulterate  pure  Java  citronella  oil,  and  is  an 
exceedingly  difficult  adulterant  to  detect.  Ceylon  citron- 
ella oil  has  been  shown  to  contain  geraniol,  citronellal, 
camphene,  dipentene,  borneol,  methyl-heptenone,  methyl- 
eugenol,  valerianic  acid  esters,  nerol,  citronellyl  esters, 
geranyl  acetate  and  a  high  boiling  sesquiterpene. 

Citronellal. — Commercial  citronellal  is  used  to  some 
extent  in  perfumery  where  a  finer  odour  than  can  be 
obtained  from  any  type  of  citronella  oil  is  desired.  It 
is,  like  citral,  a  mixture  of  two  isomeric  aldehydes  of  the 
formula  C,0H]80.  Of  these  the  isomer  corresponding 
with  citronellol  is  citronellal,  and  that  corresponding 
with  rhodi.nol  is  called  rhodinal.  Citronellal  (in  vary- 
ing proportions  of  the  two  isomers)  is  the  characteristic 
odour-bearer  of  all  varieties  of  citronella  oil.  It  is  pre- 
pared by  extraction  from  the  oil  by  means  of  sodium 
bisulphite,  in  a  similar  manner  to  that  used  fof  the 
preparation  of  citral.  Citronellal  has  a  harsh  and  pene- 
trating odour,  and  is  only  suitable  for  soap  perfumery 
or  other  forms  where  a  cheap  perfume  is  necessary.  The 
commercial  article  is  a  pale  yellow  or  colourless  oil. 
having  the  following  characters  : — Specific  gravity, 
0.855  to  0.858;  boiling  point,  205°  to  208°;  refractive  index, 
1.4450  to  1.4480;  and  optical  rotation,  +9°  to  +12°. 
Sometimes  it  is  slightly  lsevorotatory  if  prepared  from 
Java  oil.  The  two  isomers,  citronellal  and  rhodinal, 
have,  according  to  Prins  ("  Chem.  Weekblad,"  14,  1917, 
692) ,  the  following  characters  : —

The  former  yields  a  semicarbazone  melting  at  85°  to  86°, 
and  the  latter,  one  melting  at  85°  to  84°. 

Citronellol. — Citronellol  is  an  open  chain  alcohol  of 
the  formula  C10H2110,  which  is  found  in  a  number  of 
essential  oils  having  an  odour  of  the  rose  type.  For 
many  years  a  very  acute,  and  often  bitter,  controversy 
raged  between  a  number  of  chemists  in  regard  to  the 
relationships  of  the  body  citronellol  and  that  known  as 
rhodinol.  Rhodinol  was  put  upon  the  market  as  an 
"  isolate,"  and  was  claimed  to  be  a  chemical  individual 
by  several  French  chemists,  especially  Barbier  and 
Bouveault.  Bodies  named  roseol  and  reuniol  soon  after- 
wards appeared,  and  it  was  generally  believed  that 
roseol,  rhodinol  and  reuniol  were  nothing  but  mixtures 
in  varying  quantity  of  citronellol  and  geraniol.  The 
commercial  articles  were  certainly  mixtures,  but  it  was 
generally    considered    that,  as    a    chemical  individual, 


"rhodinol"  had  no  existence.  The  recent  researches  of 
Barbier  and  Locquin  ("  Comptes  Bendus,"  157,  1114) 
and  of  Harries  and  Comberg  ("  Annalen,"  1915,  410,  1) 
have,  however,  shown  that  commercial  citronellol  is  a 
mixture  of  two  isomers,  one  of  which  is  now  known  as 
citronellol  and  the  other  as  rhodinol.  It  may  be  taken, 
therefore,  that  both  citronellol  and  rhodinol,  as  met  with 
in  commerce,  are  in  fact  mixtures  of  these  two  isomers. 
When  citronellal  is  reduced  under  suitable  conditions,  a 
mixture  of  these  isomers  is  obtained.  The  characters  of 
such  a  mixture  and  the  "  citronellol  "  obtained  from 
oil  of  geranium  are  as  f  ollow : —

Both  citronellol  and  rhodinol  have  faint  but  sweet 
rose  odours,  and  are  necessary  for  the  preparation  of 
artificial  otto  of  rose.  The  commercial  article  is  pre- 
pared on  a  considerable' scale  in  the  following  manner. 
Aluminium  turnings  quite  free  from  grease  are  treated 
with  caustic,  soda  solution,  and  when  hydrogen  is  briskly 
evolved,  the  caustic  soda  solution  is  run  off  and  the 
metal  washed  with  water.  It  is  then  activated  by  treat- 
ment with  a  1  per  cent,  solution  of  perchloride  of  mer- 
cury. Alcohol  and  citronellal  are  then  added,  and  then 
a  little  more  mercuric  chloride.  After  the  reaction  is 
complete  the  mass  is  diluted  with  water,  filtered  and 
distilled,  traces  of  unaltered  citronellal  being  removed 
by  means  of  sodium  bisulphite. 

Citrus  Fruits  is  a  generic  name  applied  to  the  orange, 
lemon,  lime  and  citron  fruits  derived  from  cultivated 
species  of  Citrus  m-edica,  Linn.  Of  recent  years  lemon 
or  orange  juice  has  acquired  considerable  importance  as 
a  readily  available  source  of  the  antiscorbutic  vitamin  C. 
Lime  juice,  formerly  used  for  scurvy,  has  fallen  into 
disrepute,  owing  to  its  relatively  low  content  of  this 
vitamin.  The  rind  or  peel  of  citrus  fruits  also  yields 
valuable  essential  oils  (lemon,  bergamot,  and  sweet  and 
bitter  orange).  Citron  (peel,  preserved  with  sugar,  is 
used  in  confectionery. 

Closing  Order.— Under  the  Shops  Act,  1912,  a  local 
authority  is  entitled,  with  the  approval  of  the  occupiers 
of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  shops  to  be  affected,  to 
make  a  '■  closing  order  "  fixing  the  hour  at  which  all 
shops  or  shops  of  particular  kinds  in  the  district  shall 
be  closed  in  the  evening.  The  hour  fixed  by  a  closing 
order-  must  not  be  earlier  than  7  p.m.  Before  it  takes 
effect,  the  order  must  be  confirmed  by  the  Home  Secre- 
tary. Certain  classes  of  trade  are  exempt  from  the 
provisions  of  closing  orders,  including  the  sale  of  medi- 
cines and  medical  and  surgical  appliances  and  Post  Office 
business.  Under  the  Shops  (Early  Closing)  Act.  1920.  all 
shops  are  required  to  be  closed  at  9  p.m.  on  Saturdays 
and  at  8  p.m.  on  other  days;  but  by  an  amending  Act, 
passed  in  1921.  the  hours  were  extended  to  10  p.m.  and 
9.30  p.m.  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  fruit,  table  waters, 
sweets,  and  ices.  The  Acts  operate,  in  effect,  as  a 
general  closing  order  having  application  throughout  the 
country ;  but  a  local  authority  may  prescribe,  earlier 
hours  of  closing,  provided  that  they  are  not  earlier  than 
7  p.m.  The  serving  of  customers  after  hours  is  per- 
mitted by  the  Shops  (Early  Closing)  Act,  1921,  in  certain 
cases  :  Articles  required  in  case  of  illness,  medicine  and 
medical  and  surgical  appliances  may  be  supplied  so  long 
as  the  shop  is  kept  open  and.  lighted  only  for  such  time 
as  is  necessary  for  serving  the  customer.  Post  Office 
business  may  also  be  transacted  after  the  general  hour 
of  closing.  The  Home  Secretary  may  suspend  the  opera- 
tion of  tlie  Act  during  the  Christmas  season  or  on  any 
other  special  occasion.  A  local  authority  may  also  pre- 
scribe the  day  of  the  week  upon  which  shops  must  be 
closed  at  1  p.m.  (See  Half -holiday.)  A  King's  Bench 
Divisional  Court  decided,  on  April  28.  1925,  that  a  trade 
exhibition  is  not  a  "  fair,  lawfully  held,"  which  is  exempt 
from  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Acts.  Consequently,  it 
is  not  permissible  to  sell  goods  at  an  exhibition  after  the 
closing  hour  for  shops  in  the  district.

resembling  the  name  of  the  Plaintiff  Company  as  was  calculated
